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Hon.  PHINEAS  C.  LOUNSBURY, 

GOVERNOR. 


Hon.  Phineas  C.  Lounbury  was  born  in  Ridge- 
field,  Conn.,  and  is  now  46  years  old.  His  par- 
ents are  of  sturdy  New  England  stock,  and  of 
irreproachable  reputation  in  the  community 
where  they  still  reside.  His  father  was  a  far- 
mer, and  like  most  farmers'  sons  he  worked  on 
the  farm  during  the  years  of  boyhood  and 
early  manhood.  He  found  time,  however,  to 
acquire  a  thorough  academic  education  in  the 
schools  of  learning  in  his  native  State.  He  then 
went  to  New  York  city  where  he  secured  a  posi- 
tion as  clerk  in  a  shoe  store.   From  clerk  in  ordin- 


ary he  rose  to  the  position  of  confidential  clerk, 
and  finally  became  traveling  salesman,  thus 
familiarizing  himself  with  all  departments  of  the 
business.  Having  laid  the  foundations  for  a 
successful  commercial  career  he  began,  upon  at- 
taining his  majority,  the  manufacture  of  shoes 
with  his  brother  in  New  Haven  under  the  firm 
name  of  Lounsbury  Brothers.  The  business  was 
afterward  removed  to  South  Norwalk,  where  it  is 
still  carried  on  under  the  firm  name  of  Louns- 
bury, Matthewson  &  Co.  During  his  business 
career  he  has  had  the  welfare   of  his  employees 
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at  heart,  and  they  have  always  delighted  to  do 
him  honor. 

When  the  alarm  of  war  sounded,  Mr.  Louns- 
bury  enlisted  as  a  private  in  the  Seventeenth 
Connecticut  Volunteers,  and  went  to  the  front  to 
do  and  die,  if  need  be,  for  the  Union.  After  four 
months  of  service  he  was  attacked  with  sickness 
of  a  typhoid  type  and  compelled  to  return,  being 
honorably  discharged  and  recommended  for  a 
pension,  which  he  would  not  accept ;  but  his 
short  record  as  a  soldier  so  endeared  him  to  the 
followers  of  the  Flag  that  he  has  always  been 
called  upon  to  respond  for  the  Seventeenth  and 
speak  for  the  soldier.  Possessed  of  peculiar  gifts 
for  the  platform,  his  services  have  been  sought 
upon  numerous  and  varied  occasions,  and  during 
recent  political  campaigns  his  speeches  have 
everywhere  been  delivered  with  telling  effect. 
Among  other  orations  that  have  shown  his  abil- 
ity, not  only  in  composition,  but  in  elocutionary 
effect  while  breathing  the  purest  patriotism,  those 
at  the  Gettysburg  monument  dedication  and  at 
the  Woodstock  independence  day  celebration  last 
summer,  may  be  cited.  Of  all  the  gifted  people 
at  Woodstock,  he  it  was  whose  words  were  car- 
ried away  by  the  populace  as  fittest  to  be  remem- 
bered. To  his  qualities  as  a  citizen,  business 
man,  lover  of  the  wage-worker,  soldier,  and  pub- 
lic speaker,  is  added  his  long  and  consistent 
Christian  record.  A  member  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  a  body  which  is  always  quick  to  appre- 
ciate ability,  his  liberal  views  and  enlightened 
sentiments  have  been  duly  recognized,  and  he 
now  occupies  an  honored  relation  to  her  foremost 
schools,  notably  to  Wesleyan  University,  at  Mid- 


dletown  in  this  State,  of  which  institution  he  has 
long  been  a  trustee.  While  loyal  to  his  own  de- 
nomination he  is  no  narrow  sectarian,  but  regards 
both  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  law  of  love,  and 
his  contributions  to  weak  churches  and  worthy 
causes  of  other  denominations  have  won  for  him 
the  high  regard  of  all,  and  will  long  be  gratefully 
remembered  by  the  recipients. 

In  1874  Mr.  Lounsbury  represented  Ridgefield 
in  the  Legislature  and  at  once  took  a  leading 
position  in  that  representative  body  of  the  people. 
He  was  always  for  the  measures  nearest  the  pub- 
lic good.  In  1880  as  a  Garfield  and  Arthur 
elector,  he  lent  strength  to  the  successful  ticket. 
In  1882  his  friends  in  Fairfield  County  men- 
tioned him  for  Governor  but  consented  finally  to 
throw  their  strength  for  Hon.  William  H.  Bulke- 
ley.  In  1884  he  was  a  candidate  before  the  con- 
vention, and  though  defeated  when  success 
seemed  most  assured  he  was,  in  the  words  of  Mr. 
Fessenden,  no  Achilles  sulking  in  his  tent.  He  did 
yeomanlike  work  for  Governor  Harrison  and  the 
rest  of  the  ticket,  and  secured  additional  friends 
thereby.  If  Fairfield  County  was  enthusiastic 
for  his  candidature  two  years  ago,  almost  to  the 
verge  of  revolt,  its  desire  for  him  this  year  was 
still  stronger,  and  he  received  the  nomination  by 
an  overwhelming  majority  on  the  first  ballot. 
He  has  well  been  called  a  second  Buckingham, 
having  the  virtues  of  our  well  beloved  war  Gov- 
ernor, and  like  him  coming  from  the  ranks  of  the 
manufacturer  and  the  church  and  home-lover  to 
make  more  conspicuous  in  public  station  the  in- 
tegrity and  personal  purity  that  are  the  surest 
foundations  of  republican  institutions. 
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Hon.  JAMES  L.  HOWARD, 

LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR. 


Hon.  James  L.  Howard  is  the  eldest  son  of 
the  late  Rev.  Leland  Howard,  and  was  born  in 
Windsor,  Vermont,  January  18,  1818.  He 
received  an  academic  education,  and  began  his 
business  career  as  a  clerk  in  the  city  of  New 
York.  In  1838  he  came  to  reside  in  Hartford, 
and  in  1841  engaged  in  the  manufacturing  busi- 
ness on  his  own  account,  and  has  been  a  manu- 
facturer ever  since.  His  firm  was  incorporated 
in  1876  as  James  L.  Howard  &  Company,  of 
which  he  became  and  is  now  president.  He  is 
widely  known  to  the  railroad  interests  of  the 
country  as  a  manufacturer  of  railroad  supplies. 

A  thorough  representative  business  man,  he 
early  became  a  director  in  the  Phoenix  Bank, 
now  the  Phoenix  National  Bank,  and  has  con- 
tinued in  its  direction  nearly  ever  since,  and  is 
still   a   member  of  its   board.     He   has   been  a 


director  in  the  Travelers  Insurance  Company 
ever  since  its  formation,  and  is  also  president  of 
the  Hartford  City  Gas  Light  Company.  In 
addition  he  is  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors 
of  the  Hartford  County  Fire  Insurance  Company, 
the  Retreat  for  the  Insane,  and  several  important 
manufacturing  companies. 

If  he  be  a  representative  business  man  he  is 
likewise  a  representative  layman  of  the  Baptist 
Church  of  the  country,  by  which  denomination 
he  has  been  highly  honored.  He  was  president 
of  the  Connecticut  Baptist  Convention  from  1871 
to  1876  ;  one  of  the  originators  and  first  presi- 
dent (and  re-elected  additional  terms)  of  the 
Baptist  Social  Union,  and  is  now  president  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Connecticut  Literary 
Institution,  the  leading  educational  corporation 
of  the   church   in    Connecticut.      He   was   also 
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president  of  tlie  American  Baptist  Publication 
Society  from  1873  to  1877,  and  of  the  American 
Baptist  Home  Mission  Society  from  1881  to 
1883.  He  is  also  distinctively  a  leading  citizen  in 
the  conscientious  exercise  of  the  voting  privilege, 
and  in  tokens  of  confidence  his  fellow-citizens  have 
showered  upon  him.  Hartford  has  called  him  to 
serve  her  as  Councilman,  Alderman,  Police 
Commissioner,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Park 
Commissioners,  member,  for  many  years,  of  the 
Hisrh  School  Committee,  and  as  one  of  the  build- 


ing  committee  in  the  erection  of  our  excellent 
High  School  building.  In  all  these  capacities  he 
has  won  the  esteem  of  citizens  irrespective  of 
party. 

Mr.  Howard  was  originally  a  Whig,  and 
naturally  became  a  Republican  when  the  party 
of  "free  men,  free  soil,  and  free  speech"  was 
organized  in  1856,  and  has  always  given  earnest 
and  active  support  to  Republican  principles.  He 
is  an  admirable  representative  of  the  Republican 
business  men  of  this  country. 
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Hon.  LEVERETT  M.  HUBBARD, 

SECRETARY  OF  STATE. 


Hon.  Levekett  Marsden  Hubbard  of  Wal- 
lingford,  was  born  at  Durham,  April  23,  1849. 
He  was  educated  at  the  Wilbraham  Academy 
and  Wesleyan  University,  at  which  latter  insti- 
tution was  also  educated  his  father,  Rev.  Eli 
Hubbard,  who  for  many  years  before  his  death, 
in  1868,  had  been  a  clergyman  of  distinction  in 
Mississippi.  His  mother  was  the  daughter  of 
Mr.  L.  W.  Leach,  for  many  years  a  prominent 
merchant  and  honored  citizen  of  Durham,  and 
the  only  sister  of  Hon.  L.  M.  Leach,  and  Hon. 
Oscar  Leach,  both  of  whom  have  represented 
their  district  in  the  State  Senate,  and  are  well 
known  as  among  the  most  substantial  and  influ- 
ential men  in  Middlesex  County. 

Mr.  Hubbard's  mother  died  when  he  was  three 
37ears  of  age,  and  from  that  time  until  he  went 
from  home  to  attend  school  he  lived  with  his 
grandparents  at  Durham.     After  leaving  college 


he  studied  law  at  the  Albany  Law  School,  gradu- 
ating in  1870.  In  August  of  that  year  he  loca- 
ted in  Wallingford,  and  soon  became  marked  at 
the  bar  of  his  county,  and  by  the  community 
generally,  as  a  young  man  of  fine  spirit  and  rare 
intellectual  endowments.  From  that  time  he 
has  steadily  grown  in  the  confidence  and  esteem 
of  the  community  until  now  no  lawyer  of  his  age 
in  New  Haven  County  has  a  more  remunerative 
practice,  or  is  more  widely  known  and  respected. 
He  has  been  frequently  identified  with  leading 
cases,  from  some  of  which  he  has  gained  special 
distinction,  notably  the  Hayden-Stannard  murder 
trial,  in  which  he  was  associated  with  Hon. 
George  H.  "Watrous  and  Hon.  S.  F.  Jones,  for 
the  defense.  From  the  beginning  of  his  practice 
he  has  maintained  an  office  connection  in  New 
Haven.  For  a  year  he  pursued  his  studies  with 
the  late  Charles  Ives.      From  1874  to  1877  he 
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was  a  law  partner  of  Morris  F.  Tyler,  and  since 
that  time  he  has  been  associated  with  John  W. 
Ailing,  one  of  the  leading  lawyers  in  the  State. 

Mr.  Hubbard  was  appointed  Postmaster  of 
Wallingford  by  President  Grant  in  1872,  which 
office  he  held  by  successive  re-appointments  until 
the  inauguration  of  President  Cleveland  in  1885, 
when  he  resigned  with  an  unexpired  commission 
for  three  years.  He  administered  that  office  with 
great  intelligence  and  fidelity,  and  to  the  univer- 
sal acceptance  of  its  patrons,  who,  without  respect 
of  party,  tendered  him,  upon  his  retirement,  a 
complimentary  banquet,  which  was  widely  re- 
marked at  the  time  for  its  elaborateness  and  the 
enthusiasm  which  attended  it.  Ex-Senator  Yale, 
well  known  through  the  State  as  a  sterling 
Democrat,  presided  on  the  occasion,  and  in  con- 
cluding a  very  complimentary  address,  said : 
"  The  company  had  assembled  that  it  might  go 
on  record  in  an  unmistakable  manner  that  Mr. 
Hubbard  was  beloved  and  respected  by  every 
man  in  Wallingford  whose  good  wishes  were 
worth  having." 

Hon.  George  H.  Watrous,  in  writing  his  re- 
grets, said :  "  I  share  with  you  sincerely  the 
desire  to  honor  our  esteemed  friend.  I  have 
known  him  nearly  as  long  as  you  have,  I  presume. 
I  early  learned  to  believe  in  him  as  a  man  not 
only  of  superior  intelligence,  but  of  great  integ- 
rity and  trustworthiness.  My  knowledge  of  him 
has  increased  my  faith  in  him.  Mr.  Hubbard 
has  not  only  been  a  successful  Postmaster,  but 
he  has  been  in  every  respect  a  very  successful 
and  highly  useful  member  of  your  community. 


He  has  already  carved  his  way  to  the  front  rank 
of  his  profession." 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  School 
Visitors  from  1874  to  1880,  and  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace  from  1878  to  1881. 

He  has  been  Borough  Attorney  since  1870, 
and  Counsel  for  the  town  during  most  of  the 
same  period.  He  has  been  a  director  in  the  First 
National  bank  of  Wallingford  since  its  organiza- 
tion in  1881,  and  a  director  in  the  Dime  Savings 
bank  since  1884.  He  has  also  been  a  trustee  of 
the  Wesleyan  Academy  at  Wilbraham,  Mass., 
since  1881. 

Upon  the  establishment  of  a  borough  court  for 
Wallingford  by  the  last  Legislature,  at  the  earnest 
solicitation  of  friends  in  both  parties,  and  at  some 
disadvantage  to  his  practice,  he  accepted  the 
position  of  its  first  Judge,  and  was  elected  by  a 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Legislature.  He  is  now 
discharging  the  duties  of  that  office  to  the  emi- 
nent satisfaction  of  the  community.  As  a  popu- 
lar speaker  he  is  excelled  by  few  for  eloquence 
and  general  effectiveness.  Among  his  recent 
addresses  those  delivered  at  Stony  Creek  the  last 
Fourth  of  July,  and  at  the  re-union  of  the  Fif- 
teenth Regiment  Connecticut  Volunteers,  at 
Wallingford,  in  August,  are  said  to  have  been 
gems  in  their  way. 

He  has  great  popularity  in  both  political  par- 
ties and  among  all  classes,  and  it  is  agreed  on 
every  hand  that  to  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as 
Secretary  of  the  commonwealth  he  will  bring 
large  qualifications  and  the  accomplishments  of  a 
cultivated  gentleman.

Hon.  ALEXANDER  WARNER, 

TREASURER. 


Colonel  Alexander  Warner  was  born  in 
Smithville,  R.  I.,  January  10,  1827.  In  1834  his 
father  moved  to  Woodstock,  Conn.  The  son 
received  a  good  academical  education.  In  early 
manhood  he  connected  himself  with  the  State 
militia  and  became  Lieutenant-Colonel  of  the 
Seventh  Regiment. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  war  he  was  engaged  in 
the  manufacture  of  cotton  twine  in  Woodstock. 
When  the  bombardment  of  Sumter  called  the 
North  to  arms,  he  was  among  the  fir^t  to  offer  his 
service  to  the  State.  Enlisting  as  a  private  he 
was  appointed  by  Governor  Buckingham  Major 
of  the  Third  Regiment,  Connecticut  Volunteers, 
and  participated  with  his  command  in  the  first 
battle  of  Bull  Run.  He  was  afterwards  appointed 
Lieutenant-Colonel  of  the  Thirteenth  Connecticut 
Volunteers,  and  served  with  the  regiment  till  near 


the  close  of  1863,  when  he  was  compelled  by  a 
severe  attack  of  rheumatic  fever  to  retire  from 
active  service  in  the  field. 

In  the  autumn  of  1865,  Colonel  Warner  pur- 
chased in  Madison  County,  Miss.,  a  plantation  of 
several  thousand  acres.  This  is  one  of  the  most 
fertile  counties  in  the  State,  and  under  the  old 
regime  was  one  of  the  most  prosperous  and 
influential,  both  socially  and  politically.  It  so 
happened  that  about  twenty  families  from  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  North  settled  simultaneously  in 
the  same  neighborhood,  attracted  thither  by  the 
superior  productiveness  of  the  soil.  They  brought 
with  them  in  the  aggregate  a  large  amount  of 
capital  and  bought  homes  which  they  intended  to 
occupy  during  the  rest  of  their  lives.  In  a  few 
weeks  the  new  comers  were  treated  to  a  foretaste 
of  the  experiences  in  store  for  them.     From  a 
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number  of  the  plantations  marauders  ran  off  the 
mules  by  the  wholesale  and  the  colonists  made 
the  acquaintance  of  each  other  in  organized  efforts 
to  recover  the  stolen  property,  some  of  which  was 
followed  to  the  banks  of  the  Mississippi  River. 
The  energy,  courage,  sagacity,  and  seemingly 
exhaustless  mental  resources  of  Colonel  Warner 
caused  him  to  be  recognized  as  the  leader  of  the 
northern  element  from  the  start. 

Colonel  Warner  employed  a  large  number  of 
freedmen,  paying  them  good  wages  at  regular 
periods.  The  example  exasperated  the  natives, 
who  were  not  then  prepared  to  accept  the  fact 
that  slavery  was  at  an  end.  As  they  had  for 
generations  lived  at  ease  upon  the  unrequited 
labor  of  the  blacks,  they  were  determined  by 
direct  or  indirect  methods  to  re-establish  the  old 
ways.  In  their  ethical  code  it  was  perfectly  right 
to  deceive  and  cheat  the  negro.  Indeed,  he  had 
no  rights  of  property  which  they  felt  bound  to 
respect.  Nor  is  this  a  condition  of  things  to 
cause  astonishment.  Inherited  prejudices,  in- 
grained habits  of  mind  cannot  be  thrown  off  in  a 
day. 

If  Colonel  Warner's  innovations  were  denounced 
as  certain  to  disorganize  the  labor  of  the  country, 
he  provoked  still  deeper  resentments  when  as 
agent  for  the  Freedmen's  bureau  he  compelled 
the  native  planters  to  fulfill  their  part  of  the  con- 
tracts made  with  the  blacks.  During  the  transi- 
tional period  his  life  was  often  threatened  and 
always  in  danger,  but  he  never  hesitated  in 
extending  to  the  oppressed  the  full  protection  of 
the  law. 

While  in  Mississippi  Colonel  Warner  was 
drawn  into  politics  and  filled  many  positions  of 


trust.  He  was  Secretary  of  State  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  General  Gillem,  Major-General  of  the 
State  Militia,  trustee  and  treasurer  of  the  State 
University,  six  years  a  member  of  the  State  Senate, 
four  years  chairman  of  the  Republican  State 
Committee,  three  times  a  delegate  to  the  National 
Republican  Convention,  etc.  As  chairman  of 
the  delegation  at  the  convention  which  first  nom- 
inated General  Grant,  he  cast  the  vote  of  the 
State  with  the  sentiment,  "  Mississippi,  the  home 
of  Jefferson  Davis,  casts  her  unanimous  vote  for 
IT.  S.  Grant."  The  applause  that  followed  made 
the  building  tremble. 

Years  ago  the  last  one  had  left  of  the  colony 
which  in  1865  took  wealth  and  brains,  energy  and 
character,  modern  ideas,  and  modern  methods  to 
Madison  County,  Mississippi.  In  getting  away 
some  made  great  pecuniary  sacrifices.  The  envi- 
ronment did  not  suit  them.  Colonel  Warner  was 
among  the  last  to  return  North.  Meanwhile  his 
straightforward  course  and  ability  had  so  im- 
pressed the  people  that  he  was  importuned  to 
enter  into  prominent  business  relations  with  more 
than  one  of  the  leading  native  capitalists  of  the 
State.  This  fact,  ordinarily  insignificant,  means 
much  to  persons  familiar  with  southern  affairs 
after  the  war. 

Colonel  Warner  in  1877  purchased  a  farm  in 
Pomfret,  which  he  has  since  greatly  improved  and 
beautified.  The  blooded  stock  from  "  Woodlawn  " 
are  well  known  features  of  the  local  and  State 
fairs  of  Connecticut  and  Massachusetts.  He  has 
shown,  too,  what  the  much  abused  soil  of  New 
England  can  be  persuaded  to  produce  in  the  way 
of  bountiful  crops. 
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Hon.  THOMAS  CLARK, 

COMPTROLLER. 


Hon.  Thomas  Clark  is  the  only  son  of  Hon. 
Thomas  A.  Clark  of  Lisbon,  Conn.,  and  was  born 
in  that  town,  December  26,  1830.  His  early 
boyhood  was  spent  at  home.  He  received  his 
education  at  the  common  and  select  schools,  and 
from  a  private  teacher.  At  16  years  of  age  he 
taught  school  in  his  own  district,  and  was  so  effi- 
cient that  the  same  board  chose  him  again  for 
teacher  the  following  winter.  When  18  years  old 
he  left  home,  spending  a  year  at  Norwich  and  a 
year  or  two  in  Matagorda,  Tex.,  as  merchant's 
clerk.  In  the  autumn  of  1853  he  returned  north 
and  opened  a  store  temporarily  in  North  Stoning- 
ton,  where  he  married  and  has  since  resided.  He 
was  educated  a  Democrat,  but  his  sojourn  at  the 
South  and  other  influences  decided  him  to  work 
with  the  Republican  party  from  the  day  of  its 
organization.  He  has  ever  since  been  its  staunch- 
est  friend,  and  one  of  its  most  earnest  workers.

For  many  years  he  pursued  an  energetic  and 
successful  career  as  a  manufacturer.  At  the  time 
of  the  war,  and  for  several  years  succeeding,  his 
health  was  much  impaired.  He  sent  a  substitute, 
and  with  his  zeal  and  purse  gave  all  the  aid  in  his 
power  to  the  cause  in  which  he  so  thoroughly 
believed.  Subsequently  his  physicians  recom- 
mended a  voyage  across  the  ocean  and  entire  rest 
from  business  as  the  only  means  of  saving  his  life. 
In  1870  he  made  the  trip  to  Europe,  spending 
several  months  on  the  continent  and  placing  him- 
self under  the  care  of  Sir  Henry  Thompson.  This 
course  resulted,  after  long  debility,  in  an  entire 
cure. 

In  1861,  1862,  and  1866,  he  was  a  member  of 
the  House,  and  in  1867  a  member  of  the  Senate. 
In  1868  he  was  delegate-at-large  at  the  National 
Republican  Convention  at  Chicago,  acting  in 
place  of  the  late  Hon.  H.  H.  Starkweather,  and 
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as  secretary  of  the  Connecticut  delegation.  In 
1882  he  was  nominated  for  the  office  of  Judge  of 
Probate  for  his  district,  but  declined  the  honor. 
He  has  often  been  called  to  act  in  places  of  trust 
and  responsibility,  and  at  the  present  time  has 


large  interests  in  Mexico  under  his  care.  He  has 
many  ardent  friends  at  home  and  elsewhere,  and 
no  doubt  need  be  felt  of  his  fidelity  or  of  his 
competency  to  fill  the  office  to  which  he  has  been 
called. 
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General  FREDERICK  E.  CAMP, 

ADJUTANT-GENERAL, 

Of  Middletown,  was  a  member  of  the  Twenty- 
fourth  Connecticut,  enlisting  in  18G2.     He  was 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  First  Lieutenant,  and 
was  mustered   out  with  his  command  Sept.  30, 
1863,  after  thirteen    months    of  service.      Soon 
afterwards  he  received  the  appointment  of  Cap- 
tain   in    the  Twenty-ninth    Connecticut .  Volun- 
teers, and  in  November,  1864,  was  promoted  to 
rank  of  Major.     January  1,  1865,  he  was  made 
Lieutenant-Colonel  of  the  Twenty-ninth  United 
States  Colored  Troops,  and  served  in  that  capac- 
ity until  the  muster  out  of  his  command  in  No- 
vember, 1865.     His  service  in  the  Twenty-fourth 
Connecticut  Volunteers  was  under  General  Banks 
in  the  Department  of  the  Gulf,  and  he  carries  a 
bullet  in  his  body  which  he  received  at  the  siege 
of  Port  Hudson.     In  the  Twenty  ninth  Connec- 
ticut and  Twenty-ninth    United  States  Colored 
Troops,  he  served  in  the  department  of  the  South 
and  in  Virginia,  being  present  with  the  latter 
regiment  at  Appomattox  at  Lee's  surrender.     In 
March,  1866,  he  received  a  Lieutenant's  commis- 
sion in  the  regular   army  and  remained  in  the 
service    until    1875,  when    he    resigned,  having 
attained    the   rank    of    Captain.      In    1876    he 
accepted    the  Captaincy    of    Company   H,  Sec- 
ond  Regiment,    Connecticut    National    Guards, 
located    at    Middletown,  and    was  subsequently 
Adjutant  of  that   Regiment,  which  position  he 
held  until  appointed  Paymaster-General  on  the 
Staff  of  Governor  Bigelow.     He  has  always  re- 
tained his   interest  |in  military  affairs,  and  has 
served  for  some  years  past  as  chairman  of  the 
Military  Board  for  the  examination  of  officers  of 
the  Connecticut  National  Guards.     He  is  secre- 
tary and  treasurer  of  the  Middletown  Gas  Light 
Company  and  has  been  a  member  of  the  Repub- 
lican State  Central  Committee  for  several  years. 


General  CHARLES  OLMSTEAD, 

QUARTERMASTER-GENERAL, 

Is  of  Norwalk,  and  was  born  in  Ridgeiield  in 
1826.  He  received  his  education  in  the  common 
and  academic  schools  of  his  native  hills,  and  at 
the  age  of  nineteen  began  his  life's  career  as 
teacher   in  public  schools  in   various   towns   of 


Fairfield  County.     In  1847  he  removed  to  Nor- 
walk and  while  principal  of  its  Center  School  his 
health  failed.     He  was  obliged  to  relinquish  his 
chosen    profession    and  entered  mercantile  life. 
President  Lincoln  appointed  him  Postmaster  at 
Norwalk,  a  position  he  held  from  May  15,  1861, 
to  August  1,  1886.     The  military  experience  of 
the    General    dates  from   the   formation    of  the 
Connecticut   National  Guard.     Becoming  a  pri- 
vate in  Company  D  of  the  old  Eighth  Regiment, 
he   was  transfered  to  Company  G,  in  which  he 
served  as  Sergeant  and  Lieutenant.     He  was  on 
the  staff  both  of  Colonels  Crawford  and    Hoyt 
of    the    Fourth    Regiment,    as    Quartermaster. 
The  "  Kansas  outrages  "  found  him  a  member  of 
the  Democratic  party,  but   always  having  been 
an  opponent  of  slavery  extension,  it  was  easy  for 
him  to   become  a  follower   of  the   great  path- 
finder, General  Fremont.     At  the  birth  of  the 
Republican   party  he  enrolled  himself  in  its  sup- 
port, and  has  ever  remained  an  earnest  worker  in 
its  ranks.     Previous  to  his  appointment  as  Post- 
master he  held  several  positions  of  public  trust, 
conferred  by  the  suffrages  of  his  fellow-townsmen. 
As  Postmaster  for  a  quarter  of  a   century,  he 
commanded  the  respect  and  confidence   of  the 
public,  receiving  many  commendations  from  the 
Department    at   Washington.      At   the   present 
time  he  is  a  member  of  the  State  Central  Com- 
mittee from  the  Thirteenth  Senatorial  District, 
and   to   his   energy   and   able   management   the 
party   is  largely   indebted    for   the  great   gains 
made  in  that  district  at  the  late  general  election. 


General  CHARLES  H.  PINE, 

PAYMASTER-GENERAL, 

Was  born  at  Riverton,  town  of  Barkhamsted, 
September  20, 1845.  He  left  the  public  schools 
at  the  age  of  sixteen  years  to  enlist  in  Company 
E,  Nineteenth  Connecticut  Volunteers,  afterwards 
the  Second  Connecticut  Volunteer  Heavy 
Artillery,  and  served  as  musician  for  three  years, 
or  until  the  close  of  the  war.  At  its  termination 
he  engaged  in  mercantile  business  with  N.  B. 
Lathrop  in  Wolcottville,  now  Torrington,  re- 
maining two  years.  In  1867  he  entered  the 
Ansonia  National  Bank  as  clerk,  and  was  sub- 
sequently   appointed    book-keeper,   then    teller, 
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elected  cashier  in  1873,  and  president  in  1886,  a 
position  he  now  holds. 

He  has  held  various  offices  of  trust  and  respon- 
sibility during  his  residence  in  Ansonia,  such  as 
treasurer  of  the  Borough  of  Ansonia,  treasurer 
of  the  Pine  Grove  Cemetery  Association,  and 
treasurer  of  the  Fourth  School  District  of  Derby. 
He  represented  the  town  of  Derby  in  the  General 
Assembly  of  1882,  and  served  as  House  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs ;  was  re- 
elected a  member  of  the  House  of  1883,  and 
chosen  Speaker.  He  is  an  ardent  Republican, 
believing  in  the  principles  of  the  Republican 
party  most  thoroughly,  and  has  always  been  an 
earnest,  faithful  worker  in  the  cause  of  Repub- 
licanism. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  corresponding  secretary  of  the  Society 
of  the  Sixth  Corps,  a  member  of  the  Society  of  the 
Army  of  the  Potomac,  and  the  Army  and  Navy 
Club  of  Connecticut.  He  is  actively  engaged  in 
business  pursuits,  for  besides  holding  the  position 
of  president  of  the  Ansonia  National  Bank,  he  is 
president  of  the  Sperry  Manufacturing  Company 
of  Ansonia,  Conn.,  president  of  the  Seymour 
Manufacturing  Company  of  Seymour,  Conn., 
president  of  the  Bridgeport  Forge  Company  of 
Bridgeport,  Conn.,  treasurer  of  the  Bridgeport 
Copper  Company  of  Bridgeport,  Conn.,  and 
treasurer  of  the  Parrot  Silver  and  Copper  Com- 
pany of  Butte  City,  Montana  Territory.  He  is 
also  a  special  partner  in  a  commission  house  in 
New  York  city  doing  business  with  the  West 
Indies. 

He  is  emphatically  a  self-made  man,  starting  a 
poor  boy,  without  influential  friends,  and  making 
his  own  way  in  life.  He  is  something  of  a  trav- 
eler, having  been  abroad  thrice,  in  1881,  1884, 
and  1886.  Concerned  intimately  with  the  inter- 
ests of  Ansonia,  he  last  year  donated  a  1200 
pound  bell  to  the  Methodist  Church  there,  and 
recently  gave  a  memorial  window  to  the  Congre- 
gational Church. 


General  JOHN  B.  CLAPP, 

COMMISSARY-GENERAL, 

Was  born  at  Wethersfield,  July  4,  1843,  and  re- 
ceived a  common  school  and  academic  education. 
He    enlisted,    July    21,  1862,  in     Company  A, 


Sixteenth  Connecticut  Regiment,  and  was  with 
his  command  in  the  battle  of  Antietam,  Sep- 
tember 17th.  His  gallantry  on  the  field  won  him 
promotion  at  once,  and  he  was  advanced  to  the 
First  Lieutenancy  of  Company  D,  his  com- 
mission dating  from  the  day  of  the  battle.  He 
received  the  appointment  of  Adjutant,  January 
9,  1863.     At  the  seige  of  Plymouth,  April  20, 

1864,  he  received  the  brevet  rank  of  Captain  for 
gallant  and  meritorious  conduct.  The  capture 
of  the  Sixteenth  Regiment  at  Plymouth  resulted 
in  his  being  imprisoned  by  the  rebels  for  nearly 
one  year.  The  time  was  spent  at  Macon,  Sa- 
vannah, Charleston,  and  Columbia.     In  March, 

1865,  he  was  released  on  parole  at  Wilmington, 
N.  C.  He  soon  afterwards  became  Post  Adju- 
tant under  General  F.  D.  Sewell  at  Camp  Parole 
in  Annapolis,  Md.  The  war  record  of  General 
Clapp  was  an  honorable  one  in  all  respects. 
His  courage  in  the  field  was  unquestioned.  Act- 
uated by  patriotic  impulses  he  gave  himself  en- 
tirely to  the  cause  which  he  had  espoused. 

After  returning  from  the  war  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Captaincy  of  Company  F  of  Wethers- 
field, First  Regiment,  and  held  the  position  until 
he  was  appointed  Assistant  Adjutant-General  on 
the  staff  of  General  C.  H.  Prentice  of  the  First 
Brigade.  Subsequently,  he  resumed  the  com- 
mand of  Company  F.  In  1873  he  was  pro- 
moted to  Lieutenant-Colonel  of  the  regiment, 
and  in  1874  became  Colonel,  which  latter  posi- 
tion he  retained  until  1876.  He  was  appointed 
Brigade  Inspector  in  1878  on  the  staff  of  Gen- 
eral Stephen  R.  Smith.  General  Charles  P. 
Graham,  who  succeeded  General  Smith,  renewed 
the  appointment,  which  was  retained  by  General 
Clapp  until  his  promotion  to  the  Governor's 
Staff  in  January.  In  all  of  these  positions,  Gen- 
eral Clapp  has  exhibited  executive  ability  of  a 
high  order  and  his  duties  have  been  discharged 
with  a  soldierly  promptitude  and  dignity.  He 
is  a  member  of  Washington  Commandery, 
Knight's  Templar,  of  this  city,  and  has  held  the 
office  of  Captain- General  in  the  organization  for 
several  years.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Council  for  three  years,  representing 
the  Second  Ward  in  the  Couucil  Board.  He  has 
also  served  nine  years  as  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Fire  Commissioners.  He  is  engaged  in  the 
iron  business.  In  1868  he  became  a  partner  in 
the  firm  of  Blodgett  &  Clapp,  the  company  con- 
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tinning  until  1880,  when  the  Blodgett  &  Clapp 
corporation  was  organized.  He  was  one  of  the 
charter  members  of  Nathaniel  Lyon  Post,  Grand 
Army  of  the  Eepnblic,  of  this  city.  Subsequently 
he  became  the  Commander  of  Stedman  Post.  At 
present  he  is  connected  with  the  Robert  O.  Tyler 
Post,  and  is  thoroughly  interested  in  the  Grand 
Army. 

General  Clapp  was  a  member  of  the  Memo- 
rial Arch  Commission,  being  appointed  as  the 
successor  of  the  late  Governor  R.  D.  Hubbard. 
He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Veteran  City  Guard 
of  Hartford.  He  was  one  of  the  organizers  of 
the  Buck  Engineer  Corps,  and  was  at  the  head 
of  the  command  through  two  political  campaigns, 
performing  excellent  work  for  the  Republican 
cause. 


General  CHARLES  JAMES  FOX, 

SURGEON-GENERAL, 

Was  born  in  Wethersfield,  Conn.,  December  21, 
1854.  He  was  thoroughly  educated  in  district 
and  private  schools,  graduated  at  the  Hartford 
High  School,  class  of  1872,  fitted  to  enter  college 
at  the  age  of  eighteen.  He  received  the  degree 
of  M.D.,  with  high  honors,  at  the  medical  depart- 
ment of  New  York  University,  February,  1876. 
After  a  thorough  training  at  Bellevue  and  Char- 
ity Hospitals  (during  the  within  named  time)  of 
New  York,  he  received  the  appointment  of  House 
Physician  and  Surgeon  from  March  1,  1876  to 
March  1,  1877,  at  the  Hartford  Hospital.  He 
located  at  Willimantic  in  April,  1877,  and  has 
been  and  is  now  in  active  practice  there.  He  is 
a  member  and  secretary  of  the  Windham  County 


Medical  Society,  member  of  the  State  Medical 
Association,  and  permanent  member  of  the 
American  Medical  Association.  A  frequent 
contributor  to  the  leading  medical  journals,  his 
writings  have  attracted  marked  attention. 

The  Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Associ- 
ation said  editorially,  "  It  is  a  deserved  compli- 
ment to  one  of  the  most  active  and  intelligent 
members  of  the  profession  in  his  State,"  and  had 
a  notice  elsewhere  in  which  it  was  stated 
that  "  though  yet  a  young  man  [lie]  has  already 
attained  distinction  in  his  profession." 

He  was  Fellow  from  the  Windham  Medical 
Society  to  the  Connecticut  State  Medical  Society 
in  1879,  1881,  and  1884,  was  chairman  of  the 
committee  on  matters  of  professional  interest  to 
the  State  in  1885,  and  has  frequently  been  chosen 
as  the  representative  of  the  State  society  to  other 
State  organizations.  He  was  elected  by  the 
American  Medical  Association  to  represent  them 
before  the  medical  organizations  of  Europe  in 
1881  and  1882,  and  has  been  Medical  Examiner 
under  the  new  coroner's  law  since  July  1,  1883. 
He  has  also  been  United  States  Examining  Sur- 
geon for  Pensions  since  December,  1883,  and  a 
resident  of  Willimantic  for  ten  years,  during 
which  time  he  has  built  up  a  large  and  lucrative 
practice. 

Not  oblivious  to  the  importance  of  improving 
the  social  features  of  life,  General  Fox  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Putnam  Phalanx  of  this  city,  and  a 
Knight  Templar,  serving  with  high  honor  in 
the  chairs  of  the  various  Masonic  bodies.  He  is 
now  Grand  Conductor  of  the  Grand  Council 
Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  Connecticut.  Fore- 
seeing the  great  advantage  of  such  an  institution 
to  Willimantic,  he  became  a  charter  member  of 
the  Willimantic  Board  of  Trade. 
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Colonel  SAMUEL  B.  HORNE, 

Aide-de-camp,  was  born  of  Protestant  parents, 
at  Balleek,  Kings  County,  Ireland,  March  3, 
1843.  He  comes  from  a  military  race.  His 
paternal  grandfather  (who  was  a  linen  manufac- 
turer), was  also  a  distinguished  officer  of  the 
Irish  yeomanry,  and  four  of  his  uncles,  on  the 
maternal  side,  were  officers  in  the  British  Army. 
The  subject  of  this  sketch  was  named  after  his 
uncle,  Samuel  Belton,  Esq.,  who  was  a  captain 
in  the  Fifth  Fusiliers.  Some  of  his  relatives  are 
estated  gentlemen  in  that  unfortunate  country. 
Through  reverses  of  fortune  he  removed,  with 
his  parents,  to  this  country,  in  the  fall  of  1849, 
and  in  the  year  following,  located  in  Wins  ted, 
Conn.  There  he  received  a  common  school  ed- 
ucation, until  fourteen  years  of  age,  when  he 
was  employed  as  a  mechanic,  and  continued  at 
that  trade  until  April  15,  1861,  when  he  enlisted 
as  a  private  in  Company  K,  Second  Regiment 
Connecticut  (three  months)  Volunteers,  Colonel 
A.  H.  Terry,  commanding ;  was  mustered  in 
May  7th,  took  part  in  the  battle  of  Bull  Run, 
July  21st,  and  was  discharged  August  7,  1861. 

The  friends  of  Colonel  Home  claim  for  him 
the  honor  of  having  been  the  first  regularly 
enlisted  volunteer  from  this  State  in  the  War  of 
the  Rebellion.  A  full  account  of  his  enlistment 
appears  in  Bo3Td's  "  Annal  of  Winchester,"  p. 
462,  and  Crofut  and  Morris's  "  Military  and  Civil 
History  of  Connecticut,"  p.  46. 

He  re-enlisted  October  11,  1861,  as  private  in 
Company  E,  Eleventh  Regiment  Connecticut 
Volunteers,  and  soon  was  promoted  to  Sergeant, 
and  to  each  succeeding  grade  to  and  including 
that  of  Captain.  He  was  twice  wounded  at  the 
battle  of  Cold  Harbor,  Va.,  on  June  3,  1864, 
while  leading  his  company  in  that  terrible  and 
disastrous  charge.  After  his  return  from  the 
hospital,  he  became  Provost  Marshal  of  the 
Eighteenth  Army  Corps,  Army  of  the  James,  on 
General  Ord's  Staff.  While  attempting  to  de- 
liver an  order  during  the  charge  on  Fort  Harri- 
son, near  Chapin's  Farm,  Va.,  three  of  his  ribs 
were  broken  by  his  horse,  shot  from  under  him, 
falling  and  pinioning  him.  Colonel  Thomas 
Welles  of  Hartford,  an  aid  on  General  Ord's 
Staff,  rescued  him  under  a  heavy  fire.  This 
injury  recpiired  his  mustering  out,  November  17, 
1864,  but  in  the  winter  1865  he  became  an  aid, 
without  pay,  on  the  staff  of  General  Weitzel,  and 


entered  Richmond  on  the  morning  of  April  3d. 
He  had  charge  of  a  section  of  the  improvised 
tire  brigade  to  suppress  the  flames  of  the  burning 
city.  October  20th,  he  was  mustered  in  again 
as  captain  in  his  old  regiment,  and  became  Pro- 
vost Marshal  of  Pulaski  County.  December 
13th,  he  was  relieved,  owing  to  the  discovery 
that  his  company  had  not  had  the  number  of 
men  requisite  for  a  captain,  and  preceded  his 
regiment  home  by  a  few  days. 

Entering  Fairview  Seminary,  he  remained 
there  a  year,  and  from  1867  to  1869  was  a  Dep- 
uty Sheriff  of  Litchfield  County.  Having  stud- 
ied law  with  Judge  Fyler,  he  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  1869.  He  removed  to  Michigan  in 
which  State  he  practiced  successfully  until  1879. 
Owing  to  a  death  in  his  family,  he  returned  to 
Winsted  and  resumed  his  practice  there.  In 
1884,  he  was  chosen  a  Representative  —  a  Repub- 
lican gain,  and  the  first  foreign-born  citizen  to 
represent  the  town.  His  colleague  was  the  pres- 
ent Judge  A.  H.  Fenn.  He  became  House 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  New  Towns  and 
Probate  Districts,  and  the  Commission  to  dedi- 
cate Governor  Buckingham's  Statute.  He  was 
a  charter  member  and  first  Commander  of  Pal- 
mer Post,  No.  33,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
and  is  now  its  Quartermaster.  In  1883  he  was 
Judge  Advocate  of  the  Department  of  Connecti- 
cut, in  1884  Assistant  Inspector,  in  1886  Junior 
Vice-Commander,  and  at  present  Senior  Vice- 
Commander.  In  1883  and  1884  he  was  presi- 
dent of  the  Winsted  land  league.  He  has  made 
two  trips  to  Europe  within  the  past  six  years. 
He  has  always  been  a  Republican. 


Colonel  SELAH  G.  BLAKEMAN, 

Aide-de-camp,  was  born  in  Stratford,  May  23, 
1841.  He  attended  the  district  school  in  the 
town  where  he  was  born,  and,  later,  the  High 
School  in  Milford.  He  enlisted  as  a  private  in 
the  Seventeenth  Regiment,  Connecticut  Volun- 
teer Infantry,  July  29, 1862,  and  was  in  every  en- 
gagement and  on  every  march  that  the  regiment 
took  part  in  as  a  regiment.  He  was  discharged 
as  a  Sergeant  at  the  close  of  the  war.  In  1866 
he  married,  and  bought  a  farm  in  Huntington, 
where  he  now  resides. 

He  has  been  First  Selectmen  of  the  town,  held 
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the  office  of  Deputy  Sheriff  for  three  years,  and 
other  minor  offices  in  the  town.  In  1879  he 
was  elected  to  represent  the  town  in  the  Legis- 
lature. Is  a  Past  Post  Commander  of  Kellogg 
Post  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  was  a  dele- 
gate to  the  National  Encampment,  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  held  at  Denver,  Col.,  in  1883, 
and  an  aide-de-camp  on  Commander-in-chief 
Burdett's  Staff  in  1886,  and  attended  the  encamp- 
ment at  San  Francisco.  At  the  present  time  he 
is  serving  his  third  year  as  foreman  of  the  Echo 
Hose  and  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  of  Shelton. 
His  business  is  farming,  but  for  the  past  few 
years  he  has  spent  most  of  his  time  in  building 
roads.  He  is  now,  and  always  has  been  a  Repub- 
lican, and  means  to  continue  such,  till  every  vote 
that  is  cast  in  the  United  States  shall  be 
counted  for  the  party  that  it  was  cast  for. 


Colonel  J.  DWIGHT  CHAFFEE, 

Aide-de-camp,  was  born  in  Mansfield,  Conn., 
Aug.  9,  1816,  and  is  forty  years  of  age.  After 
receiving  a  common  school  education  at  Fitch's 
Boarding  School  at  South  Windham,  Conn.,  he 
entered  business  with  his  father  in  manufactur- 
ing Sewing  silk  and  machine  twist  at  Mansfield 
Centre  and  Willimantic,  Conn.,  under  the  firm 
name  of  O.  S.  Chaffee  &  Son  ;  the  business  was 
established  by  the  senior  Chaffee  in  1838.  He 
became  at  once  the  financial  and  business  director 
of  the  concern.  Honorable  in  all  his  dealings, 
persistent  and  thorough  in  his  business,  familiar 
with  all  the  details  of  manufacturing,  as  a  mana- 
ger he  has  been  deservedly  successful. 

Under  his  immediate  direction  the  business  has 
increased  every  year.  He  has  improved  every 
opportunity  to  introduce  the  best  machinery  so 
as  to  enable  the  firm  to  put  goods  upon  the 
market,  equal  to  those  of  any  manufacturer  of 
sewing  silk  and  machine  twist  in  New  England. 
In  the  Spring  of  1884,  Colonel  Chaffee  became  in- 
terested in  the  manufacture  of  silk  and  mohair 
braids,  for  coat  bindings.  The  plant  being  at 
Willimantic,  is  called  the  Willimantic  Braid 
Company.  This  concern  makes  all  styles  of 
mohair  and  silk  bindings  of  the  very  best  quality, 
having  recently  patented  a  roll  braid  which 
enables  the  tailor  to  keep  the  goods  in  perfect  con- 
dition until  the  last  yard  has  been  used.     Having 


a  half  interest  in  the  patent,  and  also  the  entire 
management,  he  has  increased  the  business  one 
hundred  per  cent,  within  the  last  year. 

Colonel  Chaffee  is  also  director  of  the  Morrison 
Machine  Company  of  Willimantic.  which  was 
incorporated  July,  1882,  and  is  doing  a  flourish- 
ing business  in  the  manufacture  of  silk  machin- 
ery of  all  kinds,  which  finds  ready  market  in  all 
parts  of  the  United  States  and  Canada.  He  was 
also  one  of  the  incorporators  of  the  Dime  Sav- 
ings Bank  of  Willimantic,  which  has  established 
a  banking  business  second  to  none  in  eastern  Con- 
necticut. Col.  Chaffee  is  a  breeder  of  thorough- 
bred Jersey  cattle,  and  has  upon  his  farm  at 
Mansfield  some  of  the  best  strains  of  Jersey  blood 
to  be  found  upon  the  American  Jersey  cattle 
club  book. 

As  a  politician  he  has  never  entered  into  any 
scheme  or  device  to  put  himself  forward,  as  his 
strict  attention  to  business  would  not  permit  it. 
He  represented  his  native  town  in  the  Legislature 
in  1874,  and  acquitted  himself  with  credit  as 
clerk  on  the  Committee  of  Cities  and  Boroughs. 
He  was  called  upon  to  represent  the  Twenty- 
fourth  District  in  the  Senate  of  1885,  and  re- 
sponded with  a  majority  larger  than  was  ever 
given  a  candidate,  Republican  or  otherwise,  in  his 
own  town,  and  for  the  first  time  in  the  history 
of  the  party  earned  every  town  in  his  district. 
He  served  the  first  year  upon  the  Committee  of 
Fisheries,  and  had  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  all 
the  bills  reported  favorably  by  himself  pass  both 
houses.  The  last  year  in  the  Senate  he  served 
upon  the  Labor  Committee,  which  had  before  it 
every  conceivable  bill  that  might  seem  to  bene- 
fit laborers.  The  press  gave  him  great  credit  for 
his  deliberations  and  as  being  fair  and  conscien- 
tious in  his  reports. 

As  a  military  man,  Colonel  Chaffee  has  had 
no  training  whatever,  but  his  selection  by  the 
Governor  to  a  position  upon  the  staff  has  given 
great  satisfaction  to  all  people  with  whom  he  is 
associated. 


Colonel  EDWIN  H.  MATHEWSON, 

Aide-de-camp,  is  one  of  the  few  New  England 
men  whose  ancestors  did  not  come  over  in  the 
Mayflower.  He  is  the  second  son  of  John  and 
Ann  Mathewson,  who,  marrying  in  London,  in 
the  year  1815,  came  on  their  wedding  trip  to  this 
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country  and  liked  it  so  well  that  before  they  re- 
turned, they  had  arranged  for  their  future  home 
in  Connecticut.  The  subject  of  this  sketch  was 
born  thirty-eight  years  ago  in  the  town  of  En- 
field. He  attended  the  common  schools  of  his 
native  town,  became  a  pupil  in  the  Arsenal 
School  of  Hartford,  and  graduated  from  the  Epis- 
copal Academy  at  Cheshire.  In  the  year  1872? 
he  eno-aged  in  the  manufacture  of  boots  and  shoes 
with  Lounsbury  Brothers  &  Company  at  South 
Norwalk,  one  of  his  partners  being  the  present 
Governor  of  the  State.  He  is  still  in  the  same 
business  in  the  same  place  as  a  partner  in  the 
firm  of  Lounsbury,  Mathewson,  &  Company. 
He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  City  National 
Bank  of  South  Norwalk,  and  has  always  been 
one  of  its  directors.  He  has  never  sought  office 
but  has  repeatedly  declined  it,  and  in  politics  is 
an  uncompromising  Republican. 


Colonel  GEORGE  M.  WHITE, 

Assistant  Adjutant-General,  was  born  in  a  moun- 
tain town  of  Windham  County.  At  the  age  of 
thirteen  he  left  home  and  school  to  care  for 
himself,  and  engaged  in  various  occupations, 
until  at  last,  after  teaching  a  district  school 
two  winters  in  Litchfield  County,  he  entered 
the  Collegiate  and  Commercial  Institute  at 
New  Haven,  in  1859,  with  the  purpose  of  fitting 
for  Yale  College.  At  the  commencement  of 
the  war  in  1861,  when  the  three  months  regi- 
ments were  encamped  in  New  Haven,  young 
White  was  one  of  several  students  of  Russell's 
School  who  were  sent  as  drill  masters  to  the  First 
Regiment.  Two  hours  before  the  First  was  to 
embark  on  the  Bienville  for  Washington,  Colonel 
Dan  Tyler  offered  him  a  Second  Lieutenant's  com- 
mission on  condition  that  he  would  follow  with 
Colonel  Terry's  regiment  the  next  day  and  join 
the  First  in  Washington.  After  a  hasty  consul- 
tation with  General  Russell,  White  accepted  the 
offer,  embarked  with  the  Second  Regiment  the  fol- 
lowing day,  and  joining  the  First,  was  given  his 
commission  and  assigned  to  Company  C,  in  which 
position  he  served  until  the  muster-out  of  the 
regiment. 

He  then  returned  to  the  school,  where  he  re- 
mained as  Adjutant  until  the  call  for  troops  in 
1862.     The  temptation   then  was  great  to  enter 


college  with  his  classmates,  but  he  opened  a  re- 
cruiting office  instead,  raised  a  company  for  the 
"Lyon  Regiment,"  and  entered  the  service  again 
as  Captain  of  Company  E,  Fifteenth  Connecticut 
Volunteers. 

Late  in  1864  he  was  commissioned  by  Gov- 
ernor Buckingham  as  Colonel  of  Tenth  Connec- 
ticut Volunteers,  but  on  reporting  to  General 
Butler  at  Bermuda  Hundred  was  informed  that 
he  could  only  be  mustered  in  that  grade  on  con- 
dition that  the  regiment  was  recruited  up  to  the 
minimum  required  by  orders.  He  declined  a 
detail  on  recruiting  service  for  that  purpose,  and 
returned  to  the  Fifteenth  and  to  his  rank  of  Cap- 
tain. He  was  captured  with  his  regiment  near 
Kingston,  N.  C,  when  General  Cox  was  moving 
up  from  New  Berne  to  meet  Sherman  at  Golds- 
boro ;  was  rather  anxiously  engaged  for  three 
days  and  nights  in  trying  to  find  his  way  out  of 
the  Confederacy  without  a  rebel  guard,  but  was 
finally  recaptured  while  trying  to  cross  the  Roan- 
oke River  on  a  raft,  and  got  to  Libby  prison 
three  days  in  advance  of  his  regiment. 

He  was  stricken  with  typhoid  fever  while  in 
Libby,  but  was  carried  to  the  boat  by  his  com- 
rades when  the  regiment  was  paroled,  and  knew 
nothing  more  of  the  war  until  he  "  came  to  him- 
self" in  the  Naval  School  Hospital  in  Annapolis, 
after  Lee's  surrender. 

Returning  to  New  Haven,  Captain  White  was 
at  once  made  Chief  of  Police,  which  position  he 
filled  with  conspicuous  ability  until  he  resigned 
to  accept  a  better  salary  as  general  superintend- 
ent of  a  gold  mining  company  in  North  Carolina. 
Five  years  were  given  to  this  service,  when,  dur- 
ing the  Ku-Klux  excitement,  the  mills  and  ma- 
chinery of  the  company  were  burned  to  the 
ground,  and  he  returned  to  the  North.  He  then 
accepted  the  position  of  superintendent  of  the 
New  Haven  Water  Company,  which  he  held  un- 
til made  president  and  superintendent  of  the 
Connecticut  Water  Pipe  Company.  After  three 
years'  employment  in  this  capacity  he  served  for 
a  like  period  as  superintendent  of  the  Connecti- 
cut General  Hospital  at  New  Haven.  He  next 
embarked  in  the  manufacture  and  introduction 
of  a  patent  air-bed  of  his  own  invention,  but 
soon  disposed  of  his  interest  to  other  parties. 

Five  years'  service  with  Diamond  Match  Com- 
pany, followed  by  a  six  months'  engagement  in 
the  mining  regions  of  Colorado,  and  a  like  period 
in  "journalism,"  brought  him  to  the  opening  of 
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the  Presidential  campaign  of  1884,  when  lie  en- 
tered upon  the  duties  of  Secretary  of  the  Repub- 
lican  Town  Committee  in  New  Haven. 

On  January  8,  1885,  when  General  Stephen 
R.  Smith  took  the  position  of  Adjutant-General 
on  the  Staff  of  Governor  Harrison,  he  appointed 
White  Assistant  Adjutant-General,  which  posi- 
tion he  most  satisfactorily  filled  to  the  end  of  the 
term.  He  was  then  re-appointed  hy  Adjutant- 
General  Camp,  and  confirmed  by  Governor  Louns- 
bury.- 

Colonel  White  is  a  long-time  member  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  held,  in  1883, 
the  position  of  Post  Commander  of  Admiral 
Foote  Post  in  New  Haven,  resigning  while  in 
Colorado.  He  is  now  in  his  third  term  as  mem- 
ber of  the  Council  of  Administration  of  the  De- 
partment, Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  At  the 
Fall  election  in  1886,  he  was  elected  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  New  Haven,  which 
position  he  now  holds.  In  politics  Colonel  White 
has  never  been  other  than  a  straight  Republican. 


Colonel  HENRY  C.  MORGAN, 

Assistant  Quartermaster-General,  was  born  at 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  December  30,  1842,  and  was 
educated  at  the  Brooklyn  Polytechnic  and  Col- 
legiate Institute.  He  resided  at  Brooklyn  and  at 
Irvington,  N.  Y.,  until  1861,  when  he  entered  the 
United  States  military  service,  receiving  the  ap- 
pointment of  First  Lieutenant  in  the  Twelfth 
Infantry,  May  14,  1861.  He  was  assigned  to 
recruiting  and  mustering  duty  at  Albany,  N.  Y., 
Pottsville,  Pa.,  and  at  Wilmington,  Del.,  until 


January,  1863,  when  he  joined  his  regiment  in 
the  Army  of  the  Potomac  and  was  engaged  in 
the  battles  of  Chancellorsville  and  Gettysburg. 
He  was  on  duty  in  New  York  city  during  the 
draft  of  1863.  In  June  of  that  year  he  was  pro- 
moted to  a  Captaincy  in  the  Twelfth  Infantry, 
and  was  also  on  detached  service  at  Fort  Wood, 
Bedloe's  Island,  New  York  Harbor,  as  Post  Quar- 
termaster. At  the  battle  of  the  Wilderness,  May 
4,  1864,  he  was  wounded  twice,  and  lost  his  left 
leg  by  amputation  in  consequence  of  the  wounds. 
He  was  assigned  to  duty  at  Philadelphia  as  as- 
sistant to  the  chief  mustering  officer  for  the  East- 
ern District  of  Pennsylvania,  December,  1864, 
and  remained  there  one  year.  Subsequently  he 
was  assigned  to  duty  at  Fort  Hamilton  and  at 
Washington,  remaining  at  the  latter  post  until 
May,  1866.  He  was  afterwards  on  general  re- 
cruiting service  until  December,  1867.  At  the 
reorganization  of  the  army  he  was  transferred  to 
the  Thirtieth  United  States  Infantry.  He  was 
brevetted  Major  for  gallant  and  meritorious  ser- 
vices at  Gettysburg,  and  received  the  brevet  rank 
of  Lieutenant-Colonel  for  gallantry  at  the  battle 
of  the  Wilderness.  In  February,  1868,  he  was 
relieved  from  active  service  and  placed  upon  the 
Retired  List,  United  States  Army,  on  account  of 
incapacit}'  resulting  from  wounds,  in  accordance 
with  an  act  of  Congress.  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Morgan  was  appointed  Assistant  Quartermaster- 
General  by  General  Harbison  in  Januar}7,  1881, 
and  is  one  of  the  ablest  officers  in  the  service  of 
the  National  Guard.  He  is  a  cousin  of  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Bulkeley.  His  father,  Nathan 
D.  Morgan,  is  a  native  of  Colchester,  and  his 
mother  was  a  daughter  of  Captain  Henry  Chur- 
chill of  Portland,  Conn. 
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Hon.  ORVILLE   H.  PL  ATT, 

UNITED  STATES  SENATOR. 


Hon.  Orville  H.  Platt,  one  of  the  United 
States  Senators  from  Connecticut,  was  born  in 
the  town  of  Washington,  Litchfield  County,  in 
this  State,  on  July  19,  1827,  and  will  therefore 
be  sixty  years  of  age  in  July  next.  He  was  a 
son  of  Daniel  G.  Platt,  a  farmer,  and  worked 
upon  his  father's  farm  until  he  was  twenty  years 
of  age.  His  education  was  received  in  the  com- 
mon schools  and  in  the  academy  of  Frederick 
W.  Gunn,  of  wide  reputation  in  later  years  as 
the  principal  of  "  The  Gunnery,"  so-called,  in 
the  town  of  Washington,  an  institution  of 
learning  which  became  justly  celebrated.  Mr. 
Platt  studied  law  in  the  office  of  Hon.  Gideon  H. 
Hollister,  Litchfield,  the  well-known  historian  of 
Connecticut,  who  died  in  1881,  and  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  in  Litchfield  in  1849.  Subsequently 
he  secured  admission  to  the  Pennsylvania  bar  in 
Towanta,  Bradford  County,  and  spent  six  months 


in  the  office  of  Hon.  Ulysses  Mercur,  now  Chief- 
Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania. 
He  returned  to  Connecticut  in  1851,  and  located 
in  Meriden  as  a  practitioner  of  law,  and  has  since 
made  that  city  his  home.  In  1855-6  he  was 
Clerk  of  the  Connecticut  Senate,  and  was  elected 
Secretary  of  State  in  1857.  In  1861-2  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Senate,  and  in  1864  and  1869 
was  elected  to  the  House,  —  the  last  year  serving 
as  its  Speaker.  In  all  these  positions  he  dis- 
played exceptional  qualifications  and  showed  a 
special  aptitude  for  legislative  business.  In  1877 
he  was  chosen  State  Attorney  for  Xew  Haven 
County,  and  held  that  place  till  elected,  in  1879, 
to  the  United  States  Senate  to  succeed  Hon. 
William  H.  Barnum.  His  first  term  in  the  Sen- 
ate expired  March  3,  1885,  but  he  was  unani- 
mously re-elected. 

The  Senator  is  serving  upon  some  of  the  most 
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important  committees  of  the  Senate,  besides 
being  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Patents,  in 
which  Connecticut  people  are  more  largely  inter- 
ested, commercially  and  inventively,  than  in  any 
other ;  he  is  also  chairman  of  the  Select  Com- 
mittee on  Indian  Traders,  supervisory  of  an  ex- 
tensive and  trying  subject.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  Select  Committee  on  Inter-State  Commerce, 
in  which  connection  he  participated  in  a  marked 
way,  during  the  session  just  closed,  in  the  revis- 


ion and  discussion  of  the  Inter-State  Commerce 
Bill.  His  other  committees  are :  Expenditures 
of  Public  Money  ;  Revision  of  the  Laws ;  Terri- 
tories ;  Senate  Employees  and  Committees. 

Senator  Piatt's  impressiveness  of  figure  is 
well-known.  His  habits  and  inclinations-  are 
those  of  a  true  American.  He  is  prominent  in 
Christian  and  temperance  work ;  in  speech  con- 
cise and  logical ;  in  judgment  keen  and  kindly. 
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Hon.  JOSEPH  R.  HAWLEY, 

UNITED  STATES  SENATOR. 


Hon.  Joseph  E.  Hawley,  U.  S.  Senator  from 
Connecticut,  one  of  the  best  known  of  public  men 
on  either  side  of  the  Atlantic,  was  born  October 
31,  1826,  at  Stewartsville,  N.  C.  His  father, 
Rev.  Francis  Hawley,  was  born  in  Farmington, 
Conn.,  a  descendant  of  Samuel  Hawley  who 
settled  in  Stratford,  Conn.,  in  1639.  In  1837  the 
family  removed  to  Connecticut,  and  in  1841  to 
Cazenovia,  N.  Y.  General  Hawley  prepared 
for  college  at  the  Hartford  Grammar  School  and 
the  Cazenovia  Seminary  and  graduated  at  Hamil- 
ton College,  K  Y.,  in  1817.  In  1819  he  returned 
to  Connecticut  and  began  the  practice  of  law  in 
Hartford  as  the  partner  of  John  Hooker,  Sept. 
1,  1850.  He  was  an  ardent  "  Free  Soiler,"  and 
in  the  spring  of  1851  was  chairman  of  the  Free 
Soil  State  Committee  from  the  spring  of  1851  to 


the  year  1856,  when  the  Free  Soil  organization 
merged  in  the  new  Republican  party,  of  which 
he  was  a  zealous  promoter.  He  was  the  junior  of 
several  citizens  —  Gideon  "Welles,  John  M.  Niles, 
Mark  Howard,  D.  F.  Robinson,  Calvin  Day,  and 
others  —  who  contemplated  a  new  party,  and 
upon  Hawley's  invitation  they  met  in  Hooker  & 
Hawley's  office,  February  4,  1856,  and  adopted 
measures  which  resulted  in  the  organization  of 
the  Republican  party  and  the  establishment  of 
the  Evening  Press,  its  distinctive  organ.  He  had 
been  a  speaker  in  every  campaign  and  a  contribu- 
tor to  the  Republican,  the  weekly  organ  of  the 
Free  Soilers.  He  gave  himself  wholly  to  the 
Fremont  campaign,  and  in  February,  1857, 
abandoned  the  practice  of  law  to  join  "William 
Faxon    (Hawley    &    Faxon)   in    conducting   the 
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Evening  Press.  Upon  the  fall  of  Sumter  he  and 
Albert  W.  Drake  raised,  in  twenty -four  hours, 
what  was  about  the  first  volunteer  three  months' 
company  from  the  State.  After  three  months 
he  joined  General  Terry  in  raising  the  Seventh 
Connecticut,  succeeding  Terry  in  its  command. 
After  active  and  honorable  service  in  Virginia, 
North  and  South  Carolina  and  Florida  he  was  mus- 
tered out  in  January,  1866,  as  a  Brigadier  and  Bre- 
vet Major-General.  The  Republicans  nominated 
him  for  Governor  and  after  a  hot  campaign  he  was 
elected  over  James  E.  English  by  541  majority, 
the  precise  majority  obtained  by  Governor  Buck- 
ingham in  1860.  He  was  defeated  by  English 
in  1867,  and  then  brought  about  the  consolida- 
tion of  the  Courant  and  Press  and  became  the 
senior  of  the  firm  of  Hawley,  Goodrich  &  Co. 
In  1869  he  came  within  a  very  few  votes  of  being 
nominated  for  United  States  Senator  in  the  Re 
publican  legislative  caucus.  The  same  year  he 
was  president  of  the  National  Republican  Con- 
vention which  gave  General  Grant  his  first  nom- 
ination, and  upon  his  taking  the  chair  he  uttered 
the  phrases,  "  For  every  dollar  of  the  debt  the 
blood  of  a  soldier  is  pledged,"  and  "  Every  bond 
must  be  held  as  sacred  as  a  soldier's  grave," 
which  were  received  with  unbounded  enthusiasm 
by  the  convention,  the  public  debt  being  in  those 
days  a  subject  of  profound  anxiety. 

In  1872  in  the  Republican  National  Conven- 
tion he  was  secretary  of  the  committee  on  resolu- 
tions ;  in  the  like  convention  in  1876,  he  was 
chairman  of  the  committee.  In  1872,  in  the 
Republican  legislative  caucus,  he  was  nominated 
by  a  five-sixth  vote  for  the  United  States  senator- 
ship  to  succeed  General  O.  S.  Ferry,  but  a  few 
Republicans  joined  the  Democrats  and  re-elected 
the  latter.  In  the  autumn  of  the  same  year,  upon 
the  death  of  Julius  L.  Strong,  he  was  elected  a 
Representative  in  Congress  over  William  W. 
Eaton,  and  was  re-elected  for  the  full  term  in 
April,  1873.  He  was  defeated  in  1875  and  1876, 
but  elected  to  the  Forty-sixth  Congress  in  1878, 
taking  his  seat  March  4,  1879.     Thence,  March 


4,  1881,  he  was  transferred  to  the  Senate,  his 
term  there  expiring  March  4,  1887. 

In  1873  he  was  elected  president  of  the  United 
States  Centennial  Commission  in  charge  of  the 
International  Exhibition  of  1876.  He  earnestly 
supported  the  work  in  the  Forty-fourth  Congress, 
and  for  the  years  1875  and  1876  gave  his  whole 
time  to  it,  and  at  the  conclusion  of  the  great 
exposition  he  was  presented  with  a  handsome 
testimonial  in  recognition  of  the  valuable  services 
he  had  given  to  the  enterprise  as  the  head  of  the 
national  commission. 

In  the  House  of  Representatives,  he  served  on 
the  committees  on  Claims,  Banking  and  Currency, 
Military  Affairs,  and  Appropriations.  In  the  Sen- 
ate, he  has  been  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Civil  Service,  and  during  his  first  term  as  such,  vig- 
orously promoted  the  passage  of  the  civil  service 
law.  He  was  also  chairman  of  the  Select  Com- 
mittee on  Ordnance  and  War  Ships  and  presented 
a  report  of  510  pages,  the  result  of  careful  exam- 
ination into  steel  production  and  heavy  gun  mak- 
ing in  America  and  England.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  committees  on  Coast  Defenses,  Military 
Affairs,  and  Railroads. 

The  degree  of  doctor  of  laws  was  conferred 
upon  him  by  Hamilton  College  and  the  Univer- 
sity of  Yale.  He  has  been  for  three  years  Com- 
mander of  the  Washington  Commandry  of  the 
Loyal  Legion,  and  is  the  second  in  rank  in  the 
national  organization  of  that  order.  He  has  also 
been  a  junior  commander-in-chief  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic. 

Senator  Hawley  is  one  of  the  best  extempore 
speakers  in  the  United  States,  and  his  services 
are  in  demand  in  all  political  campaigns.  He 
speaks  with  much  vigor  and  magnetism,  and  his 
words  always  have  an  important  influence  for 
good.  He  represents  thoroughly  the  best  senti- 
ment of  the  country  in  every  department  of 
activity,  and  the  citizens  of  the  State  take  great 
pride  in  being  represented  by  him  at  the  national 
capital. 
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Hon.  ROBERT  J.  VANCE, 


CONGRESSMAN,  FIRST  DISTRICT, 


Hon.  Robert  J.  Vance  of  New  Britain,  Con- 
gressman from  the  First  District,  was  born  in 
New  York  city  of  Scotch  parents,  March  15,  1854, 
and  lived  there  until  he  became  eleven  years  of 
age.  At  this  time  his  mother  died  and  he  went 
to  New  Britain  to  live  with  his  grandparents. 
While  in  New  York  he  attended  the  grammar 
schools,  and  in  New  Britain  the  High  School, 
but  at  the  age  of  fourteen  was  thrown  upon  his 
own  resources  by  the  death  of  his  grandfather. 
He  secured  an  engagement  with  the  Stanley  Rule 
&  Level  Company  where  he  remained  for  two 
years.  Then  he  went  to  the  New  Britain  Knit- 
ting Company,  with  which  he  was  connected  for 
six  years,  rising  to  become  paymaster.  His  po- 
litical opinions  were  pronounced,  and  after  the 
Tilden  campaign  he  found  himself  discharged. 
Then  it  was  that  he  entered  newspaper  life,  found- 
ing the  New  Britain    Observer,  an  influential  jour- 


nal, to  secure  a  foothold  for  which  he  worked  for 
two  years,  as  editor,  printer,  and  devil.  It  is  now 
on  an  assured  foundation.  In  addition  to  this 
work  he  has  acted  as  a  special  correspondent  for 
other  papers. 

In  1877  he  was  nominated  as  a  Democrat  for 
Councilman  from  the  second  ward,  but  was  de- 
feated, that  ward  being  strongly  Republican. 
In  the  fall  of  the  same  year  he  ran  for  the  Legis- 
lature but  was  also  defeated.  In  the  Spring  of 
1878,  however,  he  was  successful  in  his  candidacy 
for  City  Clerk  of  New  Britain.  He  has  been  re- 
elected every  jear  since,  sometimes  by  a  major- 
ity of  500,  while  frequently  the  Republicans  have 
elected  the  other  city  officers.  In  1886  he  was 
called  up  higher,  to  the  Legislature,  going  to  the 
House  and  becoming  a  member  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Cities  and  Boroughs  and  on  Constitu- 
tional Amendments.     The  record  he  there  made 
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marked  him  as  a  candidate  fit  to  be  named  for 
the  National  House. 

Last  fall  he  was  nominated  unanimously  by  the 
Democratic  Congressional  Convention  for  the 
First  District,  held  at  Hartford,  but  upon  a  free- 
trade  platform  which  he  repudiated.  The  con- 
vention re-assembled,  prepared  a  platform  to  his 
acceptance  and  enthusiastically  ratified  his  can- 
didacy. After  one  of  the  most  severe  political 
contests  in  the  history  of  the  district,  he  was  tri- 
umphantly elected.  He  has  in  addition  to  his 
other  public  distinctions  been  a  member  of  the 
Democratic  State  Central  Committee  for  the 
Fourth  District,  since  the  new  apportionment. 


Mr.  Yance  is  a  student  of  political  science  and 
has  traveled  quite  extensively  in  this  country 
and  Europe,  endeavoring  always  to  advance  the 
interests  of  New  Britain  and  earning  the  right  to 
be  called  public  spirited.  He  is  treasurer  of  the 
local  Electric  Lighting  Company.  Although 
modest  and  unassuming  he  has  always  the  cour- 
age of  his  convictions.  He  is  not  a  stickler  for 
precedent,  but  believes  that  the  world  moves  ; 
has  no  faith  in  shams,  opposes  tariff  changes  not 
for  the  interest  of  the  workingman,  and  has  an 
abiding  faith  in  the  common  people  from  whom 
he  sprang.  He  will  do  everything  in  his  power 
in  Congress  for  the  benefit  of  his  district. 
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Hon.  CAELOS  FRENCH, 

CONGRESSMAN,  SECOND  DISTRICT. 


Hon.  Caklos  French  of  Seymour,  was  born 
in  Humphreysville  (now  Seymour),  August  6, 
1835,  and  educated  at  General  Russell's  School  in 
New  Haven,  and  spent  some  time  in  the  West, 
engaged  in  various  surveying  projects.  His  father, 
Raymond  French,  settled  at  Seymour  and  was 
the  founder  of  the  American  Car  Company,— the 
first  concern  in  the  State  to  manufacture  railroad 
cars, —  which  was  subsequently  transferred  to 
Chicago.  In  those  days  the  journal  springs  used 
in  the  manufacture  of  cars  were  of  rubber  or  gum, 
and  were  made  by  Ray  &  Company,  New  York, 
the  Goodyear  Spring  Company,  and  other  con- 
cerns. Carlos  French,  an  energetic,  go-ahead, 
promising  young  man,  a  thorough  mechanic,  with 
an  inventive  turn  of  mind,  thought  that  if  they 
could  be  made  of  steel  a  great  improvement  in 
durability   and    flexibility    would    be    achieved. 


He  studied  over  the  idea  until  the  first  patent 
for  a  spiral  street  car  journal  spring  was  the  re- 
sult. It  was  solely  Mr.  French's  invention. 
Without  financial  assistance  and  with  very  little 
capital  of  his  own  he  began  their  manufacture, 
winding  up  the  springs  by  hand  with  a  force  of 
only  two  or  three  men.  The  business  grew  to 
large  proportions  and  Mr.  French  was  soon  mak- 
ing springs  for  both  passenger  coaches  and  freight 
cars,  to  be  used  all  over  the  country.  His  first 
patent  was  followed  by  the  issuance  of  four  oth- 
ers for  various  improvements,  three  of  them  be- 
ing upon  inventions  of  Mr.  French  and  the  other 
for  one  of  H.  N.  Eggleston,  who  is  associated 
with  him  in  business.  Soon  after  Mr.  French's 
first  invention  he  was  followed  by  other  manu- 
facturers, and  steel  springs  were  eventually  made 
in  quite  a  large  number  of  places  in  the  country. 
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Lately  the  competition  lias  become  great,  con- 
cerns which  wind  up  their  own  steel,  and  are  near 
the  coal  beds  and  to  tide  water,  have  gone  into 
the  manufacture,  and  the  result  has  been  that  no 
springs  have  been  made  in  Mr.  French's  factory 
for  two  years.  He  has  been  an  extensive  manu- 
facturer of  horseshoe  nails,  both  in  Seymour  and 
in  Chicago,  and  is  now  prepared  to  make  a  wire 
nail  of  Bessemer  steel  to  take  the  place  of  the  cut 
nail.  He  is  a  large  owner  in  the  brass  mill  re- 
cently erected  by  the  Seymour  Manufacturing 
Company. 

There  is  one  thing  about  Mr.  French  for  which 
he  is  especially  esteemed  by  his  men  —  of  whom 
there  are  now  in  Seymour  about  seventy  —  and 
that  is  his  attitude  at  election  times.  Directly  or 
indirectly  he  has  never  sought  to  influence  them. 
The  intimidation  or  coercion  practiced  in  some 
shops  and  mills  is  utterly  unknown  by  his  em- 
ployees. Even  when  he  has  been  running  for  the 
General  Assembly  —  although  Seymour  is  a  Re- 


publican town  it  has  sent  Mr.  French  to  the  Leg- 
islature twice  —  no  one  has  been  allowed  to 
approach  the  men  in  his  interest.  In  the  Legis- 
lature Mr.  French  proved  a  valuable  and  popu- 
lar member,  whose  judgment  upon  business 
matters  was  much  esteemed.  Not  naturally  a 
man  much  given  to  speech-making,  he  is  a  deep 
thinker,  upon  whose  decision,  when  once  given  in 
matters  submitted  to  him,  the  utmost.reliance  can 
be  placed.  He  has  been  a  director  in  the  Second 
National  Bank  of  New  Haven,  for  many  years, 
and  in  other  ways  his  financial  interests  are  placed 
in  New  Haven.  He  has  been  reluctant  to  accept 
office  because  of  his  engrossing  business  cares, 
but  has  served  on  the  local  school  board  and  has 
been  energetic  in  matters  relating  to  the  im- 
provement and  growth  of  the  village  of  Seymour. 
In  Congress  Mr.  French  will  be  no  drone.  He 
will  be  there  to  represent  not  alone  one  or  two 
interests,  but  the  best  interests  of  the  entire  Con- 
gressional District. 
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Hon.  CHAKLES  A.  RUSSELL, 


CONGRESSMAN,   THIRD  DISTRICT. 


Hon.  Chakles  Addison  Russell  was  born  in 
Worcester.  Mass.,  March  21,  1852.  He  was  ed- 
ucated in  the  public  schools,  and  under  the  tui- 
tion of  Rev.  Harris  Greene  prepared  for  Yale 
College,  from  which  he  graduated  in  1873,  tak- 
ing high  rank  as  a  scholar  and  acquiring  much 
popularity  as  a  comrade.  For  five  years,  up  to 
1879,  he  was  city  editor  of  the  Worcester  Press, 
and  afterward  occupied  a  similar  position  on  the 
Worcester  Spy.  During  the  year  1880,  Mr.  Rus- 
sell married  the  estimable  daughter  of  Hon. 
Sabin  L.  Sayles  of  Killingly,  in  this  State,  shortly 
after  which  he  became  associated  with  the  Sabin 
L.  Sayles  Woolen  Company,  as  its  treasurer,  a 
connection  which  still  continues.  In  1881,  he 
was  an  aide,  with  rank  of  colonel,  on  the  staff  of 
Governor  Bigelow,  and  in  1883  Killingly  sent 
him  to  the  Legislature,  where  he  proved  a  valu- 


able representative,  both  in  the  legislative  hall 
and  in  the  committee-room.  Much  of  his  effi- 
ciency may  be  said  to  have  been  due  to  his  news- 
paper experience,  for  he  was  not  only  a  grace- 
ful and  convincing  speaker,  but  a  polished  and 
forcible  writer.  His  political  speeches  in  the 
campaign  of  1884  were  highly  complimented,  and 
were  prolific  of  good  results.  That  year,  hav- 
ing been  nominated  on  the  State  ticket  for  Sec- 
retary  of  State,  he  had  the  gratification  of  lead- 
ing, in  votes,  his  most  estimable  co-nominees  for 
the  various  offices.  This  proved  anew  his  popu- 
larity. His  incumbency  of  the  office  was  likewise 
a  fresh  exemplification  of  his  ability  as  an  ex- 
ecutive officer. 

Thus  the  stages  were  very  natural  that  last  fall 
led  to  his  elevation  as  candidate  for  Congress  in 
the  Third   District;  and,  as  before   whenever  a 
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candidate  for  public  office,  lie  received  a  victori- 
ous support  at  the  polls.  The  honor  thus  con- 
ferred has  been  most  worthily  bestowed,  and  it 
is  safe  to  predict  that  the  interests  of  our  Third 
District  at  the  National  Capital  have  been  wisely 
entrusted  and  will  be  safely  guarded  by  Mr. 
Russell  while  he  remains  an  incumbent  of  the 
honorable  office. 

Of  Congressman  Russell's  genealogy,   it  may 
be  mentioned  that  his  paternal  ancestors  settled 


near  Cambridge,  Mass.,  and  lived  there  long 
enough  to  take  a  hand  in  the  celebrated  Lexing- 
ton tight  before  they  emigrated  to  New  Hamp- 
shire, where  the  father  of  the  subject  of  this 
sketch  was  born  in  1820.  The  mother  —  a 
Wentworth —  traces  her  lineage  directly  to  the 
old  Colonial  Governor  Wentworth  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. The  well-remembered  Henry  Dunster, 
first  president  of  Harvard  College,  was  also  of 
kin  with  the  ancestrv  alluded  to. 
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Hon.  MILES   T.  GRANGER, 


CONGRESSMAN,  FOURTH  DISTRICT. 


Hon.  Miles  T.  Granger  of  North  Canaan, 
Democratic  Congressman  from  the  Fourth  Dis- 
trict, who  rose  from  a  farmer's  lad  to  become  an 
associate  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Errors 
of  Connecticut,  was  born  in  New  Marlborough, 
Berkshire  County,  Mass.,  August  12,  1817,  the 
son  of  James  L.  Granger  and  Abigail  Tobey. 
At  a  very  early  age  he  was  thrown  entirely  upon 
his  own  resources,  a  position  he  has  maintained 
with  ability  ever  since.  The  only  money  he  ever 
received  that  he  did  not  earn  by  the  sweat  of  his 
brow  was  a  silver  dollar  given  him  by  his  father  — 
"  my  whole  inheritance  and  patrimony,"  he  some- 
where says,  for  the  benefit  of  young  men  "  de- 
pendent on  brain  or  muscle  in  the  battle  of  life." 
At  the  age  of  ten  he  entered  a  woolen  mill,  for 
the  modest  per  diem  of  twelve  and  one-half  cents. 
Two  years  after  he  saw  an  opening  for  advance- 
ment as  a  tiller  of  the  soil  in  Norfolk,  Conn.,  and 
closed  an  engagement  with  a  farmer  as  boy-of-all 
work  at  twenty-five  cents  a  day.  Until  eighteen 
years  of  age,  or  up  to  1835,  he  continued  as  a 
farm   laborer,   finding;

in    various 


localities.     This  close  contact  with  rugged  and 


poorly-paid  life,  wherein  appeared  no  chance  of 
betterment  for  him,  whatever  it  might  prove  to 
thousands  of  others,  rendered  him  wisely  disaf- 
fected. His  determination  to  quit  an  occupation 
made  up  of  hard  work  and  poor  pay  was  acceler- 
ated and  confirmed  by  failing  health.  He  con- 
cluded to  try  teaching,  and  entered  the  office  of 
Dr.  Benjamin  Welch,  in  Norfolk,  and  began 
"  reading  up  "  for  a  schoolmaster. 

The  same  year,  in  the  fall,  he  passed  an  exam- 
ination, and  had  the  fortune  to  secure  a  school 
for  four  months,  at  $12.50  a  month.  Until  1838 
he  taught  the  young  ideas  multiplication,  divi- 
sion, practice,  and  all  the  other  vexatious  prob- 
lems of  the  school-room,  and  so  successfully  that 
his  friends  induced  him  to  attend  the  Amenia 
(N.  Y.)  Seminary  to  augment  his  capacity.  After 
a  term  there  he  returned  to  Canaan,  and  assisted 
in  the  harvesting  of  hay  on  the  Benedict  farm, 
for  his  uncle,  finishing  the  season  with  like  work 
for  other  farmers.  Going  back  to  Amenia  to 
finish  two  or  three  branches  of  study,  he  was 
agreeably  surprised  during  the  second  term  to 
find  that  the  principal,  Davis  W.  Clark,  had  been 
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watching  his  course  at  the  seminary  with  plea- 
sure. His  application  and  apprehensiveness  led 
Mr.  Clark  to  advise  him  to  prepare  for  college. 
This  advice  was  taken,  and  at  about  the  age  of 
twenty-two,  he  began  to  fit  himself  for  the  en- 
trance examination  at  Wesleyan  University, 
Middletown,  Conn. 

In  August,  1839,  he  matriculated,  and  was 
permitted  to  study  mathematics  with  the  sopho- 
mores, his  proficiency  in  tbat  branch  being 
marked  from  the  beginning,  as  it  has  been  in  the 
case  of  many  of  our  successful  men.  Always 
dependent  upon  his  own  earnings,  these  he  found 
so  much  reduced  at  this  time  that  he  was  obliged 
to  return  to  school-teaching.  For  six  months, 
the  winter  after  he  entered  Wesleyan,  he  taught 
school  in  Glastonbury,  for  $20  per  month,  keep- 
ing up  with  his  class.  In  his  advanced  mathe- 
matics, however,  he  fell  off.  He  was  able  to 
enter  the  sophomore  class  without  conditions. 
For  three  months  thereafter  he  continued  his 
Glastonbury  school,  but  managed  to  remain  up 
with  his  class.  Obtaining  the  privilege  of  com- 
bining the  junior  and  senior  year,  he  successfully 
attended  double  recitations  every  day  in  most  of 
the  studies.  In  addition,  he  kept  school  three 
months.  In  August,  1842,  he  received  the  degree 
of  A.B.,  and  in  August,  1845  —  three  years  after — 
that  of  A.M. 

In  1843  he  secured  employment  as  preceptor 
in  the  family  of  a  Louisiana  planter,  Parish  of 
West  Feliciana  —  Francis  A.  Evans  —  and  ob- 
tained an  interior  view  of  the  sunny  South  and 
its  peculiar  institution.  He  remained  a  year  in 
this  engagement,  reading  law  at  the  same  time, 
and  improving  his  health  by  a  change  of  air  and 
scenery.  In  April,  1845,  he  was  admitted  to  the 
bar  of  Wilkinson  County,  Miss.,  but  returned 
North  to  Canaan  in  the  June  following.  He  en- 
tered Leman  Church's  law  office  as  a  student, 
and  in  October,  1845,  was  admitted  to  the  bar  of 
Litchfield  County.  Here  his  real  practice  began. 
In  1847  he  left  Mr.  Church's  office,  and  opened 
an  office  at  the  old  village  of  "  Canaan  Four 
Corners,"  in  Couch's  hat  shop.  After  a  year's 
office  practice  there,  he  moved  to  Canaan  Depot, 
where  he  remained  during  the  rest  of  his  practice. 

In  1849  he  was  elected  Judge  of  Probate,  and, 
save  for  two  years,  held  the  office  until  elected 
Judge  of  the  Superior  Court.  He  was  also  Town 
Clerk  and  Treasurer.  In  1857  he  was  elected 
Senior  Representative  from  Canaan  as  a  Repub- 


lican, and  secured  immediately  a  place  upon  the 
Judiciary  Committee.  In  1866  he  was  chosen, 
as  a  resident  of  North  Canaan,  then  set  off  from 
Canaan,  a  Senator  from  the  Seventeenth  District 
(the  old  apportionment).  He  had  at  that  time 
become  a  Democrat,  and  had  the  honor  of  being 
chairman  of  that  usually  Democratically  con- 
ducted committee —  Sale  of  Lands.  In  1867  he 
was  re-elected,  and,  his  party  being  in  power 
legislatively,  as  well  as  state-officer-wise,  became 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  and 
leader  of  the  Senate. 

In  the  latter  year,  when  Hon.  James  E.  Eng- 
lish was  Governor,  he  and  Hon.  Edward  I.  San- 
ford  of  New  Haven  were  selected  by  the  party 
caucus  to  be  elected  by  the  General  Assembly 
(the  Governor  had  no  power  of  appointment 
then)  judges  of  the  Superior  Court.  They  were 
thus  elected,  and  have  always  borne  testimony 
to  the  wisdom  of  the  selection.  Ascending  the 
bench  July  26,  1867,  Judge  Granger  displayed, 
in  his  new  sphere,  all  the  candor,  the  impartiality, 
the  soundness  that  had  characterized  his  private, 
professional,  and  legislative  career.  He  became 
a  judge  before  whom  lawyers  felt  a  pleasure  in 
trying  cases.  In  1875  he  was  re-elected  for  eight 
years,  and  November  16,  1876,  rose,  by  election 
thereto,  to  the  Supreme  Court.  One  of  his  im- 
portant trials  was  the  famous  Malley  case  in 
New  Haven,  wherein  he  was  cool,  clear-sighted, 
and  impartial,  notwithstanding  the  numerous 
pitfalls  laid  for  him  and  the  great  public  expecta- 
tion that  dogged  the  effort  to  bring  home  guilt 
to  the  murderers- — whoever  they  might  be  —  of 
Jennie  Cramer.  It  was  on  this  trial  that  his 
marked  resemblance  in  face  to  General  Grant  was 
first  widely  commented  upon. 

Last  fall  (1886)  in  the  Congressional  contest  in 
the  Fourth  District,  the  Democrats  settled  upon 
him  as  the  strongest  man  they  could  find.  His 
name  had  been  mentioned  for  the  gubernatorial 
nomination,  which  might  have  been  more  to  his 
liking.  He  entered  the  Congressional  fight  with- 
out prevarication  or  dissimulation,  and  succeeded 
in  defeating  Hon.  Frederick  Miles  by  a  few  hun- 
dred plurality.  Thus  he  became  the  worthy  suc- 
cessor of  Hon.  Edward  W.  Seymour,  and  will 
follow  much  in  the  path  outlined  by  that  states- 
man. 

October  22,  1846,  he  was  married  to  Miss 
Sarah  C.  Ferguson,  who  will  share  in  his  political 
good  fortune,  as  she  has  in  his  other  successes. 
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Hon.   GEORGE   G.   SUMNER, 

DISTRICT  No.  1. 


Hon.  George  Gleason  Sumner,  who  repre- 
sents the  First  Senatorial  District,  comprising 
the  town  of  Hartford,  is  a  Democrat,  but  so 
broad  in  his  views  as  to  endear  himself  even  to 
his  political  opponents.  He  was  born  January 
14,  1841,  in  the  town  of  Hebron  (Society  of 
Gilead,  north  part),  and  named  after  George 
Gleason,  his  maternal  grandfather.  His  grand- 
father on  his  father's  side  was  Henry  Peterson 
Sumner,  a  Methodist  preacher  in  Gilead.  When 
he  was  about  six  years  of  age,  hit  father,  John 
W.  Sumner,  moved  to  Collinsville,  where  the 
latter  was  superintendent  in  the  axe  factory 
established  by  the  Collinses,  whose  enterprise  has 
resulted  in  the  building  up  of  a  great  manufac- 
turing industry.  In  1852  the  family  moved  to 
Bolton,  and  has  lived  there  since.  George,  the 
son,  attended  the  district  school,  and  when  about 


fourteen  years  of  age  was  sent  to  the  Bartlett 
High  School  at  New  London,  where  he  studied 
for  a  year  and  a  half,  laying  foundations  for  the 
professional  and  public  life  which  he  subse- 
quently entered.  Before  reaching  the  age  of 
sixteen  Mr.  Sumner  became  the  teacher  of  a  dis- 
trict school  in  Andover,  which  he  successfully 
conducted  and  then  went  to  Williston  Seminary, 
at  Easthampton,  Mass.,  and  fitted  for  college ; 
but  his  purpose  of  obtaining  a  university  educa- 
tion was  defeated  by  impaired  health,  and  with 
the  good  mental  equipment  which  he  had  ob- 
tained he  returned  to  the  farm  in  Bolton,  work- 
ing in  the  summer  time  and  teaching  winters  for 
about  four  yeai*s.  During  this  period  he  was 
Town  Clerk  for  three  years,  Probate  Clerk,  and 
Acting  School  Visitor.  The  kindness  and  favors 
of   the   people  of   Bolton   in   those  years   have 
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often  been  the  subject  of  Mr.  Sumner's  conversa- 
tion with  his  friends,  and  he  frequently  expresses 
his  pleasure  in  renewing  old  associations  there 
upon  his  repeated  visits  to  his  home.  In  1864 
he  began  the  study  of  law  with  Hon.  David  S. 
Calhoun,  the  present  Judge  of  the  Hartford 
County  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  then  living  in 
Manchester,  and  afterwards  came  to  Hartford 
and  entered  the  law  office  of  Waldo  &  Hyde, 
and  in  1866  was  admitted  to  the  bar.  In  1867 
he  was  elected  a  Representative  in  the  Legisla- 
ture from  Bolton,  and  made  a  notable  speech 
during  the  session  in  opposition  to  the  bridging 
of  the  Connecticut  River,  which  occasioned  favor- 
able comment  among  members,  and  special  com- 
mendation in  the  Hartford  papers.  In  the  same 
year  Mr.  Sumner  established  his  residence  in 
Hartford,  and  in  1868  was  elected  to  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  froin  the  Fifth  Ward,  and  served 
four  years.  He  was  City  Attorney  for  one  term, 
Associate  Judge  of  the  City  Court,  and  Police 
Commissioner  for  three  years,  and  Recorder  of 
the  City  Court  for  four  years.  In  these  positions 
he  served  the  public  with  zeal  and  fidelity,  and 
there  was  a  manifest  appreciation  of  his  work  as 
a  public  servant  when,  in  the  third  year  of  his 
membership,  a  Republican  Common  Council  re- 
fused to  accept  his  resignation,  and  increased 
the  salary  of  his  office  as  an  inducement  for  him 
to  remain. 

In  1873  and  1874  Mr.  Sumner  was  chairman 
of  the  Democratic  State  Committee,  and  proved 
his  efficiency  as  a  party  manager  by  the  results 
of  his  work.  The  State,  for  the  first  time  in 
about  twenty  years,  was  carried  by  the  Demo- 
crats, and  possession  of  the  Legislature  was  ob- 
tained by  that  party  organization.  In  the  fall  of 
1877  he  was  a  candidate  for  the  State  Senate  from 


the  First  District,  and  the  following  spring  he 
was  nominated  by  the  Democratic  party  as  a 
candidate  for  Mayor,  and  elected.  Mr.  Sumner's 
administration  of  the  mayoralty  was  in  the  high- 
est degree  creditable.  At  the  close  of  his  term 
he  made  a  tour  of  several  months  in  England 
and  on  the  Continent. 

Mr.  Sumner  married,  in  1870,  Julia  Ella  Gal- 
lup, only  daughter  of  the  late  Hon.  David  Gal- 
lup of  Plainfield,  who  was  well  and  favorably 
known  throughout  the  State  as  a  prominent 
Republican  and  leading  citizen,  having  been 
Lieutenant-Governor,  Speaker  of  the  House,  and 
often  a  member  of  the  Legislature.  There  were 
two  children  by  Mr.  Sumner's  marriage,  but  both 
died  —  a  boy,  when  fourteen  months  old,  and  a 
daughter  at  a  younger  age.  Mrs.  Sumner  died 
in  1875. 

Mi\  Sumner  had  been  prominently  named  for 
the  Democratic  nomination  for  Governor  at  the 
State  Convention  in  1882,  but  he  encouraged  no 
active  movement  in  his  behalf,  and  cordially  con- 
curred in  the  nomination  of  Mr.  Waller.  By 
common  consent  he  was  named  for  the  second 
place.  Mr.  Sumner's  vote  in  the  two  places 
where  he  is  best  known  illustrated  his  popularity. 
He  carried  every  ward  in  Hartford,  and  had  a 
plurality  of  1,574,  and  out  of  about  120  voters 
in  all  in  the  town  of  Bolton  over  90  gave  him 
their  ballots. 

Mr.  Sumner  is  a  man  of  most  kindly  dispo- 
sition, of  generous  impulses,  a  true  and  manly 
friend,  broad  in  his  sympathies,  and  fair  in  his 
judgment.  While  consistently  a  party  man,  yet 
he  is  so  broad  in  his  views,  and  so  tolerant  of  the 
convictions  of  those  who  entertain  opposing  opin- 
ions, that  party  lines  furnish  no  measure  of  the 
esteem  in  which  he  is  popularly  held. 
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Hon.  JOHN  S.  KIRKHAM, 

DISTRICT  No.  2. 


Hon.  John  S.  Kirkham  of  Newington,  Dem- 
ocratic Senator  from  the  Second  District,  was 
born  at  Newington,  April  6,  1826,  and  is  there- 
fore in  his  61st  year.  His  was  the  usual  lot  of  a 
farmer's  lad,  working  hard  and  effectively,  and 
attending  the  common  schools.  He  finished  his 
education  in  the  Springfield  High  School  and 
Newington  Academy.  In  1849  he  went  to  Cali- 
fornia, being  one  of  the  pioneer  band  of  Argo- 
nauts organized  in  Hartford  by  Major  Horace 
Goodwin,  C.  G.  Smith,  Joseph  Pratt,  and  others. 
He  was  chosen  on  the  board  of  managers,  and 
also  Clerk  of  Elections  in  El  Dorado  County  in 
1850.  After  a  valuable  experience  in  the  gold 
regions  he  returned  to  Newington,  where,  since 
1855,  he  has  been  Justice  of  the  Peace.  When 
the   town   was    incorporated,   in    1871,   he   was 


chosen  Town  Clerk,  and  has  remained  such  since, 
save  for  three  years.  From  1866  he  has  been 
School  Visitor.  In  addition  to  these  places  of 
trust  he  is  treasurer  of  the  State  Board  of  Agri- 
culture, and  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Con- 
necticut Dairyman's  Association.  He  was  a 
leader  in  the  farmer's  organization  a  few  years 
ago  to  contest  the  claims  of  the  "  Granite  Agri- 
cultural Works,"  of  Lebanon,  N.  H.,  growing 
out  of  fraudulent  notes.  Always  a  staunch  de- 
fender of  farmers'  interests,  he  is  now  a  leading 
spirit  in  the  local  and  State  Grange,  and  is  more 
fully  pledged  to  support  agricultural  interests 
than  the  interests  of  the  Democratic  party.  In 
1878  he  represented  Newington  in  the  House, 
and  served  upon  the  Committee  on  Cities  and 
Boroughs. 
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Hon.  EZRA  B.  BAILEY, 

DISTRICT  No.  3. 


Hon.  Ezra  B.  Bailey,  the  Republican  who 
represents  the  Third  Senatorial  District,  belongs 
in  Windsor  Locks,  and  was  born  in  Franklin, 
Conn.,  in  1841.  He  received  a  good  education 
in  the  schools  of  Franklin  and  Norwich.  In  the 
spring  of  1867  he  moved  to  Windsor  Locks,  and 
was  engaged  in  farming  and  tobacco-growing 
for  a  short  time.  He  was  Assistant  Postmaster 
at  that  place  for  about  two  years,  after  which  he 
was  engaged  by  a  large  publishing  house  as  its 
special  agent,  and  in  this  capacity  he  traveled 
extensively  over  the  United  States,  as  well  as 
Canada  and  the  provinces  of  Nova  Scotia  and 
New  Brunswick.  After  about  four  years  of  this 
business,  during  which  time  he  controlled  the 
affairs  of  his  farm  in  Franklin,  he  was  appointed 
secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  E.  Horton  &  Son 
Company,  manufacturers  of  the  "Horton  lathe 


chuck."  He  was  active  in  this  capacity  until 
the  winter  of  1876,  when  he  moved  back  to  his 
Franklin  farm.  In  the  fall  of  1879  he  was  elect- 
ed to  the  Legislature  from  Franklin  by  the  largest 
majority  ever  given  a  candidate  for  the  position 
from  that  town.  During  the  session  he  served 
on  the  State  Prison  Committee.  In  the  fall  of 
1880  he  was  called  upon  to  assume  control  of  the 
E.  Horton  &  Son  Company,  and  was  appointed 
secretary  and  treasurer  and  general  business  man- 
ager. He  has  been  very  successful  in  managing 
the  company,  having  enlarged  its  capacity  and 
increased  the  business  four-fold.  Windsor  Locks 
is  a  strong  Democratic  town,  the  canvass  giving 
the  Democrats  about  120  majority;  bat,  notwith- 
standing this,  Mr.  Bailey,  who  is  and  always  has 
been  a  strong  Republican,  was  elected  to  the 
General  Assembly  in  1883  by  thirteen  majority,

serving  on  Committee  on  Incorporations,  and 
made  a  Republican  gain  of  111  over  the  vote  at 
the  previous  election  of  representative.  In  18S2 
he   was   also   elected    a   selectman    of    Windsor 


Locks.  Mr.  Bailey  is  a  director  in  several  im- 
portant business  corporations,  and  is  now  Chair- 
man on  the  part  of  the  Senate  of  Committee  on 
Education,  also  of  the  Committee  on  Fisheries. 
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Hon.  EDWAKD  B.  DUNBAR, 

DISTRICT  No.  4. 


Hon.  Edwakd  B.  Dunbar  of  Bristol,  is  the 
Democratic  Senator  from  the  Fourth  District, 
and  is  deservedly  popular  in  and  outside  the  Sen- 
ate. He  was  born  in  Bristol,  November  1,  1842, 
and  is  now  45  years  of  age.  He  received  a  com- 
mon school  education  at  home,  and  finished  his 
studies  at  Williston  Seminary,  Easthampton, 
Mass.,  on  the  completion  of  which,  in  the  spring 
of  1860,  he  went  to  New  York  and  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  of  hoop-skirts.  After  five  years  of 
this  experience  he  returned  to  his  native  place, 
where  he  has  since  been  engaged  in  the  manufac- 
ture  of  clock-springs  and  small  springs  under  the 
firm  name  of  Dunbar  Brothers.  He  has  been 
Grand  Juror,  Assessor,  and  is  now,  as  he  has 
been  for  the  last  fifteen  years,  Registrar  of 
Voters.  He  is  also  Chairman  of  the  board  of  Fire 
Commissioners,  a  position  he  has  held  for  the  past 
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eight  years,  and  has  been  one  of  the  directors  of 
the  Bristol  National  Bank  since  it  was  estab- 
lished. He  was  a  Representative  in  1869  and 
1881.  His  father,  the  late  Edward  L.  Dunbar, 
was  in  former  years  a  prominent  manufacturer  at 
Bristol,  and  was  elected  Representative  in  1862. 
He  established  the  business  now  carried  on  by 
his  three  sons.  Another  of  his  sons,  William  A. 
Dunbar,  represented  the  town  in  the  Legislature 
in  1879.  In  the  fall  of  1884  he  was  elected  to 
succeed  Senator  Welch,  and  last  fall  he  was  re- 
elected over  one  of  the  most  popular  of  Republi- 
can nominees.  Mr.  Dunbar  is  a  thorough  Dem- 
ocrat, but  no  narrow  partisan,  and  has  deep  sym- 
pathy for  workingmen.  He  served  last  session 
as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Federal 
Relations. 
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Hon.  HENRY  A.  MATTHEWS, 

DISTRICT  No.  5. 


Hon.  Henry  A.  Matthews  of  Waterbury, 
Democratic  Senator  from  the  Fifth  District,  was 
born  in  Goshen,  Conn.,  sixty-one  years  ago.  He 
experienced  the  usual  attendance  upon  the  com- 
mon schools,  and  after  becoming  of  age  removed 
to  Waterbury,  where  he  grew  with  the  growth 
of  the  enterprising  town.  He  became  interested 
in  some  of  the  many  processes  of  manufacture 
there,  and  is  now  —  as  he  has  been  for  some 
years  —  president  of  the  Matthews  &  Willard 
Company,  which  he  was  instrumental  in  found- 
ing. He  was  secretary  and  treasurer,  previously, 
as  well  as  manager.  His  high  character  as  a 
manufacturer  is  equaled  by  his  popularity  and 


prominence  as  a  citizen.  In  the  stirring  days  of 
1863  and  1864  he  was  sent  to  the  House.  He 
served  the  former  year  upon  the  Committee  on 
Railroads,  one  of  the  most  important  in  the  list. 
In  1880  and  1881  he  was  again  returned,  when 
(in  the  former  year)  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Finance  —  where  he  had  oppor- 
tunity to  apply  his  financial  skill  —  and  likewise 
of  New  Towns  and  Probate  Districts.  Senator 
Matthews  brings  to  the  exercise  of  his  senatorial 
duties  a  wide  experience  as  to.  legislative  methods 
which  cannot  fail  to  stand  the  body  in  good 
stead. 
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Hon.  EDGAR  J.  DOOLITTLE, 

DISTRICT  No.  6. 


Hon.  E.  J.  Doolittle  of  Meriden,,  Republi- 
can Senator  from  the  Sixth  District,  was  born 
June  29, 1845,  in  Hebron,  Tolland  County.  His 
father  was  the  late  Rev.  E.  J.  Doolittle,  well 
known  in  Congregational  circles  throughout  the 
State.  He  received  his  early  education  in  the 
common  schools  and  graduated  at  Guilford  Insti- 
tute in  its  palmy  days,  when  it  was  presided  over 
by  Prof.  Eli  T.  Mack.     He  removed  to  Meriden 


in  1862,  and  has  been  engaged  in  manufacturing 
since  that  time.  He  is  also  a  director  in  the 
Home  National  Bank  and  the  Meriden  and 
Cromwell  Railroad.  He  has  been  elected  Mayor 
of  the  City  of  Meriden,  for  five  successive  terms, 
the  last  one  ending  January  3,  1887,  and  was 
unanimously  renominated  by  the  Republican  city 
convention  in  December  for  the  sixth  time,  but 
declined  to  accept.

DISTRICT  No.  7. 


Hon.  James  Graham  of  Orange,  Republican 
Senator  for  the  Seventh  District,  is  a  thorough- 
going Republican,  who  represented  his  town  in 
the  House  of  1886.  He  was  then  so  prominent 
that  he  became  House  chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Railroads,  in  which  capacity  he  reported 
many  important  bills.  He  had  previously  served 
in  the  House  of  1885  and  in  that  of  1878,  so  that 
he  naturally  takes  a  leading  part  in  the  Senate. 
He  was  born  in  Albany,  N.  Y.,  January  23,  1831. 


He  studied  at  the  common  schools ;  has  filled  the 
various  offices  in  the  town  of  Orange  and  borough 
of  West  Haven,  and  enjoyed  the  esteem  of  all 
his  acquaintances.  He  is  senior  member  of  James 
Graham  &  Company,  extensive  brass-founders  in 
New  Haven  ;  president  of  the  New  Haven  Car- 
Trimming  Company,  director  and  treasurer  of 
the  Pursell  Piano  Stool  and  Chair  Company, 
West  Haven,  and  a  director  in  the  West  Haven 
Water  Company. 
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Hon.  JAMES  GALLAGHER, 


DISTRICT  No.  8. 


Hon.  James  Gallagher,  for  many  years  a 
prominent  citizen  of  New  Haven,  is  sixty-six 
years  of  age,  having  been  born  in  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  in  1820.  He  entered  upon  active  life 
with  scarcely  any  education  and  became  a  cigar- 
maker,  afterwards  engaging  in  the  general  busi- 
ness of  a  tobacconist,  from  which  he  retired  in 
1866,  with  a  fair  competency.  He  entered  politi- 
cal life  early,  and  it  was  not  long  after  his  coming 
to  New  Haven,  in  1843,  that  he  received  from 
the  late  Ralph  I.  Ingersoll  the  sobriquet  of  "  the 
talented  young  Irishman."  He  was  appointed 
an  Inspector  of  Customs  in  1853,  which  office  he 
held  until  1859.  He  was  an  ardent  friend  of 
Stephen  A.  Douglas,  and  was  the  leader  of  the 
Connecticut  delegation  to  the  Democratic  Na- 
tional Convention  at  Charleston,  in  1860,  and  at 
the   adjourned    convention,   held    at   Baltimore, 
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which  nominated  Judge  Douglas  for  the  presi- 
dency. His  efforts  for  Douglas  drew  upon  him 
the  hostility  of  the  Buchanan  administration,  and 
for  that  reason  he  was  deprived  of  the  office  of 
Inspector.  His  removal  aroused  the  indignation 
of  the  friends  of  Douglas  throughout  the  State, 
and  in  the  contest  which  followed  all  six  of  the 
presidential  electors  put  in  nomination  by  the 
Democratic  State  Convention  were  Douglas  men. 
In  1854  and  1855  he  served  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  New  Haven, 
and  later  as  Road  Commissioner.  He  represented 
New  Haven  in  the  lower  branch  of  the  Legisla- 
ture in  1861,  1863,  and  1878,  and  in  the  Senate 
in  1867  and  1868.  Mr.  Gallagher  introduced 
into  the  Democratic  State  Convention  of  1867  a 
resolution  pledging  the  party  to  support  what 
afterwards  became   known  as  the   "  eight  hour 
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law."  While  in  the  Senate  during  that  year  he 
presented  a  bill  providing  that  eight  hours  should 
constitute  a  legal  day's  work,  and  it  was  mainly 
through  his  efforts  that  the  law  was  enacted 
which  is  still  among  our  statutes.  In  1884  he 
was  appointed  by  Governor  Waller  as  chairman 
of  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  which  position 
he  now  holds.  Mr.  Gallagher  has  always  been 
a  sincere  member  of  the  Democratic  party,  and 
one  of  its  most  able  supporters.  He  possesses  a 
rare  talent  for  public  speaking  and  has  stumped 
the  State  in  almost  every  contested  election  for 
the  past  thirty -five  years.  It  is  owing  to  this 
fact  that  in  recent  years  he  has  been  known 
throughout  the  State  as  the  "  War  Horse  of  the 
Democracy."  He  has  attended  every  national 
convention  of  the  Democratic  party  excepting 
that  of  1864,  and  has  served  as  a  delegate  to 
those  held  in  1848,  1856,  1860,  and  1872,  and  in 
a  similar  capacity  to  State  and  local  conventions 


times  without  number.  He  was  chairman  of  the 
Democratic  State  Committee  from  1865  to  1870, 
and  it  was  tinder  his  direction  that  the  Demo- 
crats carried  the  State  in  1867,  for  the  first  time 
in  many  years.  When  Governor  Waller  was 
nominated  in  1882,  the  Democratic  State  Com- 
mittee again  chose  Mr.  Gallagher  as  its  chairman. 
The  two  previous  campaigns  had  resulted  in  the 
successive  defeats  of  Governor  Hubbard  and 
Governor  English,  but  this  time  the  Democrats 
were  victorious.  In  1884  he  was  re-elected 
chairman  of  the  State  Committee,  and  under  his 
leadership  his  party  was  again  successful.  Mi-. 
Gallagher  has  long  been  an  active  and  practical 
temperance  man,  and  has  often  given  his  per- 
sonal efforts  on  the  platform  and  elsewhere  for 
the  promotion  of  the  cause.  His  intimate  ac- 
quaintance with  State  affairs  and  his  facility  in 
debate  enable  him  to  instruct,  as  well  as  enter- 
tain, his  fellow  members. 
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Hon.  CYRUS  G.  BECKWITH, 

DISTRICT  No.  9. 


Hon.  Cyrus  Grosvenok  Beck  with  of  New 
London,  Democratic  Senator  from  the  Ninth 
District,  was  born  in  Waterford,  Conn.,  Decem- 
ber 3,  1841,  and  is  forty-five  years  of  age.  In 
early  boyhood  he  studied  in  the  common  schools 
of  his  native  town,  and  graduated  in  1858  from 
the  Bartlett  High  School  at  New  London.  He 
gradually  became  interested  in  mercantile  pur- 
suits and  has  been  a  commercial  traveler.     He  is 


now  a  grocery  merchant.  In  1864  he  was 
elected  by  his  fellow-citizens  a  member  of  the 
New  London  Court  of  Common  Council,  and  in 
1884  elected  again  for  a  term  of  three  years. 
Both  in  his  commercial  and  public  life  he  has 
shown  himself  fully  capable  of  acting  energeti- 
cally, fearlessly,  and  efficiently,  and  well  repre- 
sents the  Ninth  in  the  present  Senate.

DISTRICT  No.  10. 


Hon.  Stephen  H.  Hall  of  Preston,  Demo- 
cratic Senator  from  the  Tenth  District,  was  born 
in  Waterford,  N.  Y.,  January  3,  18tt9,  and  is 
thirty-eight  years  of  age.  After  having  attended 
the  common  schools  for  several  years,  he  was,  at 
the  age  of  fourteen,  withdrawn,  owing  to  the 
death  of  his  father.  Thereupon  he  resolutely 
attacked  the  problem  of  living,  and  became  a 
skilled  mechanic.     When  he  became  of  age,  he 


entered  into  politics  with  intelligent  zeal,  and  is 
now  the  Democratic  Town  Committee  of  Preston. 
He  is  quite  popular  in  the  secret  societies,  being 
a  member  of  the  grand  lodge,  and  grand  encamp- 
ment, I.  O.  O.  F.  While  he  does  not  play  at 
politics  he  is  careful  to  look  on  all  sides  of  a 
question  and  brings  to  the  discussion  and  act 
common-sense  as  well  as  experience.

DISTRICT  No.  11. 


Hon.  Thomas  H.  Allen,  the  youngest  of  the 
Senators,  came  to  his  seat  —  Republican  Senator 
for  the  Eleventh  District — with  the  experience 
of  two  terms  in  the  House,  1885  and  1886.  The 
former  year  he  was  a  member  and  clerk  of  the 
Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills,  and  the  latter 
served  on  the  Committee  on  State  Library,  and 
was  also  its  clerk,  and  House  chairman  on  Military 
Affairs.  Sprague  is  strongly  Democratic,  yet  he 
carried  it  by  increased  majorities.  He  was  born 
at   Hanover,   in    Sprague,    September    3,    1862, 


and  educated  at  the  East  Greenwich,  R.  I., 
Academy  and  at  the  Highland  Military  Academy, 
Worcester,  Mass.,  where  he  graduated  as  the  val- 
edictorian of  his  class  and  captain  of  the  cadet 
corps.  He  has  been  three  years  a  member  of 
Company  C,  Third  Regiment,  and  is  at  present 
on  the  staff  as  signal  officer,  with  the  rank  of  first 
lieutenant.  He  is  engaged  in  the  woolen  manu- 
facturing business,  in  the  firm  of  Allen  &  Brother, 
at  Hanover  and  Baltic,  with  New  York  office  and 
warehouse  at  144  Duane  street. 
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Hon.  ROBERT  J.  WALSH, 

DISTRICT  No.  12. 


Hon.  Robert  J.  Walsh,  Republican  Senator 
for  the  Twelfth  District,  was  born  at  Lewisboro, 
N.  T.,  August  1,  1854,  and  is  therefore  in  his 
thirty-third  year.  He  is  a  lawyer,  whose  early 
education  was  secured  by  an  academic  course, 
private  instruction  for  two  years,  and  a  course  at 
the  State  Normal  School.  He  is  now  borough 
attorney  and  town  counsel,  positions  he  has  held 
the  past  five  years.  While  achieving  his  present 
position  he  was  first  a  blacksmith  and  then  a 
school-teacher.  His  talent  as  a  lawyer  and  his 
independence  of  character  have  brought  him  a 
good  legal  practice.  In  the  Senate  of  1885,  to 
which  he  was  elected  by  a  large  majority,  he 
acted  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Incorpor- 
ations. In  1886,  he  was  promoted  to  the  leader- 
ship of  the  body,  and  made  chairman  of  the  Com- 
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mittee  on  the  Judiciary.  He  was  also  chairman 
on  the  Committee  on  Executive  Nominations,  in 
which  capacity  he  did  much  important  business. 
Among  the  more  prominent  matters  in  which 
Senator  Walsh  was  at  the  front  last  session,  was 
the  Fairfield  County  court-house  dispute,  in  which 
he  became  the  leading  advocate  for  Norwalk. 
His  importance  as  a  representative  man  and  law- 
yer led  to  his  appointment  on  the  Commission  to 
Revise  the  Statutes,  a  report  concerning  which 
has  been  presented  at  this  session.  He  was  also 
appointed  secretary  of  the  Republican  State  Cen- 
tral Committee  during  the  last  State  campaign, 
in  which  position  he  did  much  effective  work,  in 
addition  to  seeing  that  he  was  returned  from  the 
Twelfth  by  an  increased  majority. 
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Hon.  EBENEZER  J.  HILL, 

DISTRICT  No.  13. 


Hon.  Ebenezee  J.  Hill  of  Norwalk,  was  born 
August  4,  1845,  in  Redding,  Conn.  His  parents 
were  Rev.  Moses  Hill,  a  Methodist  minister  for 
fifty  years  in  Maine  and  Connecticut,  and  Char- 
lotte Ilsley  McLellan  of  Portland,  Me.  He  was 
educated  at  Norwalk  Union  School,  and  Yale 
College,  which  he  entered  in  1861,  as  a  member 
of  the  class  of  '65.  He  took  an  honorable  dis- 
missal in  March,  1863,  with  permission  to  rejoin 
the  class  of  ^66  one  year  later,  with  the  same  rank 
and  standing,  but  the  war  did  not  end  as  soon  as 
it  was  supposed  it  would,  and  when  it  did  end, 
two  and  a  half  years  later,  he  was  so  situated  that 
he  could  not  go  back  and  finish  his  course.  In 
the  war  he  served  two  and  one-half  years  as 
civilian  clerk  in  the  commissary  department  at 
the  headquarters  of  the  Eighteenth  and  Twenty- 
fourth  Army  Corps,  Army  of  the  James;  was 


secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Norwalk  Iron 
Works  for  four  years,  and  has  since  been  engaged 
in  the  lumber  business.  In  politics,  he  has  always 
been  a  Republican,  even  when  casting  his  vote 
for  Horace  Greeley  for  President,  has  served  four 
years  as  a  member  of  the  Republican  State  Cen- 
tral Committee,  and  was  chosen  as  a  delegate  to 
the  National  Republican  Convention  of  1884  to 
represent  the  Fourth  Congressional  District.  He 
has  twice  been  Burgess  of  the  borough  of  Norwalk, 
four  years  a  member  of  the  Board  of  School  Vis- 
itors, is  now  and  has  been  for  three  years  its 
chairman.  He  has  been  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  and 
for  four  years  represented  this  State  in  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Order.  He  is  a 
director  in  the  Norwalk  Mills  Company,  and  the 
National  Bank  of  Norwalk.     Unanimously  nomi- 
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nated  as  Senator  in  a  district  which  the  Demo- 
cratic party  had  carried  for  three  successive  terms, 
he  was  elected  by  a  plurality  of  two  hundred  and 
twenty-three.  His  first  paternal  ancestor  in  this 
country,  William  Hill  of  Windsor,  was  a  member 
of  the  second   session  of  the  first  Connecticut 


Legislature  in  1639,  and  later,  an  Assistant  or 
Senator  from  Fairfield,  now  the  Thirteenth  Sena- 
torial District.  The  legislative  record  of  the 
family  for  two  hundred  and  fifty  years  has  been 
honorable. 
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Hon.   EDWARD   G.  BURKHAM, 

DISTRICT  No.  14. 


Hon.  Edward  Goodwin  Burnham  of  Bridge- 
port, Republican  Senator  from  the  Fourteenth 
District,  is  well  calculated  to  be  one  of  the  most 
efficient  of  senators.  He  enjoys  the  distinction 
of  being  the  first  Republican  to  represent  the 
Fourteenth  District,  which  comprises  the  town  of 
Bridgeport;  that  district  being  normally  Demo- 
cratic by  550  majority.  Senator  Burnham's  pop- 
ularity is  due  to  his  courteous  bearing,  his  high 
position  in  the  community,  and  the  cordial  rela- 
tions existing  between  him  and  the  working  peo- 
ple.    His  employees  voted  for  him  to  a  man, 


giving  him  197  majority.  He  was  born  in 
Springfield,  Mass.,  June  2,  1827,  and  attended 
the  public  schools.  He  early  entered  the  busi- 
ness of  manufacturing  brass  and  iron  goods  for 
steam  heater,  and  gas,  and  tools  and  machinery, 
and  is  now  vice-president  and  manager  of  the 
Eaton,  Cole  &  Burnham  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany of  Bridgeport,  one  of  the  notable  industries 
of  the  city.  In  1885  he  was  appointed  for  one 
year  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
and  in  1886  was  re-appointed  for  three  years. 
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Hon.   GEORGE   W.   COLE, 


DISTRICT  No.  15. 


Hon.  George  W.  Cole  of  Bethel,  Democratic 
Senator  for  the  Fifteenth  District,  was  born  in 
Newtown,  August  3,  1823.  Hiram  Cole,  his 
father,  a  hatter  in  Newtown,  began  business 
there  in  1814,  and  had  a  family  of  thirteen  chil- 
dren, of  whom  the  subject  of  this  sketch  was 
the  oldest.  He  served  an  apprenticeship  with 
his  father,  at  hat  making,  and  at  the  age  of 
twenty-one  took  his  father's  shop  and  continued 
the  business  in  that  town,  and  in  New  York  city 
and  Danbury.  In  1867  he  formed  a  partnership 
with  J.  B.  Judd,  and  engaged  in  the  hat  business 
in  Bethel.  After  a  time,  he  closed  this  partner- 
ship and  formed  another  with  S.  S.  Embler,  and 
the  firm  of  Cole  &  Embler  has  continued  in  busi- 


ness up  to  this  time ;  their  products  amounting 
now  to  over  a  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars 
per  annum.  Mr.  Cole  has  been  Warden  of  the 
borough  of  Bethel  for  fourteen  successive  years, 
has  been  Selectman  three  years,  and  member 
of  the  Board  of  Relief.  Great  credit  is  given 
Mr.  Cole  for  his  labors  in  the  interest  of  his 
town,  and  it  was  through  his  efforts  that  the 
town  was  provided  with  its  very  fine  system  of 
water-works.  Mr.  Cole  has  been  vestryman  of 
the  St.  Thomas  Episcopal  Church,  and  ranks 
among  the  prominent  men  of  his  section  of  the 
State.  He  served  in  the  Senate  of  1886,  and 
was  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Manual  and 
Roll. 
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Hon.   IRA  D.   BATES, 

DISTRICT  No.  16. 


Hon.  Iea  D.  Bates  of  Thompson,  Republican 
Senator  for  the  Sixteenth  District,  was  born  in 
Uxbridge,  Mass.,  on  Christmas,  1843.  After  re- 
ceiving a  common  school  and  academic  educa- 
tion, at  the  age  of  seventeen  he  enlisted  in  Com- 
pany B,  Twenty-fifth  Massachusetts  Infantry, 
against  the  wishes  of  his  friends.  He  was  at  first 
rejected  as  being  short  of  stature,  but  finally 
accepted  to  fill  a  vacancy  as  drummer.  Serving 
in  that  capacity  for  nine  months,  he  was  then 
promoted  to  be  principal  musician  of  the  regi- 


ment, which  position  he  held  until  the  close  of 
the  war.  In  1867  he  came  to  Connecticut,  and 
has  resided  principally  in  Thompson  ever  since, 
his  business  being  that  of  a  merchant.  Mr. 
Bates  was  "  born  a  Republican,"  and  cast  his  first 
vote  for  General  Grant.  He  is  active  for  the 
party,  and  can  be  counted  on  for  the  support  of 
Republican  principles  every  time.  In  the  House 
of  1886  he  was  prominent,  serving  upon  the 
important  Committee  on  Finance. 
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Hon.  JOSEPH  HUTCHINS, 


DISTRICT  No.  17. 


Hon.  Joseph  Hutchins,  Republican  Senator 
from  the  Seventeenth  District,  was  born  in 
Plainfield,  March  4,  1820.  In  his  youth  he 
attended  the  district  school,  and  completed  his 
education  at  Plainfield  Academy,  one  of  the  old- 
est and  most  reputable  institutions  of  its  class  in 
the  State.  He  became  a  farmer,  from  the  active 
pursuit  of  which  avocation,  however,  he  retired 
some  years  ago.  At  the  present  time  he  is  presi- 
dent of  the  R.  &  F.  Foundry  Company  of  Plain- 
field,  a  director  of  the  Uncas  National  Bank  of 
Norwich,  agent  of  the  Plainfield  Town  Deposit 
Fund,  and  trustee  of  the  David  Gallup  Fund 
of  that  town.  He  is  also  a  trustee  of  the  Chelsea 
Savings  Bank  of  Norwich,   of  the  Ecclesiastical 


Society  Fund  of  Plainfield,  and  of  various  per- 
sonal estates.  In  1858  and  1875  he  was  a 
member  of  the  House,  a  legislative  experience 
repeated  in  1885.  He  has  held  many  local 
offices,  including  first  selectman,  and  has  enjoyed 
the  confidence  and  esteem  of  his  townsmen 
through  an  uninterrupted  business  career  covering 
nearly  half  a  century.  Senator  Hutchins  was 
originally  a  Whig,  but  became  a  Republican 
when  the  latter  party  was  organized,  and  has 
remained  a  consistent  member  of  it  ever  since. 
In  the  present  Legislature  the  Senator  is  serving 
on  the  committees  on  Banks  and  on  Constitu- 
tional Amendments,  being  the  Senate  chairman 
of  both. 
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Hon.  FREDERICK  A.  LUCAS, 

DISTRICT  No.  18. 


Hon.  Frederick  Allen  Lucas  of  Goshen, 
Republican  Senator  from  the  Eighteenth  Dis- 
trict, was  one  of  the  most  prominent  members  of 
the  House  of  1886.  He  was  alert  and  active  in 
the  House  of  1869,  when  he  served  on  the  Com- 
mittee on  Roads  and  Bridges.  Born  in  Goshen, 
September  9,  1841,  he  was  educated  at  the  com- 
mon schools,  and  at  Eagle  Hall.  During  the 
war  he  served  in  Litchfield  County's  favorite 
regiment,  the  Second  Heavy  Artillery,  and  rose 
from  the  ranks  to  a  lieutenancy,  commanding,  at 


the  close  of  the  war,  Company  B  of  the  regi- 
ment. He  was  in  every  engagement  in  which 
his  command  served,  and  was  a  brave  and  gal- 
lant officer.  He  is  at  present  a  member  of  the 
Grand  Army,  and  of  the  Society  of  the  Army  of 
the  Potomac.  In  1865  he  engaged  in  mercantile 
pursuits  and  met  with  admirable  business  suc- 
cess. He  is  now  retired,  owning  a  large  farm 
comprising  his  ancestral  estate.  Mr.  Lucas  has 
held  all  the  offices  within  the  gift  of  his  towns- 
men, and  is  in  truth  a  representative  citizen. 
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Hon.  NICHOLAS  STAUB, 

DISTRICT  No.  19. 


Hon.  Nicholas  Staub  of  New  Milford,  Demo- 
cratic Senator  from  the  Nineteenth  District, 
served  in  the  Senate  of  1886,  and  was  chairman 
of  the  committee  on  Woman  Suffrage,  and  on 
Unfinished  Business.  He  was  one  of  the  most 
conspicuous  of  members  whose  temper  and  alert- 
ness made  him  many  friends,  without  as  well  as 
within  party  lines.  He  was  born  in  what  has 
been  debatable  land  between  France  and  Ger- 
many for  centuries  —  the  Province  of  Lorraine, — 
February  1,  1811, —  and  at  the  age  of  sixteen 
years  removed  to  the  United  States.  He  is  a 
farmer  and  a  dealer  in  seed  leaf  tobacco.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  House  in  1876,  serving  on 
the  Committee  on  Banks.  He  assisted  in  report- 
ing an  important  Savings  Bank  Bill.  In  1884 
he  also  sat  for  New  Milford,  having  a  place  upon 


the  important  Committee  on  Insurance,  and  was 
returned  again  in  1885,  when  he  wa6  given  the 
House  chairmanship  of  the  Committee  on  New 
Counties  and  County  Seats,  serving  also  on  the 
Committee  on  Railroads.  Throughout  the  ses- 
sion of  1876,  1884,  1885,  and  1886  he  was  pres- 
ent in  his  seat  in  the  House  during  every  day 
that  the  Assembly  convened.  He  was  a  valua- 
ble and  vigilant  servant  of  the  Commonwealth. 
He  has  held  several  local  offices  in  New  Milford 
and  Bridgewater,  has  been  a  director  in  the  New 
Milford  Agricultural  Association,  and  is  at  pres- 
ent its  president.  In  the  last  Senate  his  patriotic 
endeavors  for  the  fourth  of  July  observance, 
without  strict  limitations,  made  him  a  marked 
man. 
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Hon.  SETH  PRATT, 

DISTRICT  No.  20. 


Hon.  Seth  Pratt  of  Litchfield,  Republican 
Senator  from  the  Twentieth  District,  was  born 
in  Sheffield,  Mass.,  in  1845.  He  removed  to  Con- 
necticut at  an  early  age,  and  for  many  years  has 
owned  and  operated  a  livery  and  sale  stable ; 
also  a  real  estate  office.  He  was  found  possessed 
of  such  excellent  executive  abilities  and  so  great 
popularity  that  he  was  chosen  a  Burgess  of  the 


borough,  which  position  he  now  holds.  In  1886 
he  was  a  member  of  the  House,  where  he  served 
with  efficiency  upon  the  Committee  on  Claims. 
Mr.  Pratt  has  always  been  a  Republican  of  the 
staunch  kind,  but  his  partizanship  is  not  of  the 
offensive  kind  which  biases  the  judgment  on 
matters  of  larger  than  party  concern.

DISTRICT  No.  21. 


Hon.  Oscar  Leach,  Republican  Senator  from 
the  Twenty-first  District,  was  born  in  Madison, 
in  1831,  and  is  in  his  fifty-sixth  year.  He  had 
the  advantages  of  the  common  schools  and  acad- 
emy, and  an  acquaintance  early  in  life  with  all 
the  prominent  people  of  the  community  through 
his  father,  Hon.  L.  W.  Leach,  who  was  long  a 
leading  citizen  of  Middlesex  County.  The  Sen- 
ator removed  to  Durham  when  young,  and  be- 
came a  successful  merchant.  He  was  early  inter- 
ested in  the  success  of  the  Republican  party,  and 
filled  many  local  positions  of  honor  and  trust. 
He  was  appointed  Postmaster  at  Durham  at  the 
opening  of  President  Lincoln's  first  term,  and  was 
removed  during  the  last  year  of  Johnson's  term, 
but  was  re-appointed  the  next  year,  under  Presi- 
ent  Grant.     He  held  the  office  until  his  resigna- 


tion in  October,  1865.  In  1866  he  represented 
Durham  in  the  House,  being  the  colleague  of 
William  "Wadsworth,  and  serving  upon  the  Com- 
mittee on  Incorporations.  In  1869  he  was  pro- 
moted to  the  State  Senate,  and  became  a  con- 
spicuous member  of  a  body  in  which  were  Hon. 
David  Gallup,  Hon.^  Heusted  W.  R.  Hoyt  (the 
Speaker  of  the  present  House),  Hon.  Charles  B. 
Andrews  (ex-Governor  and  Judge  of  the  Supe- 
rior Court),  Hon.  Carnot  O.  Spencer,  Hon.  George 
M.  Landers  of  New  Britain,  and  ex-Mayor  Lucien 
W.  Sperry  of  New  Haven.  Mr.  Leach  is  a  flu- 
ent speaker  and  has  a  wide  experience  with  men 
and  affairs.  He  is  entirely  at  home  in  the  present 
Senate,  representing  the  Twenty-first  District  in 
the  new  apportionment  as  he  did  the  Eighteenth 
under  the  old. 
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Hon.  OWEN  V.  COFFIN, 

DISTRICT  No.  22. 


Hon.  Owen  Vincent  Coffin,  the  present  Sena- 
tor, was  born  at  Mansfield,  Dutchess  County, 
N.  T.,  June  20, 1836,  and  is  a  lineal  descendant  in 
the  seventh  generation  of  that  Tristram  Coffin 
who,  as  the  first  settler  of  the  name,  came  to  this 
country  from  England  about  1642,  and  was  after- 
ward "  Governor  of  Nantucket  and  Tucker- 
nucket."  His  education  was  obtained  in  the 
common  school,  the  Cortland  (N.  Y.)  Academy, 
and  the  Charlotteville  (N.  Y.)  Seminary.  The 
son  of  a  farmer,  he  was  brought  up  to  farm-work, 
taught  school  when  sixteen,  and  was  salesman 
for  a  wholesale  mercantile  concern  in  New  York 
when  seventeen.  From  nineteen  to  twenty- 
five  he  was  the  New  York  representative  of 
a  prominent  and  successful  firm  of  Connecticut 
manufacturers,  and  was  then  or  subsecpiently, 
interested,  either  actively  or  as  special  partner, 


in  other  successful  business  enterprises  in  New 
York.  He  married  a  daughter  of  the  late 
Linus  Coe  of  Middletown,  in  1858,  and  came 
to  Middletown  to  reside  in  1861.  Although 
excluded  by  the  authorities  from  military  service 
in  the  war  of  1861-5,  he  chose  to  render  what 
service  he  could  by  furnishing  a  substitute  and  in 
other  ways.  He  was  a  member  of  the  New  York 
Committee  of  the  United  States  Christian  Com- 
mission and  president  of  the  Brooklyn  (N.  Y.) 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  during  a 
considerable  portion  of  the  years  in  which  those 
organizations  were  most  prominent  in  field-hos- 
pital work  for  the  army  of  the  Union.  Upon 
settling  in  Middletown,  Mr.  Coffin  became  the 
active  executive  officer  of  the  Farmers  and 
Mechanics  Savings  Bank,  and  held  that  position 
fourteen  years,  until  in  1878  he  was  obliged  by 
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ill  health  to  retire  from  active  business.  After  a 
period  of  six  years  he  resumed  regular  business 
activity,  becoming  president  of  the  Middlesex 
Mutual  (Fire)  Assurance  Company  of  Middle- 
town,  a  position  he  now  holds.  He  had  been 
for  eighteen  years  a  director  and  for  twelve  of 
those  years  the  treasurer  of  that  company  when 
he  became  its  president.  He  was  chosen  president 
of  the  Middlesex  County  Agricultural  Society  in 
1875,  has  been  Mayor  of  Middletown  two  years, 
director  and  vice-president  of  the  First  National 
Bank,  director^  secretary,  and  treasurer  of  a  rail- 
road company,  president  (four  years)  of  the 
Middletown  Young  Men's  Christian  Association, 
and  trustee  of  the  Russell  Library,  and  has  held 
some  twenty-five  other  official  positions  of  a  more 
or  less  public  character.  Mr.  Coffin  has  never 
been  a  seeker  of  positions,  and  it  follows  that  those 
he  has  held  have  sought  him.  His  nomination  for 
Senator  was  not  an  exception  to  this  rule.     He 


was  elected  in  a  district  the  combined  towns  of 
which  have  given  a  Republican  majority  for 
Senator  only  once  or  twice  in  about  thirty  years. 
He  was  born  and  reared  a  Democrat,  but  became 
a  Republican  before  he  was  old  enough  to  vote, 
being  an  ardent  "  Fremonter  "  in  the  campaign 
of  1856.  He  became  strongly  imbued  with  anti- 
slavery  views,  though  not  an  "  Abolitionist " 
according  to  the  accepted  meaning  of  the  term 
in  those  days,  and  wrote  for  publication,  early  in 
1861,  a  somewhat  elaborate  answer  to  the  famous 
pro-slavery  sermon  of  the  elder  Rev.  Dr.  Van 
Dyke.  He  has  remained  Republican  in  principle 
to  this  day,  though  he  stepped  out  of  the  party, 
temporarily  as  it  proved,  and,  as  is  believed,  with 
great  regret,  to  support  his  old  leader  Horace 
Greeley,  in  the  campaign  of  1872.  His  prefer- 
ence for  the  contest  of  1888  is  known  to  be 
strongly  for  Mr.  Blaine. 


Hon.  E.  STEVENS  HENRY, 

DISTRICT  No.  23. 


Hon.  E.  Stevens  Henry  of  Vernon,  Repub- 
lican Senator  from  the  Twenty-third  District,  was 
in  the  House  in  1883,  when  lie  served  as  chair- 
man of  Committee  on  Federal  Relations,  also  on 
Fisheries  Committee.  He  was  born  in  Gill, 
Mass.,  in  1836.  Removing  to  Rockville  in  boy- 
hood, he  received  his  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  that  village,  and  was  early  called  upon 
to  serve  his  townsmen  through  various  local 
offices,  among  others  the  important  office  of 
Trial  Justice.  He  has  for  several  years  occupied 
the  position  of  treasurer  of  the  People's  Savings 
Bank  of  Rockville,  is  a  director  in  the  First 
National  Bank  of  that  village,  treasurer  of  the 
Tolland  County  Fire  Insurance  Company,  direc- 
tor in  the  Connecticut  Central  Railroad,  and  in 
the  First  National  Bank  of  Willimantic.  Mr. 
Henry  is  a  conspicuous  example  of  the  intelligent 


and  successful  business  man.  He  has  been  inti- 
mately identified  with  Rockville  in  all  its  social, 
commercial,  and  political  interests  for  many 
years,  or  since  his  first  residence  there.  His 
career  as  a  merchant,  and  as  an  operator  in  real 
estate,  has  secured  for  him  an  exceptionally  bril- 
liant reputation  for  business  ability  and  sagacity, 
while  his  methods  have  always  indicated  the 
keenest  sense  of  integrity  and  honor.  His  con- 
tributions to  the  architectural  attractions  of  Rock- 
ville have  been  many,  prominent  among  which  is 
the  new  "  Henry  Block,"  with  its  elegant  stores 
and  fine  amusement  hall,  situated  in  the  very 
heart  of  the  village.  Mr.  Henry  is  a  pronounced 
Republican,  and  of  course  exerts  a  decided  influ- 
ence in  the  councils  of  his  party,  whether  in 
municipal,  State,  or  national  politics. 
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Hon.  EPHRAIM  H.  HYDE, 


DISTRICT  No.  24. 


The  name  of  the  Hon.  Ephraim  H.  Hyde  of 
Stafford,  is  familiar  to  the  people  of  this  State  as 
that  of  a  leading  politician,  an  agricultural  scien- 
tist, and  a  thoughtful  student  of  social  economy. 
In  every  of  these  capacities  he  is  no  less  widely 
than  favorably  known,  and  his  many  years  are 
marked  with  judicial  honors.  He  was  born  in 
Stafford  in  1812,  and  will  attain  the  age  of  seven- 
ty-five upon  the  first  day  of  June.  He  is  self-edu- 
cated, for  his  tutelage  ended  at  the  common  school, 
and  thenceforward  he  was  his  own  teacher.  He  has 
been  a  Democrat  from  first  to  last,  never  waver- 
ing a  hair-breadth  from  the  policy  and  principles 
of  that  party.  In  1852  he  was  a  delegate  to  the 
Democratic  National  Convention  held  at  Balti- 
more. In  the  Presidential  campaign  of  1860  he 
took  a  prominent  part,  identifying  himself  with 
the  State  Rights  faction,  whose  head  and  candi-

date  was  Breckinridge,  and  was  made  an  elector 
on  their  ticket.  In  1851  and  1852,  he  sat  in  the 
lower  House,  acting  on  the  Committees  of  New 
Towns,  Amendments  to  the  Constitution,  and 
Claims.  In  1860  and  again  in  1876  he  represen- 
ted the  Twentieth  District  in  the  Senate,  and  in 
the  latter  year  was  President  pro  tern.  In  1867 
and  again  in  1868,  he  held  the  second  place  upon 
the  Democratic  State  ticket,  which  in  those  years 
was  elected  by  a  considerable  majority.  He  was 
County  Commissioner  for  a  number  of  years,  and 
has  frequently  been  appointed  by  the  Executive 
to  serve  on  special  commissions.  He  has  long 
been  interested  both  in  theoretical  and  practical 
agriculture,  and  is  perhaps  better  known  to  the 
farmers  of  the  State  than  to  any  other  class  of 
people.  When  the  United  States  Agricultural 
Convention  met  in  Washington  some  time  since, 
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he  attended  as  delegate  from  the  New  England 
Agricultural  Association.  For  many  years  he 
was  president  of  the  Connecticut  State  Agricul- 
tural Society,  president  of  the  Tolland  County 
Agricultural  Society,  president  of  the  Tolland 
County  East  Agricultural  Society,  vice-president 
of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture ;  president  of 
the  National  Association  of  Breeders  of  Neat 
Stock,  and  a  corporator  of  the  Connecticut  Stock 
Breeders'  Association.  He  is  now  chairman  of 
the  Commission  on  Diseases  of  Domestic  Ani- 
mals, and  is  and  has  been,  since  its  formation, 
vice-president  of  the  New  England  Agricultural 


Society.  His  labors  to  secure  reform  in  the 
management  of  prisons  and  houses  of  correction 
have  been  extensive  and  persistent.  He  is  one  of 
the  founders  and  a  director  of  the  Prisoners' 
Friend  Association,  and  a  director,  also,  of  the 
Industrial  School  for  Girls,  and  has  been  more  or 
less  active  in  the  direction  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  especially  in  1867,  '68,  and  '69.  Mr. 
Hyde  formerly  conducted  an  iron  foundry,  a 
satinet  manufactory,  and  the  mercantile  business, 
but  his  native  tastes  led  him  to  abandon  those 
pursuits  for  the  more  congenial  one  of  farming 
and  stock-breeding. 


Hon.  H.  W.  R.  HOYT, 

SPEAKER. 


Hedsted  W.  R.  Hoyt  was  born  in  Ridgefield, 
Conn.,  Nov.  1,  1842,  and  is,  therefore,  forty-four 
years  of  age.  He  studied  in  the  common  school 
and  the  academy,  and  entered  Columbia  College, 
New  York  city,  but  about  the  middle  of  his  first 
term  was  seized  with  a  severe  and  long-continued 
illness  and  could  not  continue.  Upon  his  recov- 
ery he  immediately  went  into  business.  He  is 
an  attorney  and  counselor-at-law,  and  has  served 
the  town  as  its  counsel,  and  the  borough  as  attor- 
ney. He  is  also  trustee  and  attorney  for  the 
Greenwich  Savings  Bank,  and  a  director  in  The 
Byram  Land  Improvement  Company.  His  pub- 
lic life  has  been  quite  marked.  In  1869  and 
1873  he  was  in  the  State  Senate,  in  the  former 
year  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Military 
Affairs  and  Engrossed  Bills ;  in  the  latter,  chair- 


man of  the  Committee  on  Incorporations.  In 
1886  he  was  a  Representative  from  Greenwich, 
and  occupied  the  leading  position  upon  the  floor 
and  in  the  committee-room,  being  House  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary.  He  is  a 
staunch  Republican,  an  able  debater,  quick  and 
effective  at  repartee,  and  an  affable  man.  In 
every  measure  that  is  presented  or  discussed  he 
is  apt  to  have  a  lively  interest,  and  whether  in 
the  chair  or  on  the  floor,  not  only  commands 
respect,  but  wields  much  influence.  He  was 
nominated  by  acclamation  by  the  Republican 
party  in  the  Legislature  as  Speaker  of  the  pres- 
ent House  of  Representatives,  and  was  elected 
by  the  House  by  more  than  the  Republican 
majority. 
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JOHN  E.  SCANLAN 


Of  Hartford,  was  a  member  of  the  House  last 
year.  His  creditable  record  there  caused  a 
unanimous  nomination  by  his  party  last  October 
at  the  largest  caucus  ever  held  in  Hartford.  In 
that  large  gathering  of  fully  one  thousand  Demo- 
cratic voters,  there  was  not  a  single  voice  against 
his  name  being  placed  first  on  the  representative 
ticket.  It  is  the  first  time  in  ten  years  that  the 
Democrats  of  Hartford  re-nominated  and  re- 
elected a  man  to  the  Legislature.  In  the  session 
of  1886  Mr.  Scanlan  was  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Forfeited  Rights  and  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Incorporations.  He  was  an  ener- 
getic and  careful  worker  in  the  committee-rooms 
and  in  the  House.  He  advocated  and  exercised 
a  good  influence  on  sound  and  necessary  legisla- 
tion, and  was  identified  with  all  measures  that 
tended  to  ameliorate  and  better  the  condition  of 
the  toiling  classes.  He  was  the  first  chairman 
to  close  up  the  business  of  his  committee,  al- 
though there  were  more  cases  than  usual  before 


it.  Every  one  of  his  reports,  whether  favorable 
to  the  petitioners  or  not,  was  unanimously  sus- 
tained by  the  House.  This  unanimity  was  un- 
precedented and  gave  abundant  evidence  of  the 
painstaking  consideration  in  committee  as  well 
as  the  high  esteem  in  which  he  was  held  by  the 
members  of  the  House.  Mr.  Scanlan  is  one  of 
the  most  prominent  young  Democrats  of  Hart- 
ford, and  his  re-election  last  fall  attested  to  a 
large  extent  the  regard  in  which  he  is  held  by 
the  citizens  of  the  Capital  City.  He  is  twenty- 
nine  years  old,  having  been  born  in  Simsbury, 
this  State,  May  22,  1857.  His  early  education 
he  received  in  the  common  school  of  his  native 
place,  and  in  1872  removed  to  Hartford.  After 
a  six  months'  course  at  St.  Peter's  school  in  this 
city,  he  went  to  St.  Charles'  College,  Ellicott 
City,  Maryland.  In  that  institution  he  remained 
a  year,  and  then  entered  Niagara  College,  Sus- 
pension Bridge,  New  York.  There  he  rapidly 
endeared  himself  to  the  professors  and  students 
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alike,  and  when  lie  graduated,  in  1877,  it  was 
with  the  highest  honors.  Immediately  on  his 
return  to  Hartford,  Mr.  Scanlan  entered  the  law- 
office  of  Messrs.  Hyde  &  Joslyn,  and  for  three 
years  devoted  himself  to  a  close  study  of  law. 
He  was  a  diligent  student,  pursuing  his  course 
there  with  a  determination  and  perseverance 
which  won  for  him  the  approbation  of  older 
lights  of  the  bar.  In  1880  he  passed  a  difficult 
examination  and  was  admitted  to  practice  at  the 
Hartford  County  bar.  Soon  after,  he  became 
engaged  with  his  brother  in  the  publication  of 
the  Connecticut  Catholic.  He  is  now,  and  has 
been  for  some  time,  the  editor  of  that  influential 
paper.  During  the  Presidential  campaign  of 
1884  his  logical  articles  won  for  him  the  praise 
and  the  respect  of  the  older  members  of  the 
party.  For  the  past  four  years  he  has  been  Jus- 
tice of  the  Peace  and  Grand  Juror,  and  at  the 
town  election  in  October  was  elected  School 
Visitor  for  three  years.  He  has  been  Auditor 
of  Hartford  County  two  years,  and  State  Auditor 
one  year.  In  every  position  of  honor  and  trust 
he  has  been  a  conscientious  worker,  and  has 
given  entire  satisfaction.  His  courteous  man- 
ners,  affable  disposition,  and  consistently  honest 
work  have  won  many  warm  friends  and  political 
admirers. 


FRANK  ELDPJDGE  HYDE 

Of  Hartford,  was  born  in  Tolland,  January  21, 
1858,  and  is  the  fourth  generation  in  his  family 
to  be  represented  in  the  Connecticut  Legislature. 
His  father,  Hon.  A.  P.  Hyde  of  this  city,  has 
served  several  terms  in  the  House,  representing 
the  town  of  Tolland.  His  grandfather,  Alvin 
Hyde,  and  his  great-grandfather,  Nathaniel 
Hyde,  represented  the  town  of  Stafford,  each  in 
his  day  serving  with  honor  and  distinction.  All 
have  been  Democrats.  The  late  Judge  Waldo, 
for  many  years  among  the  foremost  lawyers  of 
the  State,  was  the  grandfather  of  Mr.  Hyde  on 
his  mother's  side.  He  also  achieved  a  most  hon- 
orable legislative  career,  and  was  regarded  with 
profound  admiration  and  respect  throughout 
Connecticut.  Mr.  Hyde  follows  in  the  footsteps 
of  his  ancestors,  ably  and  honorably  representing 
the  interests  of  the  people  in  the  General  Assem- 


bly. He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  in 
this  city  and  at  Yale  College,  graduating  in  the 
class  of  1879.  In  1876  Mr.  Hyde  rowed  in  the 
Yale  Freshman  crew,  and  in  1877  and  1878  he 
was  a  member  of  the  University  crew,  rowing  in 
the  last  college  race  at  Springfield,  and  in  the 
first  at  New  London.  During  his  senior  year  he 
was  a  member  of  Skull  and  Bones,  the  leading 
society  at  Yale.  After  completing  his  college 
course,  Mr.  Hyde  pursued  his  legal  studies  at 
the  Columbia  and  Yale  Law  Schools,  graduating 
from  the  latter  in  1881.  He  was  immediately 
admitted  to  the  bar,  and  has  since  been  in  active 
practice  in  this  city.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
prominent  law  firm  of  Hyde,  Gross  &  Hyde,  and 
is  associated  with  one  of  the  largest  and  most 
successful  legal  practices  in  the  State.  The  first 
case  Mr.  Hyde  ever  argued  was  before  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  State.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  Yale  Alumni  Association  in  this  city,  and  is 
thoroughly  interested  in  the  educational  life  of 
the  people.  He  is  presiding  officer  of  the  Jlart- 
ford  High  School  Alumni  Association.  In  the 
present  Legislature  Mr.  Hyde  is  a  member  of  the 
Judiciary  Committee,  and  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Manual  and  Roll. 


GEORGE  N.  PHELPS 

Of  Avon,  is  Town  Treasurer,  and  engaged  in 
mercantile  pursuits.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
House  in  1885,  acting  with  the  Democrats.  He 
was  born  in  Granby,  November  5, 1829,  and  was 
educated  in  the  public  schools.  Mr.  Phelps 
faithfully  represents  the  interests  of  his  constitu- 
ents in  the  Legislature. 


NELSON  F.  TAYLOR 

Of  Berlin,  is  a  native  of  Wilmington,  N.  C,  where 
he  was  born  March  12,  1850.  He  received  a  com- 
mon school  education.  For  the  past  twelve  years 
he  has  been  employed  at  the  Meriden  Britannia 
Company's  Works  in  Meriden.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  District  Committee  and  a  Constable  at 
Berlin.     Mr.  Taylor  is  a  Democrat  in  politics. 
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WILLIAM  ROBINSON  HURD 


Of  Bristol,  was  born  at  Medway,  Mass.,  forty- 
two  years  ago,  and  was  educated  in  the  public 
schools  of  that  town,  Walpole  and  Dorchester, 
and  at  Phillips  Academy.  His  boyhood  was 
passed  in  Eastern  Massachusetts.  He  was 
fifteen  years  of  age  when  his  family  returned 
to  the  old  homestead  in  Bristol,  aud  he  has 
since  resided  there.  From  1866  until  1884 
he  was  connected  with  the  E.  N.  "Welch  Manu- 
facturing Company  and  proved  himself  a  man  of 
superior  business  qualifications.  In  1880  he 
assumed  the  management  of  the  homestead  farm, 
now  called  Maplecroft,  and  the  past  six  years 
has  succeeded  in  making  it  one  of  the  best 
known  and  most  productive  of  New  England 
farms.  In  1885  he  ran  for  the  office  of  first 
selectman    at    Bristol,   the    opposing   candidate 


being  Mr.  C.  L.  Frisbie,  whose  majority  for  a 
dozen  years  had  not  fallen  below  150,  and  fre- 
quently exceeded  200.  Mr.  Hurd  cut  it  down  to 
•")!  and  was  elected  to  the  minority  place.  He  is 
a  staunch  Republican  and  has  rightly  been 
advanced  to  the  position  he  now  occupies.  He 
was  a  delegate  to  the  State  Republican  Conven- 
tion and  chairman  of  the  Fourth  Senatorial 
District  convention  last  fall.  Mr.  Hurd  is  an 
able  speaker,  and  his  influence  will  be  felt  on  the 
legislation  of  the  session.  His  personal  culture, 
training,  and  ability  placed  him  immediately 
among  the  leading  Republicans  in  the  House. 
Mr.  Hurd  has  been  a  member  of  the  Putnam 
Phalanx  since  1876  and  was  a  member  of  Major 
C.  H.  Case's  staff. 
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CHARLES  C.  HOSKINS 

Of  Bloomfield,  was  born  at  Bloomfield,  Decem- 
ber 17,  1862,  and  is  the  youngest  member  of 
the  House.  He  was  educated  in  the  Hartford 
High  School  and  Hannum's  Business  College. 
Mr.  Hoskins  is  engaged  in  farming,  and  is  a 
Democrat  in  politics. 


JOHN  ARTHUR  REEVE 

Of  Burlington,  was  born  at  New  Haven,  July 
20,  1859,  and  was  educated  in  the  public  schools 
at  New  Haven,  Middletown,  and  New  Britain. 
He  has  held  the  offices  of  Registrar  of  Voters, 
Board  of  Relief,  Town  Treasurer,  Collector,  and 
Town  Clerk.  He  was  re-elected  to  the  latter 
office  in  October,  for  the  fifth  consecutive  time. 
Mr.  Reeve  is  engaged  in  farming,  and  is  a  Demo- 
crat in  politics.  The  present  is  his  first  term  in 
the  Legislature. 


JOHN  KENNEDY 


Of  East  Hartford,  has  served  on  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  in  his  town,  and  has  held  the  office  of 
Assessor  for  three  years.  He  is  a  brother  of 
Colonel  Samuel  Kennedy  of  Hartford,  and  is  an 
influential  citizen  in  East  Hartford.  He  is  a  na- 
tive of  the  town,  having  been  born  there  Septem- 
ber 30,  1839.  Mr.  Kennedy  received  a  common 
school  education  and  has  spent  most  of  his  life  in 
farming.     In  politics  he  is  a  Democrat. 


CHARLES  W.  ROBERTS 

Of  East  Hartford,  was  born  there  in  1S40,  and 
received  a  common  school  education.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  House  in  1882,  serving  on  the 
Democratic  side.  Mr.  Roberts  has  also  held  the

At  present  he  is 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  School  Visitors,  and  is 
highly  honored  and  esteemed  by  the  community 
in  which  he  resides.  During  the  war,  he  was  in 
the  Seventh  Connecticut  Regiment,  enlisting  as  a 
private  in  Company  A  of  that  command.  He 
was  an  admirable  soldier,  officers  and  men  alike 
in  the  Seventh  entertaining  the  utmost  personal 
regard  for  him.  He  is  at  present  the  treasurer 
of  the  Peck,  Stow  &  Wilcox  Company.  Mr. 
Walkley  was  born  at  Southington,  June  27,  1832, 
and  received  a  district  school  and  academic  edu- 
cation. In  politics  he  is  a  Republican.  On  the 
temperance  question,  he  is  in  favor  of  prohibition 
instead  of  the  local  option  law,  but  believes  the 
way  to  prohibition  lies  through  a  strict  enforce- 
ment and  gradual  improvement  of  the  present 
law.

He  was  born  there,  June  23,  1820,  and 
was  educated  in  the  common  schools,  and  in  the 
Connecticut  Literary  Institute.  He  is  at  present 
one  of  the  trustees  of  the  Suffield  Savings  Bank, 
and  vice-president  of  the  Suffield  National  Bank.

He 
was  educated  in  the  district  school  and  at  Staples 
School  at  Easton.  He  is  a  farmer  and  stock- 
raiser,  and  has  been  Constable,  Grand  Juror, 
member  of  the  Town  Committee,  and  a  Road 
Surveyor.     He  is  a  Democrat. 


EDWARD  S.  HAWLEY 

Of  Huntington,  was  born  in  that  town  May  2, 
1851,  and  prepared  for  college  at  Phillips 
Academy  and  the  Hopkins  Grammar  School  at 


Xew  Haven.  He  is,  and  has  been  for  six  years, 
Acting  School  Visitor,  Secretary  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, Justice  of  the  Peace,  Grand  Juror,  and 
Registrar  of  Voters.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
House  in  1885,  and  is  a  farmer.  He  is  identified 
with  the  Republican  party. 


CHARLES  EDWARD  OSBORNE 

I  >f  Monroe,  is  thirty-seven  years  of  age,  and  was 
horn  in  Brooklyn,  X.  Y.,  June  5,  1849.  He 
graduated  at  the  Connecticut  Literai-y  Institute 
at  Suffield  in  1SG9,  and  entered  AVesleyan  from 
Watertown,  but  did  not  graduate,  leaving  dur- 
ing his  freshman  year.  From  1870  to  1875  he 
was  a  principal  of  public  schools,  and  from  1875 
to  1881  a  dealer  in  musical  instruments  and  sew- 
ing machines.  In  1880  he  took  the  United 
States  census  for  Monroe.  He  has  been  Regis- 
trar,  and  is  now  a  Justice  of  the  Peace.  In 
addition  to  his  other  recommendations  he  has 
that  of  having  passed  a  successful  examination 
for  the  Sheffield  Scientific  School,  and  for  both 
branches  of  the  Xew  York  Custom  House.  He 
is  the  youngest  son  of  Rev.  David  Osborne,  who 
was  for  forty-nine  years  an  active  Methodist 
minister  of  the  Xew  York  East  Conference.  He 
was  elected  as  an  Independent. 


BEXJAMIX  PENFIELD  MEAD 

Of  New  Canaan,  who  is  a  Republican,  elected 
by  52  majority  in  a  Democratic  town  —  although 
there  were  33  prohibition  votes, —  was  born  in 
Bridgeport,  September  20,  1847,  and  educated 
in  the  academy.  He  served  in  the  House  of 
1S85,  and  was  successful  in  securing  the  passage 
of  five  bills  that  he  introduced.  One  was  of 
more  than  usual  importance,  being  a  bill  pro- 
hibiting the  sale  of  liquor  and  gambling  on 
agricultural  fair  grounds.  He  is  a  merchant, 
and  First  Selectman,  having  been  such  for  six 
consecutive  years.  He  has  also  been  Town 
Clerk,  secretary  and  treasurer  of  a  local  corpora- 
tion, of  which  he  was  a  founder,  and  incumbent 
of  various  offices. 
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CHARLES  DANIEL  HANFORD  KELLOGG 

Of  New  Fairfield,  son  of  Barzillai  Buckley 
Kellogg,  was  born  November  25,  185G.  He 
attended  the  common  schools,  two  winter  terms 
in  graded  schools,  and  one  term  in  Bryant  & 
Stratton's  Business  College.  The  fall  he  was 
fifteen  years  old  he  accepted  a  position  in  the 
National  Pahquioque  Bank  of  Danbury,  and 
remained  there  nearly  five  years,  filling  accepta- 
bly positions  as  clerk,  book-keeper,  and  teller. 
He  then  went  home  to  take  charge  of  the  farm, 
and  relieve  his  father,  who  was  a  director  and 
afterwards  elected  president  of  said  bank,  which 
office  he  held  at  his  death  in  1882.  Mr.  Kellogg 
was  then  elected  a  director  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  his  father's  death,  which  office  he  still 
holds.  He  is  engaged  in  farming,  dairying,  and 
tobacco-raising,  owning  one  of  the  largest  farms 
in  the  town.  He  is  also  interested  in  the  Wood 
Creek  Drain  Company,  a  company  organized 
and  started  by  his  father,  formed  of  the  proprie- 
tors of  about  2,000  acres  of  low,  swamp,  muck 
land,  lying  on  both  sides  of  the  Wood  Creek  and 
its  tributaries  in  the  towns  of  New  Fairfield, 
Brookfield,  and  New  Milford.  He  is  also  a 
director  and  superintendent  of  the  Housatonic 
Creamery  Company,  which,  although  beginning 
business  only  October  4th,  last,  is  in  a  flourishing 
condition,  with  its  new  building  60  by  25  feet, 
and  its  ice-house.  He  is  an  Assessor,  and  has 
been  Town  Treasurer,  Collector,  Constable,  and 
Justice  of  the  Peace.  He  it  was  who  introduced 
the  road-making  machine  in  that  section  of  the 
State  in  1882,  and  now  they  are  used  in  all  the 
adjoining  towns.     He  is  a  Democrat. 


JOHN  J.  LYONS 

Of  Newtown,  age  twenty -nine,  was  born  in 
Newtown,  August  18,  1857,  and  enjoyed  the 
advantages  of  a  common  school  education.  For 
the  last  fifteen  years  he  has  been  a  rubber-belt 
maker  in  the  employ  of  the  New  York  B.  and  P. 
Company.  He  has  been  Registrar  of  Yoters,  a 
Grand  Juror,  School  Committee,  and  Demo- 
cratic Town  Committee.  He  has  always  been  a 
Democrat. 


CHARLES  JAMES  BLACKMAN 

Of  Newtown,  was  born  in  Brookfield,  April  12, 
1858,  and  is  twenty-nine  years  of  age.  He 
studied  in  the  common  schools,  and  then  became 
a  retail  feed  and  grain  dealer.  He  is  a  thorough- 
going Democrat. 


GEORGE  T.  BRADY 

Of  Norwalk,  a  Republican  of  staunch  principles, 
was  born  in  Norwalk,  January  5,  1823,  and  is 
sixty-four  years  of  age.  He  is  a  hatter  by  occu- 
pation ;  is  a  Grand  Juror,  and  has  been  Justice 
and  Constable.  He  received  a  common  school 
education. 


SAMUEL  BANKS  GORHAM 

Of  Redding,  who  was  born  in  Westport,  October 
12,  1820,  is  a  Republican  and  a  farmer,  who  has 
been  a  Road  Committeeman  and  an  Assessor, 
and  who  in  his  enlarged  field  of  usefulness  proves 
an  excellent  public  servant. 


DAVID  E.  SMITH 


Of  Redding,  Second  Representative  from  this 
town,  was  born  in  Ridgefield,  July  3,  1833.  He 
was  educated  in  the  district  school,  and  became 
a  hatter.  He  was  a  private  in  Company  E,  Con- 
necticut Infantry.     He  is  a  Republican. 


ELBRIDGE  GERRY  NORTHROP 

Of  Ridgefield,  born  there  October  14,  1829,  is 
fifty-seven  years  of  age,  and  was  educated  in  the 
common  schools  and  in  the  academy  of  his  native 
town.  He  was  a  Constable,  and  is  a  farmer  and 
a  Republican. 
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JOHN  FRANKLIN  HOLMES 

Of  Ridgefield,  is  forty  years  of  age,  and  was 
born  March  29,  1847.  The  common  school  and 
an  academic  course  at  High  Ridge  Institute, 
gave  him  only  the  bases  of  his  education.  For 
four  years  he  has  been  Tax  Collector.  His  life's 
work  has  been  that  of  a  farmer,  with  much  atten- 
tion to  Pomology.     He  is  a  Republican. 


SAMUEL  E.  VINCENT 

Of  Sherman,  a  Republican,  was  born  in  Sherman, 
January  7,  1854,  and  is  thirty-three  years  old. 
Teaching  —  for  eleven  years  —  and  the  business 
of  a  commission  merchant  in  Bridgeport  have 
engaged  his  attention,  but  he  is  now  a  farmer. 
He  was  educated  at  the  common  school,  the  Dan- 
bury  High  School,  Amenia  Seminary  (N.  Y.),  and 
General  Russell's  Military  Institute  in  New 
Haven.  He  has  been  an  Assessor,  and  is  now  a 
member  of  the  School  Board. 


ALBERT  G.  WEED 

Of  Stamford,  age  fifty-four,  was  born  in  New  York 
city  in  1833.  He  is  a  product  of  the  common 
schools,  and  has  for  five  years  been  a  member  of 
the  Borough  Board,  and  for  four  an  Assessor. 
He  is  a  grocer,  and  represented  Stamford  in  the 
House  in  1880.  He  is  a  Republican,  and  a  thor- 
oughly efficient  legislator,  who  ably  represents 
one  of  the  most  enterprising  towns  in  the  State. 


AUGUSTUS  MOEN  HURLBUTT 

Of  Stamford,  is  a  physician  and  a  Republican, 
born  at  Stamford,  June  21, 1855.  He  graduated 
at  Yale,  '76,  and  at  the  college  of  physicians  and 


surgeons  New  York  city.  He  has  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Warden  and  Burgesses  of  the 
borough  for  the  last  three  years.  The  doctor  is 
well  calculated  to  make  an  efficient  legislator. 


HENRY  G.  B.  CUZNER 

Of  Stratford,  was  born  in  London,  England, 
January  26,  1834,  but  at  the  age  of  one  was 
brought  to  this  country  by  his  parents,  who 
located  in  Windsor,  Conn.  Frequent  removals 
prevented  an}7  great  advantage  in  an  educational 
view,  and  at  nineteen  years  he  was  apprenticed 
as  a  carpenter  to  Moses  Breck  of  Northampton, 
Mass.  Breck  was  an  Abolitionist,  a  conductor 
of  the  underground  railway  from  the  South  to 
Boston,  and  a  total  abstainer.  Thus  the  young 
man  became  imbued  with  Republican  principles 
from  the  start.  In  1859  he  went  to  Bridgeport 
and  worked  as  a  carpenter  until  1861,  when  he 
took  a  contract  in  the  machine  department  of 
the  Wheeler  &  Wilson  Manufacturing  Company, 
which  he  still  holds.  In  1866  he  removed  to 
West  Stratford.  In  1874  he  was  chosen  a  Select- 
man of  Stratford,  and  re-elected  seven  times. 
In  1876  and  1877  he  was  elected  to  the  Court  of 
Burgesses,  and  in  1878  Warden  of  the  Borough 
of  West  Stratford.  From  1878  to  the  present 
time  he  has  been  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  has 
filled  other  offices.  In  1886  he  was  chosen 
Representative  by  222  majority  —  the  largest 
ever  given  to  any  Representative  in  the  town.

building  in  1874  in  such  capacity.  Mr.  Cuzner 
has  been  very  efficient  in  urging  young  men  to 
improve  their  opportunities,  in  school,  business, 
and  professional  life,  and  in  a  fraternal  view 
has  been  amply  repaid  by  the  thanks  of  the 
successful,  some  of  whom  have  advanced  from 
the  shop  to  the  bar.     He  is  a  Republican. 
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SAMUEL  B.  BEACH 

Of  Trumbull,  was  born  in  that  town,  October  4, 
1823,  and  has  generally  pursued  the  business  of 
farming.     He  is  a  Democrat. 


DeWITT  C.  BRADLEY 

Of  Weston,  a  Republican  and  senior  member  of 
the  firm  of  G.  W.  Bradley's  Sons,  Axe  and 
Edge  Tools  Manufacturing  Company,  was  born  in 
Weston,  December  26,  1846,  and  is  forty  years 
of  age.  He  studied  at  the  common  schools  and 
academy.  He  enlisted  in  the  regular  army  June 
3,  1869,  and  served  two  years  and  three  months 
in  the  First  United  States  Calvary  in  Idaho. 
He  was  discharged  at  Benicia  barrack,  California. 
During  his  term  he  saw  all  he  wanted  to  see  of 
the  "  noble  red  man." 


HENRY  PENFIELD  BURR 

Of  Westport,  was  born  in  Fairfield,  April  3, 
1819,  and  had  the  advantages  of  the  common 
school.  For  twelve  years  he  was  Postmaster, 
and  also  served  as  Town  Clerk.  In  1879  he  sat 
in  the  House.  He  has  been  in  mechanical  and 
mercantile  pursuits,  and  recruited  and  com- 
manded Company  E,  Seventeenth  Regiment 
Connecticut  Yolunteers.     He  is  a  Republican. 


NATHAN  M.  BELDEN 

Of  Wilton,  who  was  sixty  last  August,  was  born 
in  Wilton,  August  7,  1826.  He  graduated  at 
Trinity  College,  August,  1848,  and  for  thirty 
years  was  a  teacher.  Since  1878  he  has  been  a 
civil  engineer.  He  sat  in  the  Houses  of  1878, 
1879,  1880,  and  1881,  and  is  now  a  County  Com- 
missioner, Selectman,  School  Yisitor,  and  Justice 
of  the  Peace.     He  is  a  Republican.

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WILLIAM  P.  KELLY 


Of  Killingly,  was  born  in  that  town,  and  is  thirty- 
eight  years  of  age.  His  elementary  education 
was  acquired  in  the  district  school,  and  later  on 
he  completed  a  course  in  a  commercial  college, 
after  which  he  became  a  merchant,  in  which  busi- 
ness he  is  now  engaged.  Mr.  Kelly's  great- 
grandfather participated  in  the  war  of  the  Rev- 
olution ;  his  grandfather  in  the  war  of  1812 ;  his 
father,  brother,  and  himself  in  the  war  of  the 
Rebellion  —  a  war  record  of  which  the  family 
is  very  justly  proud.  His  grandfather,  Ebenezer 
Kelly,  was  for  four  terms  a  Representative  in 
the   Legislature ;    and   his   father,    John    Kelly, 


served  in  the  same  capacity  twice,  subsequently 
filling  the  office  of  County  Commissioner.  The 
subject  of  this  sketch  is  therefore  of  a  represent- 
ative race,  and  his  fitness  for  the  position  in  the 
estimation  of  his  townsmen  is  well  attested  by 
the  fact  that  at  the  recent  election  he  received 
the  largest  vote  ever  cast  for  a  Representative  by 
his  town.  Mr.  Kelly  was  once  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace  for  the  town  of  Sprague,  and  Postmaster 
there  four  years.  He  has  also  been  Assessor, 
Selectman,  and  Notary  Public.  He  is  a  Repub- 
lican, and  thoroughly  popular  in  the  community 
where  he  resides. 
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VINE   B.  FRANKLIN 

Of  Brooklyn,  aged  forty-three  years,  was  born  in 
Hampton,  January  2,  1843,  and  patronized  the 
common  schools.  He  was  chosen  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Relief,  and  is  now  Grand  Jnror  and 
Selectman.  Although  by  trade  he  is  a  machin- 
ist, he  is  now  prosecuting  the  business  of  farm- 
ing, and  he  was  a  Sergeant  in  the  Twenty-first 
Connecticut  Volunteers,  and  is  a  Republican. 


NEWELL  S.  DELPHIA 

Of  Ashford,  who  was  born  in  Ashford,  March 
28,  1840,  and  is  forty-six  years  of  age,  attended 
the  district  school  until  sixteen  years  of  age,  and 
then  the  select  school  of  Charles  S.  Buckly,  at 
Mansfield  Depot.  He  is  in  his  third  term  as  Con- 
stable and  Collector  of  Taxes.  He  was  brought 
up  as  a  farmer,  and  has  followed  the  pursuit  ever 
since,  for  the  past  twelve  years  keeping  a  public 
house  also.     He  is  a  Democrat. 


DAVIS  A.  BAKER 

Of  Ashford,  age  fifty-two  years,  was  born  in  Ash- 
ford, October  28,  1834.  The  common  school 
began  his  book  education,  the  Ashford  Academy 
continued  it,  and  the  Normal  School  at  New  Brit- 
ain finished  it.  He  was  in  the  House  in  1867, 
and  1877,  serving  the  latter  year  on  the  Commit- 
tee on  School  Fund.  He  is  a  merchant  now,  and 
has  been  a  teacher  for  fifteen  years.  For  seven- 
teen years  he  was  a  School  Visitor,  for  three 
years  Constable,  for  ten  years  a  Justice,  Clerk, 
and  Treasurer  for  fifteen  years,  Judge  of  Probate 
for  six  years,  Postmaster  at  Warrenville,  Select- 
man five  years,  and  chairman  of  the  Town  Com- 
mittee twenty  years.  He  is  now  Town  Clerk 
and  Treasurer,  Judge  of  Probate,  Treasurer 
Town  Deposit  Fund,  and  Trustee  of  the  Babcock 
Fund.  He  is  a  conservative  Democrat,  and  is 
frequently  consulted  by  members  of  both  leading 
political  parties. 


MARVIN  H.  SANGER 

Of  Canterbury,  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  Conn., 
April  12,  1827,  and  educated  at  the  common 
school.  He  was  once  elected  Secretary  of  State, 
and  was  a  member  of  the  House  in  1857,  1860, 
and  1883.  He  is  now  and  has  been  Judge  of 
Probate  — from  1864  to  1870,  and  from  1872  to 
1882  —  and  has  held  several  town  offices.  He  is 
now  Town  Clerk  —  which  position  he  also  held 
from  1852  to  1864,  and  in  1885  —  and  Treasurer, 
a  position  he  likewise  filled  from  1852  to  1882, 
and  in  1885.  His  general  business  has  been  that 
of  merchandizing  —  from  1849  to  1869 — but  at 
present  is  a  farmer.  He  is  a  Democrat,  and  a 
man  of  much  influence  in  his  party. 


COMFORT  STARR  BURLINGAME 

Of  Canterbury,  aged  thirty-three,  was  born  in 
Canterbury,  January  5,  1853,  and  is  a  product  of 
the  common  school.  In  1879  he  was  a  member 
of  the  House,  and  is  now  Acting  School  Visitor 
and  Assessor.  Nine  years  he  taught  school,  and 
since  that  has  been  a  farmer.     He  is  a  Democrat. 


WILLIAM  A.  CLARK 

Of  Chaplin,  is  a  farmer  and  a  Democrat  who  has 
filled  a  number  of  town  offices.  He  is  seventy 
years  of  age,  having  been  born  in  Hampton,  July 
15,  1816.  The  common  schools  assisted  him  in 
his  work.  Long  experience  in  life  has  made  him 
a  valuable  member  of  his  part}'. 


CHARLES   A.  WHEATON 

Of  Eastford,  age  twenty-eight,  was  born  in  East- 
ford,  June  11, 1858,  and  was  Postmaster  at  Phce- 
nixville  in  1882  and  1883.  His  business  has  been 
that  of  a  merchant  and  farmer.  The  Eastford 
common  school,  and  the  Nichols  Academy,  Dud- 
ley, Mass.,  gave  him  his  education.  He  is  a 
Democrat. 
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GUSTAYUS  D.  BATES 


Of  Thompson,  was  born  in  that  town  in  October 
1839,  and  studied  in  the  common  schools.  He 
is  a  Republican,  is  in  favor  of  constitutional  pro- 
hibition, and  has  had  a  somewhat  remarkable  life 
from  boyhood  until  now.  His  father  was  a  far- 
mer and  went  to  Grosvenordale  when  the  subject 
of  this  sketch  was  but  seven  years  of  age,  as 
"  outside  "  superintendent  for  the  Grosvenordale 
Company.  The  boy,  rather  than  acknowledge 
a  school  teacher's  authority,  became  a  mill  opera- 
tive. When  his  father  returned  to  Thompson, 
he  returned  also,  and  worked  on  the  farm  until 
sixteen  years  of  age,  when  he  became  a  school 
teacher  in  Burrillville,  R.  I.,  continuing  for  two 
terms,  the  following  year  teaching  for  two  terms 
at  North  Grosvenordale,  Conn.,  afterward  enter- 
ing a  factory  store  at  Grosvenordale.  He  enlisted 
in  1862  in  the  Seventh  Rhode  Island  Regiment, 
in  which  he  received  seven  promotions,  and  after 
serving  two  and  a  half  years  returned  disabled  by 
exposure  and  wounds.  Young  Bates'  military 
ardor  and  patriotism  were  so  intense  that  he  ran 
away  from  home  to  enlist,  much  to  the  disgust  of 
his  father,  who,  when  he  bade  his  son  good-bye, 


as  with  his  regiment  he  started  for  the  front,  said 
to  him  quite  pointedly — "  Runaway  boys  do  not 
generally  come  out  very  well."  Grasping  the 
paternal  hand  warmly,  the  young  soldier  replied, 
"  Father,  I'll  make  a  ,noble  exception  to  your 
rule !  "  —  which  promise  he  abundantly  verified. 
While  in  the  service  young  Bates  drubbed  with 
hot  ashes  an  officer  who  was  stealing  the  regi- 
ment's rations.  For  this  he  was  court-martialed, 
but  the  same  day  was  restored  to  his  former 
position  as  First  Sergeant,  and  soon  made  Acting 
Quartermaster,  the  guilty  officer  being  dishonor- 
ably discharged.  From  1865  to  1875  he  traveled 
for  a  Boston  house,  and  when  his  health  gave 
way  returned  to  Putnam  where  he  had  married. 
In  1877  he  became  a  commercial  traveler  from 
Troy,  N.  Y.,  and  within  a  year  thereafter  went 
to  New  York  city  as  manager  of  a  branch  house. 
Thence  he  went  to  Putnam  in  1884,  forming  a 
connection  with  the  "  Connecticut  Clothing  Com- 
pany." Colonel  Bates  is  tall  in  stature,  angu- 
lar, ready  in  debate,  and  exceedingly  popular 
among  his  acquaintances. 
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JOSEPH  W.  CONGDON 

Of  Hampton,  is  a  Rejmblican  who  will  exercise 
the  right  of  private  judgment.  He  was  born  in 
Pomfret,  December  4,  1845,  and  is  therefore  for- 
ty-one years  of  age.  The  common  schools  and  a 
few  terms  in  the  select  schools  educated  him. 
He  has  been  Acting  School  Visitor  since  1881, 
and  has  been  also  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen, Assessor,  School  Visitor,  and  Grand 
Juror.  For  seventeen  terms  he  taught  school, 
but  is  now  making  farming  his  sole  business. 


MILTON  ADELBERT  SHUMWAY 

Of  Killingly,  aged  thirty-eight,  was  born  in  Kil- 
lingly,  August  30,  1848.  After  finishing  with 
the  public  schools  of  Danielsonville,  he  entered 
Phillips  Academy  at  Exeter,  1ST.  H.,  and  gradu- 
ted  at  Harvard  in  1873.  He  then  studied  law 
and  was  admitted  to  the  Windham  County  bar 
in  1874.  His  practice  is  in  Danielsonville  and 
vicinity.  He  is  a  Republican,  and  was  in  the 
House  last  year.  His  ability  and  services  have 
won  recognition  for  him  as  one  of  the  most 
efficient  of  legislators. 


EDWARD  MILNER 

Of  Plainfield,  is  an  Englishman  by  birth,  forty- 
four  years  of  age.  He  came  to  America  with  his 
parents  when  but  three  years  old,  attended  the 
district  school  during  a  considerable  portion  of 
his  minority,  afterwards  acquiring  a  thorough 
practical  knowledge  of  woolen  manufacturing, 
which  business  he  has  generally  pursued  up  to 
the  present  time.  The  present  session  affords 
him  his  first  experience  in  legislation.  He  acts 
with  the  Republican  party. 


EDWARD  G.  BUGBEE 

Of  Plainfield,  who  was  formerly  a  cotton  spinner, 
and  is  now  the  proprietor  of  a  livery  stable,  was 
born  in  Ashford  fifty-eight  years  ago.  He  was 
prepared  for  life  in  the  common  schools,  and  is  a 
Republican. 


CHARLES  OTIS  THOMPSON 

Of  Pomfret,  who  has  been  in  business  in  Chicago, 
111.,  for  five  years,  is  now  a  farmer.  He  was 
born  in  Pomfret,  June  19,  1849,  and  is  a  gradu- 
ate of  various  private  schools  and  a  commercial 
college.     He  is  a  Republican. 


CHARLES  F.  MARTIN 

Of  Pomfret,  is  Postmaster  at  Elliott,  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Republican  Town  Committee  and  of 
the  Board  of  Relief.  He  was  born  in  Brooklyn, 
Conn.,  March  3,  1857,  and  after  passing  through 
the  common  school  and  taking  a  term  at  the  high 
school,  at  eighteen  years  entered  a  country  store 
as  clerk.

CALEB  ANTHONY 

Of  Scotland,  is  a  stone  mason  who  has  lived  in 
Scotland  since  1854.  He  was  born  in  Fair 
Haven,  Mass.,  June  15,  1851,  and  studied  in  the 
common  schools.  For  three  terms  he  taught 
school  in  his  own  district,  and  for  two  terms  in 
District  No.  8,  Canterbury.  He  is  Registrar  of 
Voters,  District  Clerk,  and  clerk  of  the  Christian 
Church,  Hampton.  For  four  years  he  was  chair- 
man of  the  School  Visitors.     He  is  a  Republican. 


WILLIAM  C.  PIKE 

Of  Sterling,  who  is  a  Republican,  book-keeper 
for  the  Sterling  Dyeing  and  Finishing  Company, 
was  born  in  Sterling,  September  4,  1832.  He 
was  educated  at  the  district  school,  the  Plainfield 
Academy,  and  the  Smithville  Seminary,  North 
Scituate,  R.  I.  He  has  been  Town  Treasurer. 
This  is  his  first  year  in  the  Legislature. 
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CHAELES  D.  TORREY 


of  Putnam,  age  forty-six,  was  born  in  Pomfret, 
March  8,  1840.  He  sat  in  the  House  in  1886, 
and  was  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Education 
and  that  on  Woman  Suffrage.  The  public 
schools  and  a  few  terms  at  Nichols  Academy, 
Dudley,  Mass.,  gave  him  his  education.     He  has 


been  School  Visitor,  member  of  the  Board  of  Re- 
lief and  Assessor  —  which  latter  position  he  still 
holds.  Although  he  was  for  some  years  in  the 
mercantile  business,  and  a  book-keeper  for  a 
manufacturing  firm,  he  is  now  a  farmer.  His 
Republicanism  is  of  the  tried  and  true  kind. 
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BRYAN  S.  THOMPSON 

Of  Thompson,  a  merchant  who  served  during 
the  war  in  Company  E,  Ninth  Rhode  Island, 
is  a  well-grounded  Republican.  He  was  born  in 
Smithfield,  R.  I.,  July  8,  1845,  and  is  forty-one 
years  of  age.  The  common  schools  gave  him 
the  basis  of  his  education. 


ALONZO  O.  WOODWARD 

Of  Thompson,  who  is  at  present  farming,  saw 
the  light  first  at  Thompson,  December,  1834. 
He  had  a  seat  in  the  common  school  and  was, 
after  attaining  his  majority,  elevated  to  the 
positions  of  Grand  Juror,  Assessor,  Justice  of 
the  Peace,  and  Selectman.  He  is  still  a  Justice, 
and  a  Republican. 


J.  GRIFFIN  MARTIN 

Of  Windham,  was  born  in  Chaplin,  October  8, 
1832.  Having  embraced  the  advantages  of  the 
common  school,  the  remainder  of  his  life  he 
received  the  education  furnished  by  attrition 
with  Windham  people.  He  was  sent  to  the 
House  of  1875,  and  has  been  (for  ten  years)  a 
Selectman,  for  six  or  seven  years  First  Selectman, 
and  has  held  some  other  town  offices.  He  is  a 
farmer,  but  is  now  in  no  business.  In  political 
affiliation  he  is  a  Democrat. 


ALBERT  ROSWELL  MORRISON 

Of  Windham,  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the 
W.  G.  &  A.  R.  Morrison  Company,  and  director 
in  the  Windham   National  Bank,  and  two  other 


corporations,  is  a  Democrat,  who  was  born  in 
Windsor,  February  13,  1854.  After  finishing 
with  the  common  schools  he  entered  the  Hart- 
ford High  School  where  he  remained  two  years. 
He  has  been  Grand  Juror  and  Burgess,  and  is 
now  Water  Commissioner.     He  is  a  Democrat. 


ALBERT  APLIN  PAINE 

Of  Woodstock,  age  fifty-one,  was  born  October 
29,  1835,  and  received  a  good  business  education. 
He  has  generally  been  in  the  farming  and  lum- 
bering business,  in  which  former  he  is  still 
engaged.  For  two  years  he  was  a  merchant, 
and  he  has  also  dealt  in  horned  cattle.  The  first 
vote  he  ever  cast  was  in  the  State  of  Michigan 
for  John  C.  Fremont  in  1856,  and  voted  for 
Senator  Hawley  for  Senator.  He  is  an  abstainer 
from  liquor  and  tobacco.  He  has  filled  many 
minor  offices,  including  that  of  Justice  and 
Selectman.  He  is  now  a  Justice,  deacon  in  the 
Congregational  Church,  and  superintendent  of 
the  Sunday-school  in  Woodstock  Third  Society. 
Owing  to  a  fractured  hand  he  could  not  serve  in 
the  army. 


JOHN  M.  ALLEN 


Of  Woodstock,  during  the  war  served  as  a  private 
uy  the  First  Connecticut  Heavy  Artillery.  His 
father  represented  Union  in  the  Legislature  of 
1845.  Henry  K.  Allen,  a  brother,  represented 
Eastford  in  1886,  and  Charles  N.  Allen,  another 
brother,  represented  Putnam  in  1883,  1884,  and 
1885.  He  was  born  in  Union,  November  18, 
1838,  and  was  educated  in  the  common  schools. 
He  is  Grand  Juror  and  District  Treasurer,  having 
held  the  latter  position  for  fifteen  years.  His 
business  is  in  the  mechanical  line,  and  he  is  a 
staunch  Republican. 
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LEVERETTE  W.  WESSELLS 


Of  Litclifield,  was  born  in  Litchfield,  July  28, 
1819,  and  received  an  academic  education.  In 
politics  Mr.  Wessells  is  a  Republican,  and  as 
such  was  elected  Deputy  Sheriff  of  Litchfield 
County  in  1845,  and  served  in  this  capacity  until 
1854,  when  he  was  elected  Sheriff,  a  position  he 
held  until  1866.  He  was  Postmaster  of  Litch- 
field, from  1850  to  1854.  In  the  war  he  served 
with  distinction  as  Colonel  of  the  Nineteenth 
Regiment,  Connecticut  Volunteers,  from  July  28, 
1862,  to  September  15,  1863,  the  date  of  his  res- 


ignation. He  was  made  Provost  Marshal  of  the 
Fourth  District,  January  9,  1864,  and  held  that 
position  until  the  close  of  the  war.  In  1866  he 
entered  mercantile  life,  and  has  pursued  his  avo- 
cation in  this  direction  since.  In  1879  he  was 
elected  to  the  House,  serving  on  the  Railroad 
Committee,  and  the  same  year  was  appointed 
Quartermaster-General.  At  present  he  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  and  is  Com- 
mander of  the  Seth  F.  Plumb  Post,  No.  80, 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 
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II  AERY  CLEMONS 

Of  Litchfield,  is  a  native  of  that  town,  where  he 
was  born  October  17, 1831.  He  received  a  com- 
mon school  education,  and  has  always  pursued 
farming  as  an  avocation.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  House  in  1880,  and  has  held  various  offices 
in  his  town,  being  Assessor  and  Selectman  for 
several  years.  He  acts  with  the  Democratic 
party. 


OWEN  E.  CASE 


Of  Barkhamsted,  is  thirty-eight  years  of  age, 
having  been  born  in  Barkhamsted,  January  18, 
1849.  The  common  and  select  schools  of  his 
native  place,  and  the  Commercial  College  in  New 
Haven,  afforded  him  the  means  of  obtaining  an 
education,  and  then  he  turned  his  attention  to 
farming.  He  has  filled  the  office  of  School  Visi- 
tor and  Constable,  and  has  been  Town  Clerk  for 
the  past  five  years.     He  is  a  Democrat. 


WALLACE  CASE 


Of  Barkhamsted,  is  a  native  of  the  town  of  Can- 
ton. His  age  is  forty-two  years.  He  acquired  a 
thorough  education  in  the  district  school,  and  has 
been  engaged  in  the  lumber  and  grain  business, 
in  which  he  has  been  eminently  successful.  He 
occupies  a  prominent  position  in  church  affairs, 
and  is  highly  respected  and  esteemed  by  his 
townsmen.  He  is  an  earnest  Republican,  and 
now  for  the  first  time  a  member  of  the  Legis- 
lature. 


FREDERICK  STOCKMAN 

Of  Bethlehem,  was  born  in  Boston,  August  28, 
1848.  He  received  a  common  school  education, 
and  when  a  young  man,  taught  school  and  con- 
ducted a  mercantile  business  in  West  Virginia, 
where  he  lived  from  1866  to  1876,  serving  three 
years  also  as  a  Postmaster  while  in  that  State. 
He  has  been  a  Grand  Juror  since  he  began  his 
residence  in  Bethlehem,  and  at  present  holds  the 
position  of  Registrar  of  Voters,  member  of  the 
Board  of  Relief,  and  Justice  of  the  Peace.  He 
is  a  Republican  through  and  through. 


JAMES  H.  KEELER,  Jr., 

Of  Bridgewater,  is  a  native  of  the  town  he  rep- 
resents, and  was  forty-four  years  old  on  Feb- 
ruary 4,  1887.  He  received  a  common  school 
education,  and  early  in  life  turned  his  attention 
to  farming.  He  has  been  Assessor  since  1879, 
and  has  been  a  Constable  for  the  last  ten  years. 
Politically  he  is  a  Democrat. 


SIDNEY  W.  MORRIS 

Of  Canaan,  began  his  second  year  in  the  Legis- 
lature with  the  opening  of  this  session,  having 
been  elected  to  the  House  in  1885.  He  is  fifty- 
nine  years  of  age,  and  was  born  in  Falls  Village. 
He  enjoyed  a  common  school  education,  and 
learned  the  carpenter's  trade.     He  is  a  Democrat. 


NEWTON  GRISWOLD 

Of  Colebrook,  has  been  a  farmer  for  the  past  five 
years ;  previous  to  entering  on  this  pursuit  he  was 
a  carpenter  and  miller  for  fifteen  years.  He  was 
born  in  Morris,  October  14,  1835,  and  was  edu- 
cated at  a  common  school.  At  the  beginning  of 
the  war  he  was  drafted,  but  was  exempted  from 
doing  service  by  reason  of  a  disability.  This  is 
his  fourth  consecutive  year  as  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Relief,  and  for  the  past  two  years  he 
has  been  a  Grand  Juror.     He  is  a  Democrat. 


JOHN  ALLEN  DEMING 

Of  Colebrook,  the  second  Representative,  is  a 
fanner  by  occupation.  He  is  a  native  of  Cole- 
brook, and  will  be  thirty-three  years  old  on  April 
30th,  next.  A  common  school  and  the  Institute 
at  New  Marlboro,  Mass.,  afforded  him  the  means 
of  obtaining  an  education.  He  is  an  Assessor, 
School  Visitor,  and  Registrar  of  Voters  in  his 
town,  and  is  one  of  the  Democratic  Town  Com- 
mittee. He  has  also  held  the  position  of  Con- 
stable. 
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ISAAC  NEWTON  BARTRAM 


Of  Sharon,  was  born  at  Redding  in  1839,  and 
received  a  common  school  and  academic  educa- 
tion at  Redding  Ridge  Academy.  He  has  had 
three  years'  experience  in  the  House,  having  been 
a  member  of  that  body  in  1868,  1872,  and  1876, 
and  served  among  others  on  the  State  Prison 
Committee.  He  removed  to  Sharon  from  Red- 
ding in  1864,  and  has  held  the  offices  of  Selectman 
and   Town  Treasurer  there.     He  has   been    an 


architect  and  builder,  and  has  constructed  a  good 
deal  of  heavy  masonry.  Mr.  Bartram's  grand- 
father, Isaac  Bartram,  with  four  brothers,  went 
through  the  Revolutionary  War.  His  father  was 
Isaac  Hamilton  Bartram.  The  family  is  of 
Scotch  descent,  and  settled  originally  in  the  town 
of  Fairfield.  From  there  they  removed  to  Red- 
ding in  1740.  Mr.  Bartram  is  a  Democrat  in 
politics  and  is  an  influential  resident  of  Sharon. 
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SMITH  W.  MERRIFIELD 

Of  Cornwall,  was  born  at  Pine  Plains,  April  18, 
1834,  and  is  a  staunch  supporter  of  the  Demo- 
cratic party.  He  was  educated  at  a  public  school, 
was  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  1866  and  1868  at 
Millerton,  served  four  years,  and  then  moved  to 
Cornwall,  where  he  was  elected  Constable,  and 
held  the  office  three  years.  He  is  a  merchant 
and  manufacturer  by  occupation. 


RANSOM  F.  SMITH 

Of  Cornwall,  the  second  Representative,  was  thir- 
ty-eight years  old  on  December  29,  1886.  He 
was  educated  at  a  common  school,  and  has  al- 
ways been  engaged  in  mercantile  business  since 
his  graduation.  At  present  he  is  the  Democratic 
Registrar  of  Voters. 


TRUMAN  P.  CLARK 

Of  Goshen,  was  a  member  of  the  House  in  1873. 
At  present  he  is  a  Selectman,  and  has  held  other 
offices  in  his  town.  He  was  born  at  Winchester, 
May  28,  1826,  and,  like  many  other  members  of 
the  Legislature,  received  a  common  school  educa- 
tion. He  has  always  been  engaged  in  farming, 
lumbering,  and  general  carpenter  business.  The 
Democratic  party  will  find  in  him  a  staunch 
supporter. 


CHARLES  G.  ADAMS 

Of  Goshen,  is  a  Springfield  man,  but  has  resided 
in  Connecticut  during  a  greater  portion  of  his 
life.  He  is  fifty-seven  years  old,  and  a  De- 
mocrat. After  concluding  his  education  at  a 
common  school,  he  learned  the  blacksmith's  trade 
and  is  engaged  in  it  at  present.  During  the  war 
he  was  a  Corporal  of  the  Second  Connecticut 
Heavy  Artillery,  and  served  with  distinction. 
He  has  been  a  Constable,  but  at  present  is  a  Jus- 
tice of  the  Peace. 


ALBERT  W.  BUELL 

Of  Harwinton,  was  born  in  the  town  he  repre- 
sents, July  18,  1846.  He  was  educated  at  a 
common  school  and  at  an  academy,  and  has  al- 
ways taken  an  active  interest  in  educational  mat- 
ters, pursuing  the  arduous  duties  of  a  school 
teacher,  with  the  practical  life  of  a  farmer.  He 
has  been  the  Secretary  and  Acting  Visitor  of  the 
Harwinton  School  Board,  and  is  at  present  its 
chairman,  besides  being  the  Secretary  of  the  Ag- 
ricultural Society  of  his  town.  He  is  a  Repub- 
lican in  politics,  a  Prohibitionist  in  principles, 
but  not  in  sympathy  with  the  Prohibition  party. 


HENRY  E.  HINMAN 

Of  Harwinton,  is  a  mechanic  by  occupation,  and 
an  active  worker  in  the  Republican  party  of  his 
town.  He  was  born  at  Harwinton,  August  28, 
1836,  and  received  a  common  school  education. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
1863,  serving  on  the  Committee  on  Sale  of  Lands. 
He  was  Selectman  for  thirteen  years,  chairman 
of  the  board  for  ten  years,  Magistrate  for  twenty 
years,  and  has  frequently  been  administrator  on 
various  estates,  besides  being  called  on  from  time 
to  time  to  act  as  a  Committee  of  the  Superior 
Court  in  the  trial  of  ulterior  cases.  At  present 
he  is  First  Selectman,  Town  Agent,  Justice  of 
the  Peace,  Highway  Surveyor,  and  one  of  the 
Auditors  for  Litchfield  County. 


EDWARD  J.  INGERSOLL 

Of  Kent,  was  born  in  that  town  May  13,  ls47. 
but  after  receiving  a  partial  education  there, 
removed  to  New  York,  where  he  completed  it 
at  Prof.  Benjamin  W.  Dwight's  Academy.  He 
filled  a  clerkship  in  New  York  until  his  return 
to  Kent  in  1880,  and  at  present  is  not  engaged  in 
any  pursuit.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Seventh 
Regiment,  National  Guard,  State  of  New  York, 
for  nine  years.      In  politics  he  is  a  Democrat. 
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JOHN  HENRY  WOOD 


Of  Thoraaston,  oldest  son  of  Henry  and  Julia 
(Ford)  Wood,  and  grandson  of  James  and  Susan 
(Elmer)  Wood  of  East  Windsor,  was  born  June  30, 
1828,  his  mother  being  a  direct  descendant  of 
Barnabas  Ford,  one  of  the  oldest  settlers  of  North- 
bury  (now  Thomaston),  then  part  of  the  town 
of  Waterbury.  Mr.  Wood  began  early  in  life  to 
earn  his  own  living,  working  at  farming  summers 
and  attending;  school  during;  the  winter  months. 
At  the  age  of  fifteen  he  received  from  his  father 
his  time  as  a  heritage,  and  immediately  contracted 
with  Morse  &  Blakeslee  (both  cousins  of  his)  to 
serve  a  three  years'  apprenticeship  in  learning  the 
trade  of  making  clock  movements,  remaining  in 
the  employ  of  the  firm  one  year  after  the  expira- 
tion of  the  term.  The  following  year  he  was 
employed  by  Hiram  Camp  of  New  Haven,  and 
S.  B.  Terry  of  Terry  ville.  Since  1848,  with  the 
exception  of  about  nine  months,  he  has  been 
connected  with  the  Seth  Thomas  Clock  Company, 
as  contractor  and  foreman,  and  for  the  past  twenty- 


three  years,  and  at  present,  as  superintendent  of 
the  clock  movement  factory  of  said  company. 
He  was  married  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  to  Mary 
Ostram  of  Torrington,  by  whom  he  has  had 
two  children,  a  daughter  and  son.  The  daughter, 
Eliza,  married  Lieutenant  O.  B.  Sawyer  of  Com- 
pany A,  Fourteenth  Regiment,  Connecticut  Vol- 
unteers, and  died  Feb.  17, 1872,  leaving  two  sons, 
Frederick  H.  and  Wilbur  J.,  and  one  daughter 
who  died  in  infancy.  Lieutenant  Sawyer  died 
Nov.  16,  1874,  leaving  his  two  orphaned  boys  in 
the  care  of  their  grandparents,  John  H.  and 
Mary  Wood,  with  whom  they  have  ever  since 
resided,  and  are  now  attending  the  Thomaston 
High  School;  young  men  of  fine  attainments  and 
irreproachable  character.  The  son,  Henry  O.,  is 
married  to  Bell  Mallory,  resides  in  Thomaston, 
and  is  assisting  his  father  by  keeping  the  books 
of  the  department  under  his  charge.  Mr.  Wood 
is  a  public  spirited,  kind  hearted,  affable  gentle- 
man, and  a  man  of  thorough  temperance  princi- 
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pies  and  habits.  This  is  his  first  legislative  ex- 
perience. In  politics  Mr.  Wood  is  a  Republican, 
having  been  connected  with  that  party  since  its 
formation.  He  has  been  Grand  Juror,  School 
Committee,  trustee  for  twenty-three  years  (and 
at  present)  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
chairman  of  the  building  committee  which  erected 
the  present  church  in  1866,  one  of  the  corpora- 
tors,  and  at  present  a  director,  vice-president,  and 
one  of  the  loaning  committee  of  the  Thomaston 
Savings  Bank.  Mr.  Wood  was  elected  to  the 
Legislature  by  a  clear  majority  over  three  other 
candidates  for  the  same  office.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Banks. 


LEVI  S.  HOWE 


Of  Morris,  is  a  native  of  Cornwall,  where  he  was 
horn  June  21,  1827.  A  common  school  afforded 
him  the  means  of  obtaining  an  education.  He 
resided  in  the  town  of  Canaan  for  nineteen 
years,  where  he  held  the  office  of  Selectman  for 
four  years.  From  1872  to  1883  he  lived  in 
Cornwall.  His  occupation  is  that  of  purchaser 
of  supplies  for  manufacturing  firms.  Politically 
he  is  a  Democrat. 


WALTER  B.  GATES 

Of  New  Hartford,  is  a  native  of  East  Hartland, 
where  he  was  born  September  24,  1851.  He 
received  a  common  school  education,  and  has 
never  held  a  political  office  before.  For  the  past 
thirteen  years  he  has  been  engaged  in  mercantile 
business  in  New  Hartford.     He  is  a  Republican. 


SYLVESTER  N.  PETTIBONE 

Of  New  Hartford,  has  resided  in  that  section  of 
that  town  known  as  Bakerville  since  1849.  He 
was  born  at  Burlington  in  this  State,  September 
14,  1828,  and  was  educated  at  a  common  school. 
He  was  a  clerk  and  merchant  during  the  greater 
part  of  his  life,  and  was  Postmaster  at  Bakerville 
from  1857  to  1884,  when,  considering  himself  an 


offensive  partisan  in  the  full  sense  of  the  term, 
he  resigned.  He  was  Registrar  of  Electors  for 
a  number  of  years,  and  held  the  office  of  Select- 
man for  seven  successive  years.  In  1870  he  was 
a  member  of  the  House,  and  is  at  present  one  of 
the  County  Commissioners.  He  is  now  engaged 
in  farming.  He  is  a  Republican  with  no  limita- 
tions whatever. 


ISAAC  B.  BRISTOL 

Of  New  Milford,  is  sixty-four  years  of  age,  and 
is  a  native  of  Brookfield.  He  was  educated  at 
an  academy,  has  held  the  position  of  director  in 
National  and  Savings  Banks,  was  a  member  of 
the  House  in  1867,  '68,  and  '69,  and  at  present  is 
an  Assessor.  He  is  engaged  in  farming.  Politi- 
cally he  calls  himself  an  Independent  Democrat, 
and  remarks  that  it  is  a  miserable  position  to 
be  in. 


SEELY  B.  RICHMOND 

Of  New  Milford,  claims  that  town  as  his  birth- 
place, and  writes  that  he  is  fifty-eight  years  old. 
He  received  a  common  school  education,  has 
been  a  Selectman,  and  at  present  engaged  in 
farming  and  raising  cattle.  He  will  work  with 
the  Democratic  party. 


ALBERT  P.  BRIGGS 

Of  North  Canaan,  was  born  in  Canaan,  August 
17,  1842.  On  leaving  school,  he  spent  a  year  at 
an  academy,  and  in  1864  graduated  from  East- 
man's Business  College,  Poughkeepsie,  N.  Y. 
He  then  became  a  private  in  Company  F,  Second 
Connecticut  Heavy  Artillery.  He  has  been  a 
Constable,  and  Collector  of  Taxes,  and  for  the 
past  two  years  he  has  been  a  Selectman.  During 
the  last  eight  years  he  has  had  the  entire  charge 
of  the  large  flour  and  feed  mill  of  the  Barnum- 
Richardson  Company.  He  is  commander  of 
David  S.  Cowles  Post,  No.  60,  Grand  Army 
Republic,  and  in  politics  is  a  Democrat. 
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MICHAEL   F.  SKELLY 


Of  Woodbury,  is  a  native  of  Ireland;  was  born 
September  6,  1837,  in  the  village  of  Carrobeg 
Skelly,  Parish  of  Cashel,  Longford  County. 
Came  to  this  country  iu  1853  and  to  Woodbury 
in  April,- 1854,  where  he  found  a  home  in  the 
family  of  the  late  Joseph  F.  Walker,  and  from 
him  learned  the  blacksmith  trade.  After  six 
years  in  the  service  of  Mr.  Walker  he  established 
a  business  of  his  own,  and  still  wields  the  ham- 
mer with  telling  blows.  Received  some  educa- 
tion in  the  National  School  in  Ireland,  and  iu 
the  common  school  in  Woodbury.  Mr.  Skelly  is 
the  Democratic  Registrar  of  Voters,  and  has 
held  that  office  for  six  years ;  was  for  three  years 
a  Grand  Juror,  is  now  a  Justice  of  the  Peace, 
has  held  that  office  for  eight  years,  and  has  acted 
as  a  Trial  Justice  during  the  last  four  years. 
For  many  years  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Democratic  Town  Committee,  and  is  now  chair- 
man of  that  committee;  is  a  member  of  the 
Twentieth    District   Senatorial   Committee,  and 


has  been  chairman  of  that  committee  for  four 
years.  Was  one  of  the  corporators  of  the  Wood- 
bury Savings  Bank,  has  been  one  of  the  directors 
since  its  organization,  and  is  now  a  loan  agent 
for  the  bank.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Catholic 
Total  Abstinence  Union  of  Connecticut,  and  was 
for  three  years  treasurer  of  that  organization.  Is 
a  member  of  the  National  Catholic  Total  Absti- 
nence Union  of  America,  and  was  a  delegate  to 
the  National  Convention  held  at  New  Haven, 
August,  1885.  He  hates  all  prevalent  vices  of 
the  day,  but  especially  the  vice  of  intemperance. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  School  Visitors, 
and  takes  great  interest  in  the  education  of  the 
youth  of  his  adopted  town.  He  takes  a  lively, 
active  part  in  all  that  concerns  the  welfare  of  his 
town.  He  has  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that 
he  was  not  only  elected  by  his  Democratic  friends, 
but  by  his  fellow-citizens  and  neighbors,  regard- 
less of  party  lines.  Although  Mr.  Skelly  has 
always  been  a  fearless  and  outspoken  Democrat, 
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yet  he  does  not  forget  that  lie  was  elected  to 
represent  the  citizens  of  Woodbury  without  dis- 
tinction of  party.  During  the  session  he  has 
proved  himself  to  be  an  energetic,  faithful,  and 
influential  member,  never  absent  from  his  duties, 
and  giving  satisfaction  to  his  constituency  of  all 
parties.  Mr.  Skelly  furnishes  an  excellent  ex- 
ample of  what  a  boy,  born  abroad  and  coming  to 
this  country  without  money  or  acquaintances, 
can  do,  by  the  exercise  of  the  virtues  of  industry, 
temperance,  and  a  laudable  ambition,  under  the 
benign  influence  of  our  free  institutions.

Of  Norfolk,  is  a  native  of  the  town  he  represents, 
and  was  born  March  17,  1841.  He  received  a 
good  education,  and  during  the  war  was  Ser- 
geant of  Company  E,  Eleventh  Connecticut 
Yolunteers.  He  has  been  a  Constable,  and  Col- 
lector of  Taxes,  and  for  ten  years  was  engaged 
in  the  grocery  business  in  New  Britain.  At 
present  he  is  occupied  in  farming.  He  is  a 
Republican. 


JOHN  D.  BASSETT 

Of  Norfolk,  is  one  of  the  youngest  men  of  the 
House.  He  was  born  at  Plainfield,  January  6, 
1858.  He  prepared  for  college  at  Williston  Sem- 
inary, Easthampton,  Massachusetts,  and  entered 
Yale  in  the  class  of  1880.  He  remained  there 
about  two  years  and  a  half,  and  then  went  to 
Rochester,  Minn.,  where  he  entered  a  Loan  and 
Law  office.  In  the  fall  of  1879  he  returned  East, 
and  received  an  appointment  at  the  banking 
house  of  Cowles  &  Eldridge  at  Norfolk.  January 
1,  1883,  he  became  the  junior  partner  of  the 
mercantile  house  of  Clark  &  Bassett,  a  position 
he  holds  at  present.  For  some  time  he  has  been 
more  or  less  interested  in  the  Western  real  estate 
and  loan  business,  and  is  now  president  of  the 
Cedar  County  Bank  of  Hartington,  Neb.  He 
has  never  been  without  some  local  office  since 


he  cast  his  first  vote,  having  been  Constable, 
member  and  Secretary  of  Board  of  School  Vis- 
itors for  Norfolk,  Collector  of  Taxes,  Registrar 
of  Voters,  and  Grand  Juror.  He  now  holds  the 
two  latter  offices,  and  is  an  enthusiastic  Republi- 
can. He  is  clerk  of  Committee  on  Temperance, 
and  Chairman  of  Committee  to  Investigate  Fraud 
on  part  of  County  Commissioners. 


HORACE  FENN 


Of  Plymouth,  is  a  native  of  the  town  he  repre- 
sents, and  is  fifty-three  years  of  age.  He  re- 
ceived a  common  school  education,  and  has  been 
engaged  in  various  occupations,  principally  in 
fine  mechanical  work,  mercantile  business,  and 
farming.  He  was  Postmaster  for  twenty-one 
years,  Town  Treasurer  twenty-five  years,  and  has 
held  other  and  important  local  offices.  He  is  a 
Republican. 


EPHRAIM  MOWER 

Of  Roxbury,  was  born  in  Worcester,  Mass., 
April  8,  1825,  and  received  a  good  educa- 
tion at  the  Worcester  High  School.  Since  1872 
he  has  pursued  the  business  of  granite  dealer 
and  quarry  man,  his  property  being  known 
as  the  Mine  Hill  Stone  Quarries.  He  is  a 
Republican. 


NICHOLAS  SLINGLAND 

Of  Salisbury,  is  a  native  of  Paterson,  N.  J., 
where  he  was  born  September  10,  1829,  being 
therefore  fifty-seven  years  old.  He  acquired  a 
common  school  education,  and  pursued  the  occu- 
pation of  machinist.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Relief  of  his  town  in  1883  and  1884, 
but  at  present  holds  no  office.     He  is  a  Democrat. 


JOHN  P.  WALTON 

Of  Salisbury,  is  a  native  of  that  town,  forty  years 
of  age,  a  mechanic  and  a  Democrat. 
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HILON  MIDDLEBROOK 

Of  Sharon,  was  born  in  Amenia,  Dutchess 
County,  New  York,  February  12,  1825.  He 
served  in  the  House  in  1871,  and  is  engaged  in 
milling  and  carriage  making.     He  is  a  Democrat. 


ELISHA  J.  STEELE 

Of  Torrington,  is  a  native  of  the  town  he  repre- 
sents, having  been  '  born  there  June  29,  1843. 
He  was  educated  at  a  common  school,  took  up 
the  study  of  mechanics,  and  is  now  Superintend- 
ent of  the  wire  department  of  the  Coe  Brass 
Manufacturing  Company.  He  served  in  the  war 
as  a  private  in  Company  I,  First  Connecticut 
Heavy  Artillery.  He  has  been  chairman  of  the 
Republican  Town  Committee  for  the  last  eight 
vears. 


JOHN  GARNER  BROTHWELL 

Of  Torrington,  the  second  Representative,  was 
born  in  England,  November  3, 1839,  and  received 
his  education  in  the  National  Schools  of  his 
native  place.  He  served  during  the  war  in  the 
First  Connecticut  Heavy  Artillery,  and  for  the 
past  twenty  years  has  been  superintendent  of  the 
Turner  &  Seymour  Manufacturing  Company's 
works.     He  is  a  Republican. 


SHERMAN  W.  HOWLAND 

Of  Warren,  is  a  native  of  Kent  in  this  State, 
and  is  something  over  forty-two  years  of  age, 
having  been  born  August  11,  1844.     His  educa- 


tion he  received  at  a  common  school  and  at  an 
academy.  He  is  a  farmer,  and  has  been  a  Grand 
Juror.     He  is  a  Democrat. 


GUY  C.  FORD 


Of  Washington,  is  a  native  of  the  town  he  repre- 
sents, having  been  born  there  September  3, 1826. 
He  received  a  common  school  and  academic  edu- 
cation. He  was  a  member  of  the  House  in  1855, 
(being  thus  the  senior  member,  in  point  of  service, 
in  the  present  House),  and  for  thirty  years  has 
been  a  Justice  of  the  Peace.  He  was  also  a  Town 
Auditor.  His  regular  occupation  is  that  of  farm- 
ing.    He  is  a  Republican. 


RICHARD  WALLACE  BACON 

Of  Washington,  the  second  Representative,  was 
born  in  Southington,  September  2,  1846,  and  re- 
ceived a  common  school  education.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  House  from  the  town  of  Bethle- 
hem in  1874,  has  been  Assistant  Registrar  of 
Electors,  and  Town  Auditor  of  that  town,  and 
has  filled  the  office  of  chairman  of  the  Demo- 
cratic Town  Committee.  He  is  a  builder  by 
occupation. 


WILLIAM  HENRY  SMITH 

Of  Watertown,  was  born  in  Uxbridge,  Mass., 
March  1,  1840,  and  was  educated  at  the  common 
schools  of  Worcester,  Mass.  He  is  a  Grand  Ju- 
ror, and  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the  town  he 
represents,  and  has  never  had  any  legislative  ex- 
perience. He  is  a  member  of  the  manufacturing 
firm  of  Seymour,  Smith  &  Son.  He  is  a  Repub- 
lican. 
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BEN.  FRANK  MARSH 

Of  Winchester,  Representative  of  this  town,  is 
nearly  forty-five  years  of  age,  having  been  bora 
in  Dayton,  ().,  in  May,  1842.  A  common  school 
afforded  him  the  means  of  obtaining  a  rudimentary 
education,  which  was  completed  to  a  large  extent 
in  Ohio  University,  at  Athens,  O.  He  became  a 
mechanic,  but  at  the  outbreak  of  the  war  gave 
up  his  place  and  entered  the  army,  serving  his 
first  three  months  as  a  private  in  the  Second  Con- 
necticut, under  Col.  A.  H.  Terry,  and  his  second 
enlistment  as  a  Corporal  of  the  Twenty-eighth 
Connecticut.  He  was  wounded  at  Port  Hudson, 
June,  1863,  and  had  his  left  arm  amputated  near 
the  shoulder.  For  nearly  seventeen  years  he  was 
the  Postmaster  at  "West  Winsted,  receiving  three 
appointments  from  General  Grant,  one  from 
President  Hayes,  and  one  from  President  Arthur. 
He  was  chairman  of  the  Republican  Town  Com- 
mittee of  Winchester,  from  1873  to  1877,  and 
now  occupies  the  same  position,  besides  being  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace.  In  1863,  he  was  Collector 
of  the  Winchester  Town  Taxes.  His  election 
showed  conclusively  how  highly  he  is  esteemed 
by  his  townsmen,  as  the  Democratic  party  had  a 
majority  in  the  town.

He  was  a  volunteer  sur- 
geon in  Burnside's  battle  at  Fredericksburg,  and 
at  the  conclusion  of  his  service  resumed  his  pro- 
fession in  Winchester.  He  was  Postmaster  under 
Presidents  Pierce  and  Buchanan,  has  been  War- 
den of  the  borough,  and  is  now  a  director  of  the 
Hurlbut  National  Bank,  and  vice-president  of  the 
Mechanics  Savings  Bank  of  Winsted.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Legislature  in  1872,  and  again  in 
1 880.     He  is  a  Democrat. 


JAMES  H.  LINDSEY 

Of  Woodbury,  is  a  native  of  this  town,  and  nearly 
sixty  years  of  age,  having  been  born  April  18, 
1827.  A  common  school  afforded  him  the  means 
of  an  education,  and  for  nearly  forty  years  he 
has  been  in  business,  his  present  occupations  be- 
ing farming,  dealer  in  live  stock,  and  furniture. 
He  was  an  efficient  member  of  the  Legislature 
in  1879.     He  is  a  Republican. 
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JOHN  H.  GRIFFIN 


Of  Middletown,  is  thirty-two  years  of  age,  and 
was  born  in  that  city  March  28, 1851.  The  com- 
mon schools,  D.  "W".  Chase's  private  school,  and 
St.  John's  College  at  Fordham,  N.  Y.  (one  year), 
furnished  him  his  education.  He  has  been  Grand 
Juror  and  agent  to  vote  upon  the  town's  railroad 


stock.  He  is  a  clothier  and  dealer  in  gent's 
furnishing  goods,  and  a  Democrat,  whose  father, 
the  late  M.  H.  Griffin,  was  the  first  Irishman 
elected   a   Representative   from   Middletown  (in 

1868-9). 
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JOHN  C.  BROATCH 

Of  Middletown,  was  born  in  that  city  forty-three 
years  ago.  and  studied  in  the  common  schools. 
He  has  been  Collector  of  Taxes  and  Assessor, 
and  for  fourteen  years  superintendent  of  the 
.Middletown  waterworks,  which  position  he  still 
occupies.  He  has  generally  pursued  the  busi- 
ness of  fire  insurance.  He  enlisted  as  a  private 
in  Company  A,  Second  Connecticut  Volunteers, 
and  was  discharged  as  Major  of  the  Fourteenth 
Connecticut  Volunteers.     He  is  a  Republican. 


WILLIAM    WICKLIFFE    BEVIN    MARK- 
HAM 

Of  Chatham,  was  born  at  East  Hampton,  Octo- 
ber 23,  1856,  and  is  thirty  years  of  age.  He  is 
a  Democrat  as  far  as  consistent  to  the  interests 
of  the  laboring  man.  He  studied  in  the  common 
schools  and  graduated  at  the  Central  School  in 
1875.  He  has  been  Registrar  of  Voters,  and  is 
now  member  of  the  Board  of  Education  and 
Constable.  Since  completing  his  education  he 
has  worked  in  a  bell  foundry  and  is  melter  in 
one  now. 


SELDEN  S.  SCOVILL 

Of  Chatham,  was  born  in  Middletown,  and  is 
fifty-four  years  of  age.  He  attended  the  com- 
mon schools,  and  is  a  blacksmith's  wheelwright. 
He  is  a  Democrat. 


EDWIN"  G.  SMITH 

Of  Chester,  age  thirty-seven,  was  born  in  Ches- 
ter, August  15, 1849,  and  studied  in  the  common 
schools  thereof.  He  is  a  manufacturer  of  auger 
bits,  gimlets,  corkscrews,  etc.,  being  secretary, 
treasurer,  and  manager  of  the  Chester  Manufac- 
turing Company.  Of  the  various  local  offices  he 
occupies  those  of  Grand  Juror,  secretary  and 
treasurer  of  the  Chester  Agricultural  Society, 
and  superintendent  of  the  Congregational  Sun- 
day-school.    He  is  a  Republican. 


LUKE  E.  WOOD 

Of  Clinton,  who  is  a  Democrat,  was  born  in 
Waterbury,  September  4,  1809.  and  is  seventy- 
seven  years  of  age.  He  received  early  a  common 
school  education  and  afterwards  a  training  in  the 
Cheshire  Episcopal  Academy.  Merchandising 
was  his  early  business.  He  is  law  agent  for  the 
Protection  of  the  Rights  of  Citizens  to  the  Shell- 
Fisheries,  and  a  director  in  the  Clinton  National 
Bank,  the  charter  of  which  he  secured  as  a  State 
Bank  in  1856.  For  forty  years  he  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Education.  In  1854  he 
represented  his  district  in  the  Senate,  and  was  in 
the  House  of  1886. 


LINUS  W.  EDWARDS 

Of  Cromwell,  age  twenty-seven,  was  born  in 
Cromwell,  January  17,  1859,  and  educated  at 
the  Cromwell  High  School.  He  was  in  the 
Legislature  in  1886  as  a  Representative,  and 
served  efficiently  on  the  important  Committee 
(having  much  pressing  business)  on  New  Coun- 
ties and  County  Seats.     He  is  a  Democrat. 


FREDERICK  PLUMB  HUBBARD 

Of  Durham,  who  is  thirty-seven  years  of  age 
and  a  Republican,  was  born  in  Philadelphia, 
February  11,  1849.  His  inclinations  were  to- 
wards professional  studies,  but  delicate  health 
prevented,  and  he  was  obliged  to  content  himself 
with  education  at  Durham  Academy  and  East 
Greenwich  (R.  I.)  Seminary.  In  1852  his  family 
(which  is  of  Connecticut  and  Middlesex  County 
origin)  removed  to  Durham  and  has  since  been 
connected  therewith.  Since  leaving  school  he 
has  been  connected  with  The  Merriam  Manu- 
facturing Company  of  Durham,  as  clerk,  travel- 
ing salesman,  director,  and  business  manager. 
He  is  now  Town  Treasurer  — -  elected  such  repeat- 
edly on  a  union  ticket  —  and  clerk  and  treasurer 
of  the  First  Ecclesiastical  Society. 
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GEORGE  W.  NEWTON 

Of  Durham,  age  forty-one,  was  born  in  Durham, 
December  4,  1845.  He  attended  the  common 
school  and  the  academy,  and  graduated  at  Wes- 
leyan  in  1871.  For  six  years  he  was  engaged  in 
surveying  and  engineering,  and  is  now  a  farmer. 
He  is  a  Republican. 


OLIVER  A.  RAYMOND 

Of  East  Haddam,  is  a  Republican,  a  cattle  dealer, 
and  a  farmer.  He  was  born  at  Lyme,  May  10, 
1855,  and  enjoyed  the  advantages  of  a  common 
school  education  and  a  course  through  Wilbra- 
ham  Academy. 


WILSON  C.  REYNOLDS 

Of  East  Haddam,  was  born  at  Lyme,  March  13, 
1842,  and  from  1866  to  1885  was  Postmaster  at 
East  Haddam.  He  is  a  Republican,  a  lumber 
and  coal  merchant,  and  a  director  in  the  National 
Bank  of  New  England.  He  was  educated  in 
the  common  and  private  schools. 


MARSENA  WHITING  COMSTOCK 

Of  Essex,  fifty -five  years  of  age,  was  born  in  that 
town,  September  18,  1831,  and  is  a  strict  and 
unquestioning  Republican.  He  studied  at  the 
common  school,  is  Tax  Collector,  and  has  been 
Grand  Juror,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  Consta- 
ble.    He  is  a  manufacturer  of  ivory  goods. 


CLINTON  B.  DAVIS 

Of  Haddam,  was  born  in  Hartford,  July  27, 1843, 
and  graduated  at  the  Hartford  High  School  and 
General  Russell's  Institute  at  New  Haven.  In 
1883  and  1884  he  was  a  Representative  from 
Haddam,  the  latter  year  being  Democratic  can- 
didate for  Speaker.  He  was  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Sale  of  Lands  in  1884,  and  for  two 
years  served  as  clerk  of  the  Committee  on  In- 
corporations. He  is  treasurer  of  the  Higganum 
Manufacturing    Corporation,    president    of    the 


Bank  Building  Company  of  Haddam,  and  a  di- 
rector in  the  Higganum  Hardware  Company, 
Pierce  Hardware  Company,  and  R.  IT.  Allen 
Company  of  New  York.     He  is  a  Democrat. 


JOHN  H.  RUSSELL 

Of  Haddam,  who  is  the  second  oldest  member  of 
the  House,  is  seventy-five  years  of  age,  having 
been  born  in  New  York  city,  Nov.  4,  1811. 
He  received  a  common  school  education,  and  for 
twenty  years  was  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  for 
thirty-one  years  Town  Clerk,  and  has  held  other 
minor  offices.  In  1881  he  sat  in  the  House.  He 
is  now  Town  Clerk  and  Registrar,  School  Clerk 
and  Treasurer,  and  for  general  business  is  a 
cabinet-maker  and  depot  agent,  having  held  the 
latter  position  for  five  years.     He  is  a  Democrat. 


MONROE  E.  PARMELEE 

Of  Killingworth,  is  a  Democratic  farmer  who  is 
thirty-eight  years  of  age,  and  was  born  in  Kil- 
lingworth. 


WILLIAM  II.  HARRIS 

Of  Killingworth,  age  fifty-nine,  was  born  in  that 
town,  July  18,  1831.  He  enjoyed  the  educa- 
tional advantages  of  the  common  district  school 
and  one  term  in  the  Deep  River  Select  School. 
For  two  years  he  was  a  Grand  Juror,  one  year  a 
Selectman,  and  in  his  second  year  as  a  Justice  of 
the  Peace.  He  has  devoted  himself  to  manufac- 
turing and  is  now  a  farmer.     He  is  a  Democrat. 


JEDEDIAH  C.  STAFFORD 

Of  Middlefield,  a  native  of  Morrisville,  Vt., 
and  forty-two  years  of  age,  represents  this  town 
for  the  first  time  in  the  General  Assembly.  His 
educational  advantages  were  found  at  the  district 
school  and  academy.  He  was  for  fifteen  years  a 
railroad  agent,  but  now  is  in  the  grocery  trade. 
The  only  public  office  he  has  held  is  believed  to 
be  that  of  Tax  Collector,  the  duties  of  which  he 
faithfully  performed  for  six  years.  In  politics  he 
is  a  Republican. 
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RUFUS  C.  SIIEPARD 

Of  Old  Saybrook,  who,  with  his  seventy-two 
years,  is  among  the  oldest  legislators  this  year, 
was  born  in  Plainfield,  Aug.  18,  1814,  and  edu- 
cated in  the  common  schools.  In  1862  he  was  a 
member  of  the  House- — a  trying  time  in  which 
he  acted  for  the  best  interests  of  his  country.  By 
occupation  he  is  a  builder  and  contractor,  is  a 
Constable,  and  has  been  Assessor,  member  of  the 
Board  of  Relief,  Deputy  Sheriff,  four  terms; 
Peput}'  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue,  from 
1862  to  1871,  Acting  Collector  one  year,  and 
( Ymnty  Commissioner  two  terms.  He  is  a 
Republican. 


NELSON  SHEPARD 

Of  Portland,  aged  sixty -six  years,  was  born  in 
Portland,  Dec.  25,  1820,  and  had  a  common 
school  and  academic  education.  He  is  a  farmer, 
having  one  of  the  largest  farms  in  Portland,  and 
is  a  director  in  the  First  National  and  the  Free 
Stone  Savings  Banks.  For  three  years  he  was  a 
County  Commissioner,  Selectman  for  five  years, 
member  of  the  Board  of  Relief,  an  Assessor,  and 
also  incumbent  of  other  town  offices.  He  is  an 
earnest  and  upright  Republican,  as  he  always 
has  been. 


EDWIN  ANDREWS 

Of  Saybrook,  was  born  in  the  town  of  Essex, 
July  24,  1824,  and  is  sixty-two  years  of  age. 
His  education  was  obtained  from  the  common 
schools  of  his  native  town.  He  served  as  an 
apprentice  at  the  trade  of  hoot  and  shoe  making 
for  four  and  one-half  years,  and  worked  at  that 
business  for  the  period  of  about  ten  years,  after 
which  he  became  an  employee  of  Messrs.  Pratt, 
Read  &  Company  of  Deep  River,  continuing  in 
service  to  them  until  the  breaking  out  of  the  war 
of  the  Rebellion,  when  he  enlisted  in  the  Eleventh 
Regiment,  Connecticut  Volunteers,  as  a  musician 
of  Company  K.  He  served  as  such  a  little  more 
than  three  years,  receiving  an  honorable  dis- 
charge therefrom.     After  the  close  of  the  war 


lie  again  entered  service  of  the  above-named 
company,  and  worked  for  them  about  four  years, 
when  he  moved  to  Chicago,  111.,  where  he  re- 
mained nearly  twelve  years,  most  of  which  time 
he  was  employed  in  the  assessors'  and  collectors' 
departments  of  said  city,  after  which  time  he 
returned  to  Deep  River,  and  entered  the  employ 
of  C.  B.  Rogers  in  the  manufactory  of  ivory  and 
bone  goods.  Mr.  Andrews  has  had  a  contract  for 
carrying  the  United  States  mail  between  the 
depot  and  post  office  of  his  town,  but  at  the 
present  time  is  not  actually  engaged  in  any  busi- 
ness. He  is  president  of  the  Middlesex  Numis- 
matic Society,  incorporated  in  1884,  and  is  also 
superintendent  of  the  Deep  River  Baptist  Sunday 
School.  He  was  made  a  voter  in  1846,  and  cast 
his  first  vote  with  the  Democratic  party.  Since 
which  time  he  has  never  failed  to  cast  his  vote 
and  act  in  harmony  with  the  Republican  party. 


FREDERICK  CHAPMAN  PRATT 

Of  Saybrook,  age  thirty-four  years,  was  born  at 
Deep  River,  September  7,  1852,  and  enjoyed  the 
advantages  of  common  and  select  schools  and  the 
Connecticut  Literary  Institute  at  Sutfield.  He 
is  engaged  in  dairy  farming,  but  is  a  carpenter  and 
builder  by  trade.
